FIELD OFEEATIONS. 


ChiN'Losbai. 

iVo. 677.—^The Most Hon’ble the Viceroy and Governor-General of India in Council 
is pleased to direct the publication of the subjoined letter from the Adjutant-General in 
India, submitting, under the orders of the Commander-in-Obief in India, the despatShes 
received from Brigadiers-General W. P. Symons and V. W. Tregear, reporting the operations 
of the Burma and Chittagong Columns of the Chiu-Lushai Expeditionary Force. 

The objects of these operations were to inflict chastisement on such tribes as had 
committed depredations on British territory, to extend British influence over these and v)ther 
tribes, to explore the country between Chittagong and Burma, to complete, possible, a 
mule road between Bengal and Burma, and, by the establishment of communications and 
military posts, to ensure the recognition of the paramount power and the pacificatiop of the 
country. The Governor-General in Council heartily concurs with the Commander-in- 
Chief in believing that these objects have been successfully attained, and he desires to express 
his great appreciation of the excellent conduct of the British and Native troops, who so well 
sustained the reputation of Her Majesty's army under circumstances of difficulty and hard¬ 
ship and, especially on the Burma side, in the face of severe sufferings frona sickness. His 
Excellency in Council shares the deep regret with which the Commaiider-iU-Chief regards 
the death of the officers named and of the soldiers who lost their lives in* the service of 
their Queen and country. 
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and perseverance the Chin Expedition was conducted to a sncoesifal issue, notwithstanding 
the great difficulties caused by the nature of the country and its nnhealtbiness. His 
Excellency in Ouuncil also joins with the Commander-in-Chief in his approval of the manner 
in which Brigadier-General Tregear commanded the Chittagong Column, and of the valuable 
results achieved; he desires also to signify his concurrence in the commendation bestowed 
on Colonel G. J. Skinner, 3rd Bengal Infantry, commanding the Northern Column of the 
Lnshai Force, and on Colonel 0. McD. Skene, d.s.o., commanding the Northern Column of 
the i^rma Force. 

The Governor-General notices with satisfaction the excellent reports of the good work 
done by the Commissariat and transport under Captain A. H. Clark-Kennedy and Captain 
Bond, Captain Westropp and Lieutenant Morris, by the Medical Department under Brigade- 
Surgeon Markey and Surgeon-Major Murphy, by the Signalling service with the various 
columns, and by the Survey parties under Lieutenants Bythell and Renny-Tailyour, r. e. 

His Excellency in Council is glad to acknowledge the services of Mr. E. O. Walker 
Assistant Superintendent of’-Telegraphs, and his department, and of Mr. G. Barton Groves) 
Deputy Inspector of Post Offices, and the Postal Department. ’ 

The admirable services of Mr. G. B. Holland, of Her Majesty’s Indian Marine, in 
connection with the river transport from Kalewa to Kan, the very satisfactory work done 
by Mr. B. Good, Port Officer and Transport Officer at Chittagong, and the efficient help 
given by the Marine Department at Calcutta and Rangoon, have been specially brought to 
notice. 

His Excellency in Council cordially recognises the way in which the civil and military 
officers worked together to the same end, and the acknowledgments of the Government of 
India are due to Sir Charles Orosthwaite, K.c.s.i., Chief Commissioner of Burma, and to 
the civil officers acting under him, for the untiring aid which ' they afforded to the military 
authorities* In another sphere of action Mr. D. R. Lyall, Commissioner of Chittagong, 
contributed largely to the success of the expedition; the personal exertions of Mr. Lyall 
have been especially noticeable. The services of Mr. S. Murray, Political Officer with 
the Lushai Column, and of Messrs. D. Boss and B. 8. Carey, Political Officers with the 
Southern and Northern Columns of the Burma Force, have also been most valuable. 

On the Lushai side the Cachar Military Police under Messrs. Daly and Broderick were 
brought to'the front with great rapidity and in admirable order and did moat useful service 
while the Chittagong Frontier Police did good work under Mr. S. V. Tayler. His Excellency in 
Council wishes to express the acknowledgments of the Government o"f India to Lieutenant- 
General B. L. Gordon, c.b., lately commanding the Burma District, Brigadier-General 
Auchinleck. commanding the Presidency District, and their Staff, for their labours in aid 
of the expedition ; and also to Mr. J. W. Quinton, c.s.r , Chief Commissioner of Assam 
and to Brigadier-General Collett, C.B., commanding the Eastern Frontier District, for the 
assistance they gave in the police and military arrangements connected with the movements 
from Cachar. 


From the Adjutant-General in India to the Secretary to the Government of India Military 
Department,—(No. 4179-A, dated Simla, the 16th July 1890). ’ 

I HAVE the honour, by direction of the Commander-in-Chief in India, to forward for 
submission to the Government of India, the enclosed despatches from Brigadier-General 
W. P. Symons and V. W. Tregear, describing the operations of the Burma and Chittaeonir 
Columns of the Chin-Lusbai Expeditionary Force. " " 

2. The general objects of the expedition were as follow : 

To punitively visit such of the tribes as had committed depredations in British territory 
and had declined to make amends or come to terms ; to subjugate others that bad remained’ 
neutral, but were to bo brought within the sphere of British dominion ; to explore and open 
out as much as possible the then unknown country lying between Burma and Chittagong • 
and finally to establish, where desiftbfe and necessary, military, posts along the country 
traversed, so as to ensure complete pacification and recognition of British power. ^ 

3. These objects have been attained by the expedition in a most complete manner and 

His Excellenpy cannot too highly bring to the notice of the Government of India’ the 
excellent conduct of all concerned, in having so cheerfully borne the hardships and overcome 
the difficulties which had to be encountered—difficuliies which were considerably enhanced 
by the physical conditions of the country, and the severe sickness which attacked the force 
and which crippled the Burma Columns to almost a dangerous extent. ’ 

4. In such adverse circumstances, the results which have attended the operations of 

the expedition must be regarded as eminently satisfactory; for not only has coiumunication 
between Bengal and Burma been established, and the tribes which had previously given 
annoyance fittingly dealt with, bnt all the principal tribes inhabiting the country have been 
brought under subjugation,—a large number of captives who had been iu the hands of these 
tribes restored to their own homes,--and military posts at certain places for the preserva¬ 
tion of ordfir, and as evidence of British supremacy, established. ' 

6. Not the least satisfactory feature of the expedition has been the cordial relations 
which have at ail times existed between the civil and military authorities, and which have 
in a large measure contributed towards the success of the expedition. The services of the 
civil officers, in connection with the negotiations which were entered into with th* 
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6. His Excellency fully eoaonrs in the remarks made by the GommaDder<in>Chie£ of 
the Madras Army, regarding the good serTices rendered by Major-General (now Lieutenant- 
General) B. L. Gordon, c.a., lately commanding the Burma District,. for his careful super* 
vision of the arrangements for the organization and equipment of the Burma Columns: 
and to Brigade-General W. L. Auchinleck, oommanding the Presidency District, His 
Excellency also desires to convey his acknowledgments for similar services in connection 
with the Chittagong Column. 

7. To Brigadier-General Symons fell the responsible duty of conducting the exten¬ 
ded operations of the Southern Burma Column, and of co-operating with the Northern 
Bnrma and Chittagong Columns. These duties he has performed with much ability, 
judgment and tact, and the thoroughness which characterized his dealings with the tribes, 
as also the indomitable spirit in which he encountered and overcame the numerous 
difficulties the expedition met with, shows how fully he has justified the confideuce which 
was placed in him at the time of his selection for this important command. 

8. The operations of the Chittagong Column, under Brigadier-General Tregear, have 
also been conducted with much success, and the column is to be complimented on the 
section of the mnle road which, despite great difficnlties, was completed as far as Haka. 

9. Colonel C. MoD, Skene, n.s.o., 42nd Gdrkha Light Infantry, who commanded 
the Northern Burma Column, was very successful in dominating the Northern Chin tribes, 
and in operating airaiust the Tasbons in conjunction with Brigadier-General Symons' 
column ,* and the sime success also attended the indepeudent operations against Lienpunga 
and the sons of Viitai undertaken by ('olonel G. J. Skinner, 3rd Bengal Infantry, in 
command of the Northern Chittagong Column. 

10. His Excellency also desires to bring to the notice of the Government of India 
the excellent arrangements and working of the Commissariat-Transport and Medical 
Departments, and of the river transport under the charge of Mr. Holland, of Her 
Majesty's Indian Marine Service, whose invaluable services in organizing the transport, 
and in conveying stores to the base of the Southern Column under circumstances which 
are known to have been most discouraging, have very appropriately been brought to 
special notice by Brigadier-General Symons and the Commandcr-in-Chief of the Madras 
Army. The Telegraph Department also worked extremely well throughout the expedition. 

11. Finally His Excellency takes the opportunity of recording here his deep sense 
of regret at the loss which the army has suffered by the death of such valuable officers as 
Major Ind, Royal Artillery, Major Gorduu-Cumming, Ist Battalion Cheshire Regiment, 
Major Stoney, Ist Battalion King's Own Scottish Borderers, and Major Barr, 3rd Bengal 
Infantry. 

12. The list of officers who are considered to be specially deserving of reward will 

be submitted separately._ 


From Liectenant-Generai, Sir C. G. Arbtjthnot, e.c.b., Commander-in-Chief, Madras, 
to the Adjutant-General in India,-—(No. 1847-VV, dated Ootacamund, the 27th June 
1890). 

In forwarding the despatch, dated 1st May 1890, of Brigadier-General W. P. Symons 
on the operations of the Chin-Lushai Expedition, together with a letter No. 2293, dated 
3S8th May 1890, from Lieutenant-General B. L. Gordop, c.b., late in command of the 
Bnrma District, 1 beg to endorse the high terms in which the latter officer refers to the 
services of Brigadier-General Symons. 

I desire also to bring to the favourable notice of His Excellency the Oommander-in- 
Cfaief in India, the services rendered by Lieutenant-General B. L. Gordon, c.b., himself, 
whose careful supervision in connection with this expedition will, 1 trust, be considered 
deserving of recognition by the Government of India. 

I can fully endorse the high opinion expressed by Brigadier-General Symons of the 
services rendered by Mr. Holland, of Her Majesty's Indian Marine Service. That officer’s 
indefatigable exertions in bringing up supplies by river from Kalewa to Kau—exertions 
continued without interruption, even when suffering severely from fever—are, in my opiuiou, 
deserving of the highest praise, and will, I trust, receive full recognition. ^ 

1 cannot but allude here to the lamentable death of Major Ind, Royal Artillery, the 
senior staff officer of Brigadier-General Symons when commanding the expedition, which 
occurred on his way home on leave, owing to sickness contracted on held servioe. This 
officer's ability, energy and devotion to duty have been highly spoken of, and it was 
with deep regret that I heard of his death.

General Symons has, I think, displayed marked ability, persev.crance and patience in 
the way in which he has conducted the military duties entrusted to him, and has, by bis 
knowledge of the people, his firmness and tact, carried to a. sncceysfal termination a 
difficult and delicate political task. 1 hope his most valuable services may meet with 
adequate recognition.

B . f*“5 Wilson, Her Majestj's Indian Marine, Port "Officer at Rangoon, and 
Mr. Harwick, Marine Transport Officer, Mandalay, I am greatly indebted for the admirable 
manner in which the whole of the lirer transport of troops and stores has been punctually 
and rapidly carried out by Government steamers alone. 

I hope it may not be considered out of place if I here acknowledge how very greatly 
tuQ Kucce^s of the expedition and the comfort of all engaged are due to the ungrudging 
assistance given by the Chief Commissioner, Burma, and the civil officers acting under 
his ordeis. The most cordial relations have always been maintained between the civil 
and military departments, and both have worked for the one end—the success of the Chin* 
Lushai operations.

In compliance with the instructions contained ip yonr No. 1645-W of the 4th November 
1889,1 have the honour to submit the following report on the operations of the Northern 
and Southern Burma Columns of the Cbin-Lushai Expeditionary Force. 

2. I assumed command at Pakdkku on the 18th of November 1889, field service having 
been rnled to commence on the 16th of November. 

8. The objects of the expedition, as laid down for my guidance in the Proceedings of 
Government, Madras, Military Department, No. 6897 of the 9th of October 1889, were— 

Firstly .—To punitively visit certain tribes that have raided and committed depredations 
in British territory. 

Secondly .—To subjugate tribes as yet neutral, but now, by force of cirenmstances, 
brought within the sphere of British dominion. 

Thirdly .—To explore the unknown country lying between Burma and Chittagong. 

Fourthly .—To establish, if necessary, certain posts in the regions visited, so as to ensoro 
complete pacification and recognition of British power. 

4. To carry out these objects, the troops working from the Burma side were divided 
into three portions:

Fourth,—To visit villages, iorce the China to cease raiding, and to give np all captives; 
and to explore the Chin Hills in every direction, as far as the limits of time and the working 
season would permit. 

Fifth .—To establish the necessary posts to hold the country after the withdrawal of the 
main body of the troops. 

7. By the 18th of November the preparations for the campaign were in the following 
advanced state— 

The Southern Column, of which the strength has been given above, had concentrated 
at Pakdkku for its march of 1G5 miles to Kan. This march was successfully carried out by 
dctachncc -ts of 200 fighting men with followers marching in successi m daily for fifteen days. 
Shelters had been erected by the civil authorities at all halting places, and such provisions as 
were procurable stored. 

On account of the unusally late rains, the start for the expedition had been put off from 
the Ist to the 23rd of November. To enable the programme to be carried out, it could be 
postponed no longer. The leading columns, the first of which left Pakukku on the 23rd of 
November, were just able to get through the fast falling rivers and drying couutiy, and 
although the march was somewhat trying, the troops and followers all arrived at Kan in good 
coiiditiuii, with I'l per cent, only of total strength, including men who were footsore, on the 
sick repot t. 

8. The Northern Column was ready at Fort White to commence operations, and only 
awaited the arrival of its hill coolies. 

9. It had been decided to establish ten posts along the northern portion of the Burma 
Frontier, for its protection against Chm raids. All the garrihous for these posts were sent 
up the ('hindwin lliver to Kalewa. 

The late rains had flooded the Kale Valley, and no to the end of November the country 
was impassable to anything but elephants. On the 24th October, 170 fresh mules, with 
elephants to carry their- saddles and gear, took fifteen hours getting through the bogs and 
swamps, winch blocked the last miles of the road into Kaleniyo, the distributing base for 
all supplies for Fort V\ bite and posts in the Kale Valley. The energies of the officers, however, 
overcame all difficulties, and by the end of December these ten posts were constructed, 
occupied and rationed. 

10. The work of rationing the troops, especially the Southern Column, has been 
throughout an extremely difficult undertaking. The problem fur the Southern Column was 
huw to feed a body of tioops advancing into a totally unknown country from a distant base,— 
the number of transport animals falling far short of requirements. 

This base, Kan, was connected on the north by a shallow and sivift running river, the 
Myittha, difficult of navgution, and full of snags and rocks, with Kalewa on the Cbindwin 
Bivcr, distant by water 136 miles. 

To the south, the other mam base, Fak&kku on the Irrawaddy, is 1G5 miles by land 
from Kan. On the 23rd November carts could only travel as far as Yebyu, a village 60 
miles from Pakdkku. Before the season closed they were working into Gangaw, or within 
23 miles of Kan. Both the river and road lines of communication from the main bases to 
Kan passed through a sparsely inhabited country, m which very few supplies could be 
obtained. 

Jl. On the loth of September, Mr. Holland of Her Majesty’s Indian Marino Service, 
having explored the Miittha River, and given it as his opinion that stores could be taken 
up by water from Kalewa to Kan, orders were issued iur 600 tqns of stores to be sent by 
this route. 

The river transport was placed entirely in Mr. Holland’s charge. He devoted himself^o 
the work with must intelligently applied energy, and, in spite of difficulties which on more 
than one occasion seriously threatened to swamp the enterprise, successfully carried it 
through. His great troubles weie sickness, want of boats and boatmen, and wholesale deser¬ 
tions of the men with their boats. 'I'he difficulties caused by the river itself would hav? beeu 
light, if the Burman boatmen could have been depended upon lo fulfil their engagements. 
Dnfortunately they took this unnecessary opportunity of exhibiting their national charac¬ 
teristic of dislike to bard work, even for wages of an exorbitant rate. . 

Bain also fell incessantly up to the middle of November, and this farther disheartened 
the boatmen and delayed tbe work. 

12. By the end of January 1890, S51 tons of stores bad been despatched to Kan, and 
688 tons to Kalemyo, bv water from Kalewa. In addition, large numbers of details and 
sick, with their baggage, had been provided with carriage in the boats up and down between 
these places. 

18. From the early days of February, all rations for the Southern Column were brought 
to Kan, by road from Pakdkku, and so on to Haka, in carts, dn padk-buUooks, and on 
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GoTernment transport animals. In tliia month ot'^Februaiy, cattle disease broke out with 
great virulence in the Kale and Mjittha vallevs, and the loss of the animals greatly hampered 
the commissariat and transport officers. In the Kale State alone upwards of 3,000 buffaloes, 
or more than 90 per cent, of the animals possessed by the people, died; whilst the pack* 
bullocks were reduced by two-thirds. 

14. The first troops of the J^outhern Column, consisting of the head-quarters and No. 6 
Company of the Madras Sappers and Miners, arrived at Kan on the 7th of December. On 
the 9th the Sappers, with a covering escort of the 2ud Madras Infantry, left to commence 
work on the road to Yokwa and Haka. 

15. Before the expedition started, it was believed that the Southern Column would be 
enabled to reach Haka in ten, or at latest twelve, days from Kan. On this surmise all calcula¬ 
tions were made. Such were the unexpected difficulties of the country, on account of the 
tumbled net-woik of steep hills and deep ravinc.H. that with the whole strength of the force 
devoted to making the road, 34 miles in lengih, it took the head of the column 66 days, and 
the mule road 77 day.'*, to get into Haka. This disappointing delay was not without its com¬ 
pensating advantages in dealing with the Chins. They expected us to make a quick advance, 
do some damage, and retire. The steady persistent advance, together with the pains that 
were taken to vet into couch with them, and to explain our objects and intentions, 
paralysed their spirits and efforts for resistance; and thus tribe after tribe submitted and 
yielded to our terms. 

J6. The same difficulty that met the Burma Column also greatly delayed General 
Tregear. He was unable to get the section of the mule road into Haka until the 13ih April. 
The completion of the mule road through from Burma to Bengal was the crowning success of 
the season’s work. The junction of the two columns, however, oicnrrecl too late to 
allow of our undortuking any operations in coucert, and General Tregear returned to the 
west on the 16th of April. 

17. The Chins first met with were the Yokwas of the Baung.sh6 tribe. 

18. j'rom the outset, I resolved to try a leniei^t policy with the Southern Chins, who, 
before these operations, had not come into contact with us. 

19. After one poor attempt By the Yokwas at opposition to our adv mce on the 28th of 
December, near Taungtek, when they acknowledged to having had 500 men and 300 guns 
against us, and to having sustained a great defeat, they gave up all hope of keeping us out of 
their hills.' 

20. On the 8th of January, two Yokwa China came into camp, and from this date on¬ 
wards we were never again out of touch with the tribes. Tlie objects of our coining, and our 
terms and conditions, were catefully explained to these two men, and they were uismissed to 
repeat them to their chiefs. 

21. Much delay and difficulty was experienced in dealing with the Chins on account of 
the numbers of chiefs with each tribe. There is no central com rolling authority. Each chief 
has a following, and all are bitterly jealous one of the other. Ncgutiaiious therefore had to 
be carried on with extreme patience. 

22. Id my opinion the course we nursued in abstaining from hnrsb measures, such as 
burning of villages, has advanced the settlement of the Chin Hill tracts to a point that we 
could not have reached by any other meaus in one season’s work. 

23 Having dealt with the Yokwas, as soon as the mule path was sufficiently forwaid, 
the column moved on Haka, arriving there on the I3th of February. The same procedure 
as observed with the Yokwas obtained the full submission of the important Haka o immu¬ 
nity , and the surrender of these two clans was virtuully equivalent to the submission of the 
whole Baungshe tribe. 

24. Whilst waiting for the mule path to reach Haka, reconnaissances were made to-the 
west to explore the country, obtain the submission of the Tlan-Tlnngs, get touch with the 
Chittagong Column, and assist them in their advance eastward. These objects were most 
satisfactorily obtained. On the 26th of February, the advance partiea of the Burma and 
Chittagong Columns met at Too village, 52 miles west of Haka. 

26. Meanwhile preparations wVi’e being pushed forward for a combined march on the 
Tashiiu Ywama. It was a matter of the first importance to ensdre the success of the move¬ 
ment against, and the submission of, this the hy far the moat populous and influential of the 
Chin tribes. 

26. At this time, the end of February, sickness amongst the troops and carrier coolies 
had BO weakened the strength of the Southern Column that a very small force only, one 
quite inadequate in case of lerious resistance, could be taken into the Tashon country from 
the south. To minimise this risk, it was necessary to arrange for the simultaneous arrival 
of the two small columns from Fort White and Haka at the Tashon Ywama. A successful 
and rapidly executed reconnaissance from Haka to within eight miles of the Ywama, on 
the 26th February and four following days, enabled this movement to be planned. 

27. The tort White Column under Colonel Skene, 360 strung, started on the 8tb of 
March; and the Southern Column consisting of two mountain guns and 290 rifiea, which 
I commanded, left Haka on the 9ih of March. 

« 28. On the llth March the two columns arrived from the north and south within one 

hak(r of each other on oppposite banks of the Manipur or Nankathe Biver—without having 
been^s^osed. 

295vElaborat« preparations for the defence of their capital had been made the 
Tashons.^bnumerabte stockades, breastworks, and obstructions extending over some nine 
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inileB of couutrjr, hut cbiefly intended against an enemj advancing from the north, had been 
fiTihly erected at every commanding point. Largo numbers of armed men watched both 
columns as they advanced, but there was no cullision. It is di£Bcult to estimate their 
numbers, but on the south of the Manipur Biver, near the Ywama, there were not less than 
6,000 meUiOf whom two-thirds were armed with guns, and the rest with spears. 

30. The Southern Column, notwithstanding the emphatic protests of three of the chiefs 
who had come out to meet it, continued its advance to withiu 1,000 yards of the Ywama, and 
there encamped. An assembly was called and the chiefs were asked if they would agree to 
our terms. To our great surprise, after permitting the columns to approach their capital 
unopposed, they firmly detdined to acknowledge the supremacy of the Government by paying 
any tribute ; and without absolutely refusing, thought it very unlikely that they would be 
able to pay any portion of the fine of Rs. 10,000 imposed on them by the Chief 
Commissioner of Burma. 

The situation thus became as strained as it well could be. Having warned the Chiefs 
to think well over the conseqaences that their persistent refusal of subrulssion would entail, 
1 dismissed them. 

31. The next two days were spent in prolonged negotiations, which severely taxed our 
patience, but with the happy result in the eud of the attainment of all our desires. 

The ^ihute due for lh89 was paid as well as the fine, the latter reduced at their earnest 
solicitation to Rs. 6,000. 

32. A small reconnoitring party having been sent down to Sihaung, both columns 
withdrew from Tashon territory without mishap. 

S3. The following would appear to have influenced the chiefs of the war and stronger 
party to submission ; 

In the first place they were impressed with our mobility and power of concentration. 
Then they weio greatly upset with the information that we should have no alternative but to 
put garrisons in tlieir country until they give in. The people also living along our lines of 
advance to save their valuable villages, used their utmost persuasion with the Chiefs to urge 
them to agree to our terms which we had taken care to have well circulated to them in 
advance, 

31. The Chiefs confessed that to within a few days of our arrival they had intended to 
oppose us; that tlnir pride and position as head of all the Chin tribes would suffer a blow 
from which they would never recover, if they permitted an armed force to approach their 
hitherto inviolate c.apitHl. Thus they were urged to fight; but doubts of being able to 
successfully resist us, adided to the prayers of the outlying villages to be saved from destruc¬ 
tion, overcame their pride and they were obliged to acknowledge themselves defeated. 

From the above it will be obvious how correct was the policy of accepting the submission 
of the tribe only at the Ywama. 

35. Cn the return oi the Northern Column to Fort "White, operations were actively 
resumed against tlie Siyins ; whilst the Southern Column was employed to the end of the 
season in numerous reconnaissances and explorations which have taught us much regarding 
these unknnw'ii tegi.ms. 

36. The follow ing is a list of the principal reconn’aissances carried out by the Burma 
columns embracing a total of 638 miles of country, of which good road reports and sketches 
have been made and submitted :— 

I. Yokwa to Gangaw. VI. Haka, west, to Hmun-li-pi. 

II. Haka to the Tashon Ywama. VII. llaka, west, to Tao Klang, two routes. 

III. fort White to the Tashon Ywama. VIII. li.ika, south, to Nariiig and llripi. 

iV. Tashon Ywama to Sihaung. IX. Haka, east, to Myiutlia, tvd Wiiuhia. 

V. Sihaung to Hanta. X. Yokwa, south, to Thetta and Kapi. 


37. Numbers I, IV, V, and IX, together w'ith the Kan-Haka route, comprise all the 
main roads that lead from the Burma frontier into the Tushon and Baungsh^ circles. 

38, Number VllI, Haka to Naring and round by Hripi, was an extremely interesting 
exploration. It lasted teu days, during which 132 miles over a very billy and broken country 
were covered, and much added to our knowledge of the Southern Haiiugshe country. Naring 
lies 56 miles south of Haka on the Koinu River. It contains 300 houses, and the inhabitaht^ 
possess large herds of cuttle. They did not know the value of money, and refused to take 
any for supplies which they liberally presented. A large number of villages were brought 
under British control; and the Boinu River was traced in its eccentric windings through a 
wild country and its identity with the Tipi, now known to be the upper waters of the great 
Kolodyoe River, established. 

.39. As the result of the operations, I would olaim for the forces engaged that they 
have carried to a siicccssful termiuatiou each nud every object of the expedition, and this iu 
spite of sickness from which all ranks have suffered in a great and abnormal degree and 
which caused me extreme and unceasing anxiety from the commencement to the eud of the 


operations. i-, , 

That sucoesB under the circumstances was possible is due no less to the very liberal and 
complete manner in which the columns were found and equipped in men and matMei, than 
to the oare and forethought with which the expedition was planned, placed, and'kept going in 


the field. . . i u * • 

40. The suppression of Chin raids in Burma territory h®* a**** been an important 

object kept ever in view; From the oommeucement of field service on the 15th 
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November 1889 to date, there liu been only one Chin raid vithin the field of operations* 
In this case, 18 Barmans were taken captive. All trere recovered within five weeks of the 
outrage, and the Chin villages implicated were punished. 

Again the Northern and Southern Columns of the Burma Field Force have recovered 
and restored to their homes I8r captives. There is not a single Burmese captive or salve 
left with the Tashon or Tlan-Tlang tribes; the Haka and Yokwa Chins have given up all 
theirs. A very few are still in the southern, and as yet unvUited Baungsbd villages; whilst 
the Siyins and the Kanhows, though surrendering daily, have yet some Manipur and 
Burmese slaves in their possession. There is no reason to doubt that the few left with the 
tribm will all be got bold of in a short time. 

As the result of this season’s operations, raiding both for slaves and heads has been put 
a stop to for ever down the western frontier of Upper Burma ; and the inhabitants of the 
Kale and Myittha Valleys have neen released from the reign of terror under which they 
have lived and sufTerrd for years past. 

41. The Chin Bok operations, though in no way under my direction or commnnd, but 
ably, even brilliantly, condujoted by Lieutenant Rainey, Commandant of the Chin Levy 
Military Police Battalion, have squared well with our work and settled an adjoining belt of 
country beyond our capability to touch. 

42. The Chin situation, as 1 leave it, is most satisfactory and quiet. Where not settled 
it is settling quickly. These wild tribes have accepted the inevitable, and will become 
peaceable and good neighbours. 

43. The discipline and behaviour of the troops and followers throughout have been 
exemplary. 

44. The 1st Battalion King’s Own Scottish Borderers joined the Southern Column 
with a strength of 14 ollicers and 502 men. They did a lot of hard marching and road 
making. The regiment lost one officer (Lieutenant Foster), killed, 6 officers invalided, 
including two commanding officers in succession, whilst 21 men died from sickness and 273 
were invalided. 

45. The detachment of the 1st Battalion ^Cheshire Regiment with the Northern 
Column saw more service, and were also unfortunate in losing two commanding officers,—one 
invalided, and the other. Major Gordon-Cumming, to my great regret, and that of the whole 
Field Force, shot in ambush. 

46. ' The 42nd Gurkha Light Infantry have performed service for the past eighteen 
months in the Ghin Hills that cannot be over estimated. 

47. The 2ud Battalion 4th Gurkhas,.a young regiment, on their first experience of 
active service, has pleased me greatly. They give every promise of sustaining the reputation 
and traditions gained in our service by their older battalions. 

4$. No. 6 (.'ompany of the Madras Sappers and Miners did continuous and arduous 
work both on the roads and in building the post at Haka. Their services have been very 
valuable. Between the 15th of November 18t!9 and the 30th of April 1890, the Company 
lost through sickness 3 officers and 72 men. 

49. The Burma Coimpany of the Queen’s Own Madras Sappers and Miners also did 
good work in the Kale Valley and at Haka. It has established its raison d’etre. 

50. The post at Haka has been constructed to hold a garrison of — 

300 Native Infantry, | 25 Madras Sappers, 

75 Followers, 

with quarters for-— 

A commanding officer. I A civil officer and establishment. 

6 British officers. ) 5 officers’ chargers, and 25 mules. 

51. The post at Fort W'bite has been reduced to hold a garrison of 330 rifles. It and 

the posts on the line of communications to Kalemyo have been put in thorough repair, and 
all will be rationed by the lOtb of May. Arrangements have also been made for keeping 
open communication during the rains between' Hakft sod Kan and Fort White and 
Kalemyo. « 

62. It is outside the limits of a despatch to give in detail the working of, and results 
aceomplished by, the various departments; but it is most fair and necessary that their services 
should be alluded to. 

68. The Survey Department under Lieutenant T. F. B. Renny-Tailyour, B.a., his 
accomplished much. Upwards of 8,000 square miles have been surveyed and added to 
the map. 

54. The Intelligence Department, in the person of Lieutenant E. W. M. Norie, 
Middlesex Begiment, has been indefatigable in collecting information and making road 
sketches. 

The Medical Dkfabthbnt. 

55. Owing to the very serious amount of sickness, the medioal duties, especially wit{i 
the Southern Column, were most arduous. The skill and energies of the departmental 
officers and subordinates were severely taxed to grapple with the mass of sick men, not only 
in the hospitals, bat in their carriage and conveyance to the field and base hospitals. Mala« 
rial fever and dysentery, in a lesser degree, were almost the only diseases from which the 
troops and followers suffered. 

Sanitation was invariably carefully attended to, with the happy result that no siokneM 
that could be attributed to its neglect ever broken out. 
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Malaria, or jangle ferer, is always, more or less, prevalent in the valleys and in the Terai 
lying nnder the Ohin Hills and down the Burma frontier. Owing to the very late and 
inclement rainy season, the last months of 1889, daring which the troops were marching 
through this part of the country, proved extremely unhealthy. 1 attribute the sickness from 
which the officers and men of the Southern Column so grevionsly suffered to malarial poison 
alone, imbibed in passing through a tainted belt of country under oiroumstanoes which 
could not be avoided or improved. All that skilful medical treatment and attention could 
suggest was done to alleviate the disease and minimise its after-effects. 

Of the 69 British officers who served with the Southern Column, only 7 escaped an 
attack or attacks of malarial fever, whilst one died and 26 were invalided from this ailment 
alone. 

On the 26th March, excluding all sick who were previously sent down, there were 
remaining in the hospital 11 British officers, 86 British, and 281 Native troops, and 991 
followers. The medical arrangements for both colums worked well and smoothly throughout, 
and the supply of medicines and medical comforts was ample and good. 

66. The statistics of the Northern and Southern Columns, taken together, show that, 
of all ranks, 9 were killed in action, 207 died of disease, of whom 72 were fighting men, and 
2,122 were invalided (including 1,413 public followers and coolies). 

Amongst these the following officers are included:—Major F. E. C. H. Oordon-Cumming, 
Cheshire Regiment, who was mortally wounded near Old Saglain on the 23rd March, and 
died the same day ; Second-Lieutenant F. A. K. Foster, King’s Own Scottish Borderers, 
killed in action near Taungtek on the 12 th January; and Captain L. H. Gramshaw, 5 th 
(Militia) Battalion, Royal Fusiliers, Orderly Officer, who died of disease at Kan on the 11th 
January. 

The Commissariat Department. 

57. On account of the long lines of communication which connected the main columns 
of the force with the bases of supply, the variety of the transport employed, and the rough¬ 
ness and difficulties of the road and waterways, I find it impossible to condense the work of 
the department, and the interesting reports rendered by the Commissariat officers in charge, 
into the space of a paragraph. All the reports, with my remarks, will be forwarded 
separately. 

From the commencement to the end of the campaign, the troops and followers were fed 
well and liberally. 

It having been necessary to send to Kan and Kalcmyo, the two main forwarding depftts, 
large quantities of rations before the end of the rains, it was inevitable but that a proportion 
would be spoiled. Occasionally the damaged stores escaped detection before issue, but there 
was never any lack of good food ready to replace them, nor of readiness on the part of the 
officials of the department to do their very best for the troops, and make the expedition, as 
far as they were concerned, successful. 

58. The Transport Department of the Southern Burma Column has been in charge of 
Lieutenant A. H. Morris, Royal Irish Regiment. The total number of animals employed 
with this column has been 69 elephants, 994 mules, 537 ponies, with 975 attendants, and the 
general health and condition of the animals, thanks to the incessant care and attention of 
Lieutenant Morris, Veterinary Surgeon Evans, and the transport staff of assistants, has been 
very good. 

69. The Telegraph Department has worked well, under many difficnlties of transport, 
labour, and sickness. The construction of the line kept pace with the advance of the troops 
into Haka. The wire has been invaluable throughout the operations. 

'60. The Postal Department has also served us well, (jur thanks are due to the author¬ 
ities for their arrangements which have conduced much to the pleasure and comfort of the 
troops in the field. 

61. The Public Works Department must also be mentioned for its assistance and co¬ 
operation. The roads from Pauk to Kan, from Kan to Chaung-kwa (now under construction 
aud approaching completion), from Kalemyo to Fort White, and from Kalemyo to Kalewa,— 
all heavy and toilsome works in an unhealthy country,—have been carried out at the instance 
of the military authorities, aud to meet their wants. 

62. As Chief Political Officer with the expedition my work has been rendered easy, by 
the hearty support and assistance rendered me by Mr. D. Boss, Political Officer, with the 
Southern Oolnmn, and Mr. B. S. Carey, Political Officer, with the Northern Column. We 
have worked together throughout in complete oonCord. The services of Mr. Boss havb been 
of great value. His intimate knowledge of the Burmese language, the medium of all our 
communications with the Chins, and his patience and tact in dealing with the tribes, have 
conduced much to our peaceful victories. 1 commend his good services to the special notice 
of the Cbief Commissioner of Burma. 

Mr. Carey, at Fort White, threw himself with intelligence and energy in to the breach of 
the tronblesome situation that existed round that post when he took charge in December 
1889. He has worked hand in hand with the commanding officers at Fort White and in the 
Kald Valley, and has been most successful, under my instructions^ in bringing about the 
surrender and submission of the proud and obstinate Northern Chins. 

My special thanks are also due to Mr. A. S. Fleming, Deputy,Cdmiqisdioner of Pakdkku, 
for his assistance in supplying transport and accommodation for the troops, along the lower 
lines of communication. 
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63. Tho aampaigB hai' not' beaa one in whioh legiesental offloen have kad many 
opportunities of especially diitinguiBhing themselsebr' Its oharaoteristio has been ineeseant 
hard work. In this, and in looking after their men, the oCBoera aa a body have entirely 
satisfied me. The brunt of the work uid responsibility has been borne by the staff .and 
departmental officers. 

64. 1 beg to submit the names of the following officers who have rendered specially 
valuable serviees to the Burma Columns of the Expeditionary Foroe:— 

(1) Colonel C. McD. Skene, n.s.o., commanding the 43nd Oiirkha Light Infantry, the 
Chin Hills, and the Northern Column, has well sustained a reputation previously gained for 
command. 

X2) Major G. Henry, Boyal Engineers. This officer, as my Commanding Boyal Engi* 
neer, and for some time second-in-command, has rendered me most valuable assistance. 1 
cannot speak too highly of tbe ability and devotion with which he has thrown himself into 
his work. 1 commend his services for special recognition. 

(3) Lieuteuant E. J. Lugard, 4i3nd Gurkha Light Infantry, served with distinction in 
the Chin Expedition of 1888-89, and haa displayed conspicuous gallantry and intelligence in 
leading his men on several qpcasions during the operations of this seasoc. 

(4) First Grade Officer G. E. Holland, Her Majesty’s Indian Marine Service, to whose 
skilfully applied exertions are entirely due the placing of 600 tons of rations lu Kan by water 
>—a most arduous undertaking suoceasfully carried out. 

(5) Captain A. H. Clark-Kennedy, Madras Staff Corps, has very ably fulfilled the res¬ 
ponsible duties of Chief Commissariat Officer. 

(6) Lieutenant A. H. Morris, Boyal Irish Begiinent, Transport Officer, with the Southern 
Column, has done particularly good service in his department. I consider him the best 
animal transport officer that I have ever met. His services are especially worthy of record 
and reward. 

(7) Brigade-Surgeon E. C. Markey, Medical Staff, as my Principal Medical Officer, has 
had responsible duties. 1 commend him for his administrative abilities. 

From hmongst the thirty medical officers who have served with the force on the Burma 
aide, it is difficult, where all did well^ to single indiv^uals for special mention ; but— 

(8) Surgeon-Major G. D. Bourke, Medical Staff, 

(9) Surgeon F. A. Rogers, 42nd Gurkha Light Infanty, senior medical officer with the 
Northern Column, and 

(10) Suri;eon W. H. Bean, Medical Staff, 

haring displayed skill, zeal, and energy in their duties, have fallen* prominently under my 
notice.

Oaptain 0. W. W. Burton, Madras Staff Corps, Junior Staff Officer, has ably 
Major Ind, and worked hard for'the success of the expedition. 

Lieutenant J. M. Stewart, 6th Gurkha Regiment, acted os my orderly officer, and gave 
me loyal assistance. I consider him a young officer of great promise, one whose .military 
career is well worthy of watching and encouragement.

8. The commissariat arrangements not being quite complete at Demagiri, the forward 
movement of the force had to be delayed for a short time, and the troops not required for 
immediate use in the front were halted at Chittagong and Rangamatti, where quarters were 
available and the men easily fed. 

4. Objects of the Expedition .—The object of the expedition was— 

Firstly, to punitively visit certain tribes that have raided and committed depredations 
in British territory, and have declined to make amends, or come to terms. 

Secondly, to subjugate tribes as yet neutral, but now, by force of circumstances, brought 
within the sphere of British dominion. 

Thirdly, to explore and open out, as much as cah be done in the time, the as yet only 
partly known country lying between Chittagong and Burma. 

Lastly, to establish posts in the regions visited, so as to ensure complete pacification 
and recognition of British power. * 

5. Distribution of the Force .—To enable me to carry out the above, I determined on 
the following distribution of the force under my command

The Northern Column I placed under the command of Colonel G. J. Skinner, 
Srd Bengal Infantry, with Lieutenant H. W. U. Cole, 2-2ad Gurkha Regiment, as Staff 
Officer. -4 

6. When a sufficient quantity of rations had been sent forward to Lower Lungleh, the 
troops were gradually moved up to hold the line of communication aud commence the 
construction of the road towards Haka. 

7. Despatch of the Northern Column.—While the six weeks' rations for the use of the 

Northern Column were being colleoted, the route to be followed to Lienpunga’s village had 
been reconnoitred for a considerable distance, and the neighbouring chiefs, all of vhom 
proved friendly, were called upon to clear the path of jungle, which they did. The rpute 
followed the Klong river, and as ralts could Im used on portions of it, the difficnlty of 
carrying the stores forward was much decreased. By the 28th January 1890, all troops, 
transport and provisioQs of the Northern Column had left Fort Lungleh. Considering tne 
work to be undertaken by the Northern Column as most important, aud being aware that its 
snooess depended eutirely upon its being able to move about freely in the hills when once 
Lienpunga had been reached, 1 made over the whole of my available Punjabi coolies, 1,611 
in number, for its use, keeping but 50 men for the Haka Column and 80 to work the tram¬ 
line at Burkal. * 
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8. The following troops were employed with.tl^e column ■ 

260 men, Srd Bengal Infantry. i Company (80 men), Bengal Sappera and 

300 men, 2>2nd (P. W. O.) Gdrkha Begi> Miners. 

ment. 60 men, Chittagong Frontier Police. 

100 men, 28tb Bombay Pioneers. 400 men of the Surma Valley Military Police. 

9. The work of the column was— 

(1) To punish Lienpunga for the raid on the Chengri Valley. 

(2) To punish the sons of Vutai for their raid on the Paknna Rani's village. 

(8) To establish a permanent post 'in the vicinity of Lienpunga's village, to be garri* 
A Boned during the summer. 

10. These objects were satisfactorily attained by the column; captives were also as 
far as possible recovered, and two stockades, named Fort Aijol from the name of the locality, 
were constructed on an excellent and healthy site, which is also politically advantageous. 
The post was provisioned for about six months, and an excellent road had been nearly 
completed connecting it, with Changsil. This work was done by Mr. Daly's police 
detachment. 

11. Itoad conairuction.—ileLjor Leach, b.s., Commanding Royal Engineer, in company 
with Captain Mullaly, b.b.. Field Engineer, arrived at Fort Lungleh on the 29th November, 
and after consultation with Mr. Murray and Captain Shakespear, who had during the past 
season been making all necessary inquiries as to the direction the new road should take, and 
having themselves reconnoitred the country, started the trace on the southern slope of Teriot 
on the 6th December 18H9. From this date the construction of the road was steadily 
carried on, and the 44 miles to Fort Tregear completed on the 28th February. 1 would here 
point out the difficulties which attend road-making in the Lushai country. In the first place, 
there is the dense jungle, which prevents one seeing a dozen yards ahead; rocks extending 
over large portions of the hill-sides arc constantly met with, and when it was found impos¬ 
sible to avoid them, much time was taken up in blasting operations. Range upon range of 
precipitous hills, running at right angles to the line of advance, had to be crossed, and the 
question of a sufficient supply of water at the different camps had also to be considered in 
determining the trace of the road. Two large rivers, the Matt and the Kolodyne, had to be 
bridged. These bridges, the former 206 feet and the latter 304 feet long, had to be very 
substantially built, and were of the crate and trestle type. 

12. Establiahment of advanced poet. —It had been my intention to fix upon a site on the 
Molum Pui for the advanced post, but, on crossing the Kolodyne, the ascent to it was found 
BO precipitous that the road had to be taken up the Darjow Klang instead. Within a short 
distance of the top of this hill, and at an elevation of 5,100 feet, an old village site was 
reached, and as the position was good and well suited for a post in every way, with a 
plentiful supply of good water close at hand, I determined to build the stockade on it. 
The work of construction was commenced on the let March, and all the barracks, 
godowns, &c., built, and defensive works completed, by the end of April, At the request of 
the members of the expedition, I named the post “ Fort Tregear." There is accommodation 
for four officers, 200 troops, and 100 coolies. 

15. Garriton for Fort Tregear. —Instructions having been received that the Bengal 
Government was anxious that the advanced post should be held by troops, the following 
garrison was detailed for the purpose:—two British officers, one British medical officer and 
200 men of the 2-2nd Ghrkhas. Captain F. P. Hutchinson of the above regiment was 
specially selected to command the post. 

In addition to the telegraph, heliographic communication is maintained between Forts 
Tregear and Lungleh, and signalling parties with all necessary apparatus attached to each 
post. 

14. Stocking of Forte Lungleh and TVeyear.—The stocking of Forts Lungleh and 
Tregear was commenced on the 29th March, and completed, the former on the 2nd May 
and the latter on the 8rd May. Upwards of 6,500 maunds of provisions have been put 
into the two forts to last for a perjpd of eight months. Continuous and heavy rain for six 
days in the middle of March interfered greatly with the pushing up of stores; the roads 
became so slippery that it was impossible to take laden mules along portions of it, especially 
between Demagiri and Fort Lungleh, where the gradient in parts is steep. 

16. Soad eonetruction towarde Haka from Fort Tregear. —Time being short for con¬ 
structing a permanent road to Haka, it was determined that nothing more than a good 
mule track should be made beyond Fort Tregear, and the working parties were soon en¬ 
gaged in this work, which was pushed on with all speed and energy. The route to Haka 
had been thoroughly reconnoitred by Captains Hall and Shakespear, and it was estimated 
that the road would be 76 miles in length. 

The nature of the country lying between the Darjow and Haka is very different from 
that already passed through, being much more open, free of bamboo, and with but little 
undergrowth. The last 40 miles into Haka is quite open, and the path used by the natives 
was found quite good enough in many places for the mules. The mule road was com¬ 
menced on the 2Bth February from Fort Tregear, and > with the exception of six days, 
during which all work had to be knocked off on account of heavy rain, completed to Haka 
on the 18th April—the distance, as measured by the survey party, being 81 miles—making 
a total of 126 miles of road constructed during this expedition. 
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16. ComntmarM/.—The Uommissariat Department bad as usual a most arduous and 
difficult task to perform; and when it is taken into consideration that the expedition passed 
through a country where literally not a grain of food^supply is procurable, 1 feel bound to 
say that the manner in which the work was carried out reflects the greatest credit on all 
concerned. 

17. ¥itld Hospital. —The equipment of the field hospitals was most satisfactory and 
complete. 

18. Survey. —A very considerable amonnt of survey work has been accomplished 
during this expedition, and reflects the greatest credit on Lieutenant W. J. Bythell, r.e., 
and the officers under him. Work was commenced from Lungleh early in December, the 
fixed points on the hill above Fort Lungleh and on Saipura’s old village site, as determined 
by the late Lieutenant Pollen, a s,, having been identified and observed from, and thus 
connection secured for an extension of the triangulation eastwards from the bases Saipuya* 
Iliujam-Chapa Tong, and Lungleh-Rinjam-Chapa Tong, and Kansa Tong. The work from 
Luneleh, Moisum and Rolpui was completed by the end of January ; and the reconnaissances 
towards Lalthuama’s village and Darbilli's village in the months of January and February 
respectively, which Lieutenant Bythell accompanied, enabled a large amount of detail to be 
secured. 

1 was also able to send Lieutenant Bythell to Haka when the 2-4itk Gurkhas marched 
through to join the Burma Column, and both topography and triangulation have been 
carried into iiaka. 

A reconnaissance southwards along the Boinu river by Brigadier>General Symons, 
which Lieutenant Bythell was allowed to accompany, enabled a large tract of country to 
the south to be surveyed, and the identity of the Boinu and Kolodyne rivers to be estab¬ 
lished. 

The triangulaticn has been entirely in the hands of Mr. Stotesbury, Surveyor, 3rd 
grade, who has worked hard throughout. He is a very willing, energetic and zealous 
assistant, aud has ably maintained his reputation of being a skilled observer and first class 
draftsmen. 

19. Telegraph. —During tne last expedition the field telegraph line had been com¬ 
pleted to Demagiri, and on the 22nd April 1889 the work of laying the wire to Lungsin, 21 
miles, was commenced, and completed (with great difficulty, owing to sickness among the 
coolies) on the 17tb May 1889. The whole of the party, Europeans and Natives, suffered 
from the unh'-althiness of the season. The field telegraph office at Lungsin was opened on 
the l^ch September 1889. 

Mr. £. O. Walker, Assistant Superintendent of Telegraphs, was appointed to continue 
the field line from Lungsin to Port Lungleh, aud forwards with the Chittagong Column. 

The laying of the field line from Lungsin to Kurt Lungleh was started on tne 26th 
October, and finished ou the 25th November, a distance of 20 miles. The line between 
Demagiri and Lungsin had also to be thoroughly repaired, as much damage bad beeu done ' 
to it from failing trees and growing vegetation during the rains. 

The construction of the line from Fort Lungleh towards Haka was commenced simul¬ 
taneously with the road, and by the 23rd March- had been completed to the Upper 
Kolodyne, a distance of 65 miles, when orders were received to discontinue the layiug of 
the line towards Haka. Perhaps it is as well that this work has been put off till next 
winter, when it can be carried out in a permausat manner. The supervision of a tem¬ 
porary line between Fort Tregear and Haka would, daring the coming wet season, have been 
impossible. 

The whole of the field work has proved laborious and exhausting to all concerned, 
owing to steep ascents and declivities, and the dense forest and undergrowth or bamboo 
jungle everywhere met with. The whole of the work has, notwithstanding these difficulties, 
been carried out in a most excellent manner, and reflects the greatest credit on Mr. Walker 
and all his subordinates. Owing to ill-health Mr. Walker had to return to India on the 
7th March from Fort Tregear, after which date the laying of the line was carried on by 
Messrs. Rector and Davies, both of whom have worked very bard and well throughout the 
exuedition ; the services of the latter officer I had the pleasure of briugiug to nonce in my 
final report on last year’s expedition. ^ 

20. Signalling. —The signalling party, which consisted of two British officers, six 
British non-commissioned officers, and 37 Native non-commissioued officers and men, 
proved of the greatest assistance to me, especially when the Northern Column was detacheii, 
and daring my march from Fort Tregear to Haka; also when parties went out on rpeou- 
uoitring duty. 

The work of the signalling party was very heavy at times, and was carried out iu a 
most efficient manner. 

21. Postal. —The postal arrangements, under the able direction of Mr. G. B. Groves, 
Deputy Inspector of Post Offices, who accompanied the expedition as far as Fort Lungleh, 
woiked in a most satisfactory manner throughout. 

22. The Government of India having decided that the country cast of the Upper 
Kolodyne.should be controlled from Haka, no political action was taken by me during my 
advance to Haka, but a reconnoitring party under Captains Hall and Sbakespear, which 
met a party from General Symons’ force at Tao village on the 26th Feb^^uary aud pro¬ 
ceeded to Uska, was enabled to recover, without resorting to violence, ,tbe skulls of the 
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three Europeana, and three rifles, a pair of field*gkuues and an aneroid taken at the time of 
Lieutenant Stewart's murder. . ^ 

Ten captives have been released and sent back to their homes. 

There were six other captives who had been carried off from Lalsewa, and ready to be 
eiven up, but they refused to return to his villsge, being evidently quite contented and 
happy in their new homes. 

There is no doubc that the tribes inhabiting this wild country, and with whom we 
have come in contact, have fully realized the fact that our advent among them is to their 
advantage in many ways, that our stay will be permanent, and that as long as they behave 
themselves, desist from raids, and are friendly to us, we have no wish or intention of 
iut^fcriug with them or their property. 

Raids on our frontiers may, I consider, be looked upon as troubles of the past, and it 
now only remains for the political officers to consolidate the work of the expedition. 

23. Heturn of the Force.—The work of the Northern Column was accomplished first, 
and that force was withdrawn during March vid Cachar, under arrangements made by the 
General Officer Commanding the Assam District. 

In the column working towards Haka under my personal command, I was able to begin 
sending back the troops in the early part of March, and a detachment of the 3rd Bengal 
Infantry was the first to leave. 

24. The troops ef>capcd the worst influences of the country and climate, as they were 
at Chittagong and Hangamatti comfortably lioused until January, and they were almost all 
out of the country by early in April, with the exception of the 3rd Bengal Infantry, who 
held the hot and unhealthy posts on the Demagiri-Luugleh line of communications until the 
middle of May, 

25. Death of Major Barr, Srd Bengal Infantry. —It is with sincere regret that I have 
to record the death of Major J. £. Barr, 3rd Bengal Infantry, which took place ab Hanga¬ 
matti on the 22iid May ISilO, from dysentery contracted at Demagiri. This officer did 
excellent work on the Demagiri-Lungleh line of communications, and in his death the service 
has lost a hard-working and reliable officer. I tiud fully intended bringing his name to the 
special notice of Bis Excellency the Commauaer-in-Chief for good work performed during 
the expedition. 

Corps and detachments were employed as follows ;-~ 

No 2 Company, Bengal Sappers and Miners. 

This company, under the command of Captain B. D. Petrie, r.b., was, on arrival at 
P'ort Lungleh, set to work on the road towards Huka. On the 3rd Januaiy half the compaay 
under Captain Petrie was detached with the Northern Column ; the remaining half under 
Lieutenant H. J. Sherwood, h.r., continued to work on the road, and also took paitiu 
building the post at P'ort Tregear. I cannot speak too highly of the heavy and excellent 
work performed by the Sappers and .Miners. 

Srd Bengal Infantry, 

Two hundred and fifty men of this corps proceeded with the Northern Column, and the 
remainder were employed in gaiiisoning Hangamatti nnd Demagiri, and the different small 
posts on the Bangamatti-Lungleah lice of communioations. These duties, which at all times 
prove uninteresting to troops, were nevertheless cheerfully and carefully carried out, under 
the orders of the late Major J. £. Barr, who commanded the regiment during Colonel 
Skinner’s absence with the Northern Column. 

9M Bengal Infantry. 

The detachment of this regiment, which had been employed on the line of communica¬ 
tions during the last Lushai expedition, and had since the close of those operations garrisoned 
Bangauiatti, was moved up early, as it was my. intention that Captain A. T. Weller and his 
men should have a chance of seeing soioe service this time. This, however, as matters turned 
out, was cot to be, and it was found unnecessary to takethem beyond Port Lungleh. The 
men of this corps have during both expeditions shown great keenness for service, and 
although much harassed with feve^ have at all times carried put their duties in a spirited 
manner. 

2-2nd fPrinee of Wales’s Own) Gdrkha Begiment. 

I was exceedingly glad to have the services of this excellent regiment, under the 
command of Lieutenant-Colonel F. W. Nicolay, placed again under my orders. One wing 
proceeded under Major F. R. B’egbie with the Northern Column, while the other was employ¬ 
ed with the Haka Column, 100 neo of which, under Captain L. M. M. Hall, led the advance 
with the tracing party. At a later period 60 men formed the escort of the reconnoitring 
party under the above officer towards General Symons’ force, and was the first of my column 
to reach Haka. It is needless for me to point out the hard work which Giirkhaa are ever 
ready to go through, and the ohecrfulness with which it is invariably performed. The men 
of the 2-2nd simply worked splendidly. 

2-4//i Gdrlhft RegimeiU. 

Owing to the absence of all opposition, the want of transport, and the difficulty of 
rationing more than a certain number of troops, the half-battalion of this regiment, under the 
command of Major Sir C. U. Leslie, was not moved up to the front until the 13ih February 
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from (rhich lime the men 'were employed io road construction, earthwork at Fort Tregear, 
and in clearing jungle with the adranoe party towards Haka. On the 27th March tne 
whole detachment started from the Upper Knlodyne to join the Burma Column, as was 
originally intended) and arrived at Haka on the 1st April, having marched along the native 
paths vii the Tuu (or Sangal Klang). My remarks ^regarding the manner in which Gurkhas 
work appiV' equally to the men of this cor]», which is as smart a body of men as one could 
ever wish to serve with. 

28/A Bombay Infantry (Bioneers). 

With the exception of one company, which proceeded with the Northern Column, the 
whole regiment, under the command of Colonel K.. Westmacott, has been employed ou road 
conatructiuD towards ILika, and earthwork at Port Tregear. This is the first occasion on 
which the men of this corps have been on field service as a pioneer regiment. Thoy have 
proved most useful to the expedition, and worked cheerfully and well. When the regiment 
w.as ordered to oommeiicc its return march to India, I kept lOO meu under Captain W. St. L. 
Chase, v c., for work on the raule>road to Haka, and the zealous and admirable manner iu 
which they carried out their duties, under the above officer, was of the greatest assistance 
in Completing the road. 

Chittagong Frontier Police. 

During the last expedition I was able to make very favourable mention of the men 
composing the Chittagong Frontier Police Battalion, under the command of Mr. C. S. Murray, 
District Superintendent of Police. During this expedition 50 men accompanied the 
Northern Column, and 100 under Mr. S. V. Tayler, Assistant Superintendent of Police, were 
employed with the advanced party, and did excellent work. They are the most useful and 
willing men I should ever care to serve with. Besides being keen soldiers, they can build 
huts, thatch roof, construct rafts, and, iu fact, put their bauds to anything, and are accus¬ 
tomed to carry all their own kits. 

Cachar Military Police. 

In the middle of Dec mber 18S9, orders were issued by (ioverameut for a column of 
400 men under the command of Mr. W. W. Daly, to be sent from Cachar to co-operate with 
my Northern Column, iu the expedition against Lienpunga and Vntai’s sons. The rapid 
manner iu which the men of this battalion were concentrated at Jhalnacherra, and moved up 
by boat and route march to Changsil Bazar, reflects the greatest credit on the corps. One 
hundred men were left *to garrison Changsil Bazar, which was selected as the base depdt for 
supplies, and the remaining 300 men marched tu Lienpunga and took part in the operations 
carried out in the vicinity of that village, and were afterwards employed iu building Fort 
Aijol, which is now garrisoned by 20U men. A detachment of 100 men hold Changsil 
Buzar. 

27. Officers. —It now only remains for me to bring the names of the following officers, 
civil and military, to the special notice of His Excellency the Commander-in-Chief, and in 
doing so, 1 would take the opportunity of acknowledging most gratefully the cordial assis¬ 
tance ] have at all times received from all ranks, British and Native, and to bear testimony 
to the privations and hardships borne by all during this exceptionally prolonged aud arduous 
campaign, witli a cheerfulness and devotion l,o duty which is most praiseworihy. 

The discipline of the troops has been excellent throughout the expedition; and the 
absence of all crime reflects the greatest credit on the force. 

I. —Mr. C. S. Murray, Political Officer, who accompanied tfie Northern Column, 
rendered me valuable assistance. He has a perfect knowledge of the people of this country 
and his hold over them was amply proved by the submissive and rapid manner iu which his 
instructions to the different chiefs to make paths and clear jungle on the route to Lien- 
pungu's village were attended to. Mr. Murray has done much to consolidate our power iu 
the LusLai country since the Let expedition, and deserves the greatest credit for the quiet 
and judicious manner in which he has carried out his political duties. 

II. —Mr. B. O. Walker, Assistant Superintendent of Telegraphs. The heavy work done 
by this very energetic and zealous officer is highly creditable to him. The rapid manner iu 
which the wire was laid and offices opened at the head of the road, as each new camp '^aa.. 
fixed upon, proved of the greatest convauience to the expedition, and I cannot speak too highly 
of the work done by Mr. Walker. 

III. —Mr. £. Good, Fort Officer, has performed the arduous duties of Transport 
Officer at Chittagong during the whole time the expedition has lasted, and has carried out 
hia duties in a most energetic, intelligent aud satisfactory manner. 

lY.—Colonel G. J. Skinner, commanding the Northern Column, has carried oat 
the responsible duties entrusted to him iu a sound, able and most successful mauper, and 
is deserving of the greatest credit id bringing the operations in the north to so satisfactory a 
conclusion. 

y.—Captain F. S. Gwatkin, 13th Bengal Lancers, who was my Staff Officer during the 
laat Luahoi Expedition, has again been of invaluable assistance to me, and has carried out his 
duties in a sound, energetic manner an^ with the greatest tact. He is' a moat reliable and 
excellent officer, and 1 cannot speak too highly of him. 

Vi.-T-Captain J. Bhakespear, Leiuster j^giment. Intelligence and Aesiatant Political 
Officer, has performed liis double duties iu a most painstaking manner, and so ofiicer could 
have worked harder or with greater success. As a political officer his services have been 
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iuvalaable to me, and the knowledge he |iow poaaetses of the tribet we have to deal with 
will, I feel tare, be of the greatest attitfaeoe to Oovernment. 

Vll.—Major H. P. Leaoh, a. a., Oommauding Royal Engineer, hat had very arduoat 
duties to perform in the constraotion of the road from Fort Langleh to Haka, the bridging 
of the Matt and Kolodyue rivers and the building of the post at Fort Tresear, and, at was 
the case last expedition, a very heavy share of tire work of this year’s operations hat fallen 
upon him, but it has been carried out with the same intelligence, energy aud forethought, and 
he has proved himself an excellent and most reliable officer. 

Vill.--Captain H. MuUaly, R. B., Field Engineer. The difficult task of tracing the road 
frooi' Fort Lungleh to Haka, passing as it does for the first 80 miles through a most difficult 
country covered with dense jungle, devolved upon this officer ; hut the work was performed 
with an energy and intelligence which reflects the greatest credit on him. I would also mention 
Lieutenant B. A F. Eingscote, B. k., Assistant Field Engineer, as having again performed 
excellent and hard work during this expedition. 

IX. >^Captain W. J. H. Bund, Chief Commissariat Officer. This officer has for 
the second time under my command in the Lushai country carried out his arduous 
aud most difficult duties in an excellent manner. I look upon him as a most energetic, 
hard-working and reliable officer. His arrangt'ineiits, both as regards rations and 
transport, considering the difficulties to be contended with, have been most successfully 
carried out.

F. Browne, 2-3rd Gurkha Kegiment, Superintendent of Signalling, 
has carried out his duties in an energetic aud successful inauner, aud rendered valuable 
assistance, when communication had to be kept up with the Northcin Column and with 
parties sent out on reconnaissance duty. During the advance from the Upper Kolodyue to 
Haka, communication was kept open by the heliograph alone. . 

XI. —Lieutenant W. J. Bythell, a. a., Assistant Superintendent, Survey of India, has 
worked very heard and successfully during the expedition, and to his energy is due the large 
amount of survey operations which have been carried out. Ue is, I consider, a most excellent 
and intelligent officer, and afforded great assistance to the engineer officers employed in 
tracing the read. 

XII. —Among regimental officers, 1 would specially mention the following fur the zealous, 
energetic and successful manner in which they carried out their duties :—

satisfactory, and worked without a hitch. I have a very high opinion of this officer. The 
medical officers attached to the expedition have been worked very hard, and have one and 
all carried out their duties in a most zealous, careful aud praiseworthy manner. Troops and 
followers have been equally well looked after, and every assistance rendered to them. 1 
would, however, specially mention the following officers : 

Surgeon-Major S. F'. Rigger, at Dernagiri, had the heavest work of the campaign in 
dealing with the sickness of the followers, aud ensuring their satisfactory transit wheti 
invalided to the base. His duties were discharged in a most able and admirable manner, and 
reflect the highest credit on his judgment and ability. 

Surgeon E. Hudson dealt with the Very critical and severe oqtbreak of cholera at Burkal 
with a conspicuous ability of which I cannot speak too highly. 

XIV. —Veter nary-Surgeon J. A. Nunn has carried out his duties in a most able 
and satisfactory manner, and his services during the expedition, in the care and treatment 
of the baggage animals, have been in valuable. He is, 1 consider, a very reliable aud sound 
officer.

XX. —I was much indebted to Lieutenant (now Captain) TV. H. Biikbeck, 1st Dragoon 
Guards, Assistant Superintendent of Army Signalling, whose duties necessitated a great deal 
o£ very hard hill climbing, and through whose arrangements the column w;ib in almost constant 
communication with Lungleh ns long as heliographic signalling was possible. 

XXI. —On Captain W. H. Allen, Brigade Transport Officer, ably seconded by the 
transport oflfl< era under him, the very important duty of pushing on supplies to Lienpuuga's 
village devo'ved. The work was acoompliahed in, 1 believe, the shortest possible time, andt 
supplies were always available when required.

9. No expenditure shi^l bo incurred for which provision lias not been made in the bud¬ 
get estimate for the year, or in a supplementaw budget estimate, and which has not been duly 
sanctioned by the Distriot Board, or by the Chairman or other executive officer of the Board 
acting in the exercise of the powers oonferred on him by the Rules made under the Act. 

10. The Chairman shall cause to bo kept a register of establishment in Form No. XIX, 
showing, in respect of all establishments whatsoever employed by the District Board, the 
particulars specified in the form. A separate page or section shall be allotted to each class 
of establishment. All changes made by competent authority from time to time in the 
numbers, nomenolaturo, or salaries of the establishment shall bo Immediately entered in the 
register with the number and date of the orders authorizing the change. A space should be 
left under each name for the entry of alterations, and a fresh correotod list sliould be wTitten 
up annually, or as often as required. 

No entries regarding officiating incumbents, or grant of leave, should be made in this 
register. ^ 

Embezzlements. 

11. The Chairman shall promptly report to the Accountant-General, Bengal, and the Com¬ 
missioner of the Division, through the Magistrate of the distriot, if he is not the Chairman, 
the ooourrenoe of any embezzlement or irregularity In the accounts of the Distriot Board wliich 
may com'e to his notice, and shall observe the rules and procedure prescribed for reporting 
embezzlements and irregularities occurring in Government offices. [See Civil Account Cofle, 
page 222, rule 7.] 

Budget Estimates. 

12. The Collector of the district shall, on or before the 1st October in each year, prepare 
and transmit to the District Board an estimate of the balance of the Distriot Board Fund to 
be transferred to the credit of the District Fund during the financial year next ensuing under 
section 62, clause (1) of the Act. 

13. A budget estimate in Form No. I, showing the probable receipts and expenditure of 
the Distriot Fund under all heads during the ensuing financial year shall be prepared by the 
Finance Committee constituted under section 65 of the Aot, and shall be laid before the 
Distriot Board at a meeting to be held not later than the 10th October in each yew. The 
budget shall be submitted to the Commissioner of the division not later than tlie 1st 
of November, and by the Commissioner to the Accountant-General on the 1st of 
December. 

ll. The budget estimate shall set forth estimated receipts and expenditure under major, 
minor, and detailed heads of account, and the iipening and closing balances, and s^ll be 
accompanied by explanatory notes showing, wherever necessary, how the figures have been arrived 
at, and especially explaining any new and important item of receipt or expenditure; and when 
any new charge requires the sanction of superior authoiity,. a copy of the order of sanction 
shall invariably be attached. 

15. The Distriot Beard shall never, except with the previops sanction of the laeutenont- 
Govemor, exhaust or exceed its balance in the treasury; and the budget estimates shall be 
framed so as to provide for an adequate working balance throughout the year, and for an 
adequate closing balance. The Commissioner shaU decide what constitutes an adequate work¬ 
ing and closing balance, and his decision, which shall be final, shall be communicated to the 
Accountant-General, Bengal. • 

16. No change shall be made in the prescribed major and minor heads of account, unless 

authority for an alteration is communicated to the Distriot Board by the Accountant-General, 
Bengal. If, therefore, any additions or alterations are thought to be required, the question 
shoiud at once be referred to the Accountant-General, who will, if necessary, submit the 
question for the orders of Government. If, for admini^atiye purposes, it is found convenient 
to sub-divide the detailed heads in the abrtraot registei^ there is no obejotion to /.bin being 
done; but all statements and returns shall bo compiled according to the headings here 
prescribed. \ 

17. In preparing the budget, what is expeo^ to be paid (under proper sanction) dnwng 
the year slu.ll be provided for, not the liability likely to be incurred or fmling due a^lthin the 
year. 
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18. For fixed ohargos, the explanatory notes should show the full sanctioned scale, the 
number of employes, rate of pay, &o. 

19. The District Board may at any time, with the previous sanction of the Commis¬ 
sioner, and not otherwise, transfer grants from one major head of aooount to another, and from 
one minor head to another minor head subordinate to the same major head. 

20. K at any time during the year the District Board has reason to believe that the 
budget under any head is likely to be exceeded, and that the excess cannot bo met by a reduc¬ 
tion under some other head, a supplementary budget estimate shall be prepared with the least 
possible delay and submitted through the Magistrate for the orders of the Commissioner 
in the manner prescribed in sections 47 to 49 of the Act. 

21. If the Board has reason to suppose the receipts under any head are likely to fall 
materially short of the budget estimate, a revised budget estimate shall bo prepared with the 
least possible delay, and submitted os al^ve for the orders of the Commissioner. 

Transactions with the Treasury. 

22. The District Fund shall be lodged with the Collector of the district, who shall keep 
a separate account thereof. 

23. The District Board shall not appropriate towards expenditure any moneys reaiived 
by its servants; but all such moneys shall bo remitted or paid by the Board’s servants direct 
to the treasury at onoo, and shall not be paid in through the District Board’s oflioe. See, 
however, rule 101 regarding educational bills paid not. 

24. All money paid into the treasury to the credit of the District Fund, whether by 
servants of the District Board or others, shall be accompanied by a ohalan in Form No. II. 

This ohalan shall be in triplicate, having the words “Original,” “Duplicate ” and 
“Triplicate” printed or written in red on the first, second and third parts respectively. 
The first part shall be retained by the treasury office, the second part shall be sent to the office of 
the District Board whonever the pass-book is returned, and the third part shall be delivered to 
the person paying in the money. 

25. All moneys remitted to the treasury to credit of the District Board, and all pay¬ 
ments made by the treasury on cheques or otherwise on aooount of the District Board, shall be 
entered in a iiosa-book; the pass-book shall remain in the custody of the Chairman, and it 
shall be sent to the treasury with every remittance, and also on the last working day of every 
month. On receipt of the pass-book by the treasury officials, the entry of the remittance made 
(if any) shall be initialled by the treasury officer, and then the charge side shall be written 
up to date, and the book’ returned at once to the office of the District Board. 

26. The pass-book will be supplied by the treasury. It is not a District Fund aooount 
book, but is simply a copy of the account kept in the treasury of the money paid in to the 
credit of, and disbursed on account of, the District Board, and must therefore always bo written 
up o«/v by the Ooveniment Treasury Department by whom the original aooount is kept. 

27. No entries or marks shall, under any circumstances, be made in the pass-book by 
any one connected with the District Board’s office. 

28. At the close of each month the balance in the pass-book shall be struck, the amount 
written in words, and signed by the Treasury Officer.. 

29. The Chairman shall examine the pass-book from time to time, and shall immediately 
call the attention of the Treasury Officer to any discrepancy that liiay appear between the 
credits and debits shown in the pass-book, and those shown in the accounts of the District 
Board’s office. 

30. The form of the pass-book prescribed by Accountant-General, Bengal’s Circular 
No. 116T—M, dated 8th May 1890, is—

31. When a grant is made to the District Fund from Provincial revenues, either as a 
general mnt-in-aid, or for expenditure on any specific object, the Accountant-General ^11, 
m the first case, at the beginning of the year, or, in the second case, on receipt of orders, 
instruct the Treasuiy Officer to credit the amount of the grant to the District Fund. The 
credit shall be made by book transfer; no bill or cheque shall be drawn, and*no money shall 
be paid out of the treasury. 
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32. On the last working day of each month, the balance of the road cess collections of 
the month, after deducting from the amount received on account of “ cess on land ” the charges 
for collections, shall he tiansferrod to credit of the District Pond, and entered in the pass-book 
in the following details >

34. This certificate shall be sent by the District Board to the Accountant-General, 
Bengal, attached to the monthly account and audit cmtificate. 

Paymknt of Cl,ai,m.s. 

35. Por the payment of petty charges, the Chairman shall hold a permanent a<lvanoe of 
such amount as the District Board may fix from time to time; jirovided that, without the 
sanction of the Commissioner, thu District Board shall not fi.x the amount of the ircrmauent 
advance at more than Bs. i 00. 

36. The permanent advance shall be recouped ns often as may be necessary, in the 
manner prescribed in rules 6o and 66 below. 

37. Payments of not more than Bs. 20 shall bo made from the permanent advance; 
provided that no charge on account of the salary of any employe of the District Board shall 
bo made otherwise than as prescribed in Buies 38 and 42. 

38. All payments exceeding Bs. 20 shall be made by cheque, unless there are special 
circumstances rendering payments in cash desirable; provided that all pajTOonts of sums 
above Rs. 10 on account of salaries of employes of tlie District Board shall J>e made by cheque. 

39. Cheque-books will be supplied by the Treasury OflSoor only, and no other form sliall 
be used. 3’ho cheque-books and the counterfoils of used cheques shall be kept in the custody 
of the Chairman. 

40. Cheques for sums not exceeding Rs. 100 shall be. signed by the Vioo-Ohainnan, or 
by the Chairman, or if both be absent, by a member of the Pinonoe Committee. Cheques for * 
Bums exceeding Bs. 100 shall 8? signed both by the Chairman and the Vice-Chairman, and 
if either of them bo absent, such olioques shall be signed by the Chairman or Vioe-Cliairman 
present, and another member of the Pinance Committee. 

41. No cheque shall be signed unless required for immediate delivery to the person to 
whom the money is to be paid. 

42. Every cheque shall be drawn in English in favour of the person to whom the money 
is actually due. Payment shall not be mode to any other person except on production 
of a written authority from the creditor to receive it on his Iwhalf. This rule does not 
apply to cheques issued fur a sum of money distributable os pay or wages among a 
number of District Pund employes, or for recouping the permanent advance, or for payment 
to a postmaster for a money-order or money-orders issued for payment of stipends or rewards 
to gurus. Whenever money is paid to persons who are illiterate and unable to sign their names 
in acknowledgment, the payee shall make his mark; the fact of the payment shall be certified 
to by the officer who pays and by a witness of respectability, 

43. "The amount of every cheque shall be written in words as well as in figures, both 

on the cheque itself and on the counterfoil, and the counterfoil shaU be by the 

person or persons who sign the cheque. The word “ only ” whaTl always be inserted after 
the amount written in words in the body of the cheque. 
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44. Every cheque drawn for a sum in excess of Es. 20 shall bear a receipt stamp of the 
value of one anna, and such receipt stamp shall he affixed before the cheque is sigfned. 

45. When a signed cheque is cancelled, it shall be enfaoed or stamped “ cancelled ” by 
the Chairman, and shall be destroyed as soon as the aoootmts for the month in which the 
cheque was drawn have been audited by the Finance CoL'.mittee. 

46. The fact of oanoollation shall be noted in red ink under the initials of the drawer 
of the cheque* upon the counterfoil, and also aorosE the passing order which has been enfaced 

up6n the voucher. i . • -l . 

47. If tlie cheque is cancelled in the month of jB.sue, before the cash-book is closed and 
before the abstract register has been posted all that is necessary is to strike out the entry 
in red ink under the initials of the Chairman, If, however, tire abstract register has been 
posted, correction shall bo made through the adjustm( nt rc g;8t,er by deducting tire amount 
from the head of expenditure to whicli it was originally charged. 

4B. In rare instances it may happen that a cheque is cancelled after the accounts of 
the year have been compiled and published. In this case the clrequo shall be removed 
from the list of outstanding cheques, and the amount shall be entered in the adjustment 
register as a miscellancmus receipt. 

49. Cliequos are cuircnt for three months only. After the expiration of that period, 
payment will bo refused at the treasury, and the person in whose favour the cheque was 
drawn will therefore have to bring it back to bo rc-dated. No fresh clieque sh(juld be issued; 
the lapsed cheque shall simply bo re-dated and the alteration initialled by the Chaii man or 
official whoso duty it would be 1o sign the cheque under rule. A note of the fact of re-dating 
shall be entered in the cash-book against the original trnnsaotion The alteration will in no 
way affect the accounts, and no furtlu'r entries shall be made. 

50. Every bill or other claim for payment from the District Fund shall be presented 

in the first instance to the Accountant, who shall cheek and examine it, and if it bo found 
eorreot and in order shall submit it for ordi rs to the Cliairnian. If payment n{ the bill so 
presentid is to be made, an order for tlie payment shall be endorsed upon it. The order for 
payment shall run as follow s “ Pay Tluj)ee8 only (Rs. ),” the 

amount being w’ritten in worrls as well as in figures, and shall be s'gned by the Cbainnan. 

51. If jtaymeut is to bo made from the permanent advance, the procedure laid down in 
rules 62 to 00 shall b(* adopted. 

52. If payment is to he made by cheque, the Cba'rman shall cause the bill to be endorsed 

with the words “paid by cheque No. ,” and shall then sign the endorsem; nt and 

cause the cheque to bo drawn out, signed and issued. Whenever necessary and convenient 
to the treasury, cheques' issued from the District Hoard’s office may he enfaced at the 
district tr( asury for payment at a sub-treasuiy In all such cases tlie cheque with the 
contractor’s certificate or bill shall be sent fiom the District, Board’s office to the Chairman 
of the I/)cal Board, whore there is a Local Board, or to tin- Sub-divisional OffiOrr in charge 
of the sub-treasury ooneemod for delivery to the payee, an advice under ngistored cover being 
sent at the .same time to the payee. On delivery of the cheque, the contractor w'ill sign the 
receipt on the certificate or bill form, and the Chairman of the Local Board, or Sub- 
divisional Officer, will n turn the bill direct to the District Board’s Office. 

56. When any payment is made either by cherjiK', or in casli from the permanent advance, 
it shall bo immediately entered in the accounts of th(f District Board, In tbo foi-mcr case 
it shall ho entered in the cash-book Form No, III. In the latter case, it shall be entered 
in the permanent advance account Form No. XIII. 

54. Every payment made, either in cash or by cheque, shall be covered by a receipt, 
stamped if nocessaiy, signed by the person to whom the money is due, and to whom it has 
actually been paid. A receipt signed by another person for the creditor, or with a stamp, is 
invalid. 

55. Bills and vouchers that have been paid by cheque shall be numbered consecutively 
for the year in order of payment, and shall be pasted in a guard b(}ok. 

But sub-voiiebers which have been paid in cash out of the permanent advance shall be 
separately filed, together with the recoupment voucher covering tlium. A memorandum instead 
of this vouchor shall bo pasted into the guard hook mentioned above, viz. :— 

Memorandum.

Chairman’s permanent advance will be found in the separate file. 

Cash-book. 

56. The District Fund cash-book shall be kept in Form No. III. The receipt entrijs in 
this hook shall ho made direct from the pass-book in the case of amo^ints oi editod direct to the 
fimd By the Collector of tlie district, or remitted for credit othorwi.se than by tJio I)i.strict 
Board itself. In the case of other repoipts the cash-book shall be po.sted as soon as any momy 
is received in the District Board’s office by means of money-order iriespcotivo of w4iether 
the money is Immediately remitted to the treasury or not. 

Expenditure shall he entered day by day as chcquo.s are is-sued (see also liule 53). 

67. The oash-book shall be closed and balanced onoe a month and shall be signed by the 
Chairman. In the event of any cheques issued during a month remaining luicashed by the 
trearary at close of the month, there will necessarily ho a difference between the baiuncn 
brought out in the cash-book and that of the treasury pass-book, and of the certificate issued 
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by the Treasury Officer tinder Rule 8^. This differeaoe shall Wexplaised.by Anote inthe 
last page of the oash-booh for the month hi the following munner:—

PlSUMAXKNT ADVAKCE. 

58. On first receiving or taking ohai’KO of tho portnanent advance, the Cliainnan shall 

sign end file an acknowledgment in tliese terms ;—“I acknowledge to have in my poaaession 
a permanant advance of lliipoi's (Rs. ), which sum is due fTOm me 

to the District Board, aal I am x)orsonally accountable for tho amount. 

59. A similar ooknowlcdginjut shall also bo given by tho Clminnan on tho first working 
day of each year. 

‘ 60. T ho permanent advanci when first drawn shall be charged in tho cash-book to the 
head “ Advances,” and shall bs debitLid ti the Ohairtnau’s account in the advano ledger. 

61. There will be no further operations upon tho ledger account until the advance is 
finally repaid. If tho amount originally fixed for the permanent advance is siibsoquently 
increased or deoroasod by the District Board, the original advauo.) shall be repaid and a fresh 
advance drawn. 

62. Tire Chairman shall make payments from his ]>ormnnent advance from time to time 
as may bo required, and for each paym mt ho shall obtain an I hold a bill receipted by tho 
payee, or, in the oaso of petty oIRoo expenses, a written detailed statement of the sums spent. 

63*. Those bills or statements shall be numbered oonseouttvnly, enfaoed or stamped “ Paid 
in cash,” and entered in the expenditure Cvdumns of tho permanent advance account Form 
No XIII the classification of tho ohargos being carefully entered in tlie oedumns provided for 
the purpo.se. 

64. Tire permanent advance may be recouped whenever necessary, and it mxtst always 
he recouped on tho last weiking day of the month. 

G5. The procedun> of recoapmont is as follows: — 

Tho Chairman shall 0 )raf>are the sub-vouchers witli the entries in thi* perraanont ndvuDce 
account ; he shall deface them hy starnping thorn “ cancelled,” so tliat they cannot bi' ustjd 
again. Ho shall total and in tial the column “ amount of 8ub-veu<du;T ” in tho permanent 
advance account, and also the amounts in the classification columns, the cross total of which 
should agree with tlio total of the oolumn “ amount of sub-veuelior,” and shall rule a red ink 
line across the page. 

66. The vouchor for roooupmont shall then be drawn out in Form Nf). XIV, and it sliall 
be onfaood with the usual payment order. The Chairman shall draw out a cheque in his own 
favour for the amount, and sign the entries in the roooupraeiit columns. 


AB.sr»A(rr Registjeji ok Receipt.s and Expenuituiie. 

67. All tho entries on the receipt side of the oash-book Form No. Ill sliall bo posted direct 
from the cash-book into tho ab-straot register of receipts Form No. IV, and all tho entries 
on tho payment side of the cash-book shall be posted into the abstract register of expenditure 
Form No. V. 

68. Tho abstract registers shall be posted as frequently as may l)o convenient, but in no. 
case later than ton days after tho close of tlicj month to Which the accounts relate. 

69. Each item of receipt or payment appearing in tlio oash-lxx'k shall be posted separately 
into tlio abstraot reglstoTS. Thus, if there bo two or throe payments on tho same day on 
account of the same lu-ad of expenditme, there will similarly be two or three entries under the 
same head in the ahsti act regisiar, i.e. th>' tieparate itemn ajipearing in the oash-book, and not 
the iotaU of tlio daily receipts or expenditure for each head) shall bo jKisted into tho abstraot 
registers. 

70. Tho columns of tho abstraot registers shall be totalled every month, and the totals of 
the cash transactions must necessarily be equal to the totals of receipts and payments in the 
oash-book. 


Adjustments. 

71. For the record of transaotiems other than oash a register of adjustmentadiaU be 
opened in Form No. VI, in which a few sample headings have been given in way of illustration- 
The chief adjustments are— 

(1) Rectification of errors in elassification. 

(2) The Ewljustment of a bill against an arlvance. 

(3) Tho charge to a head of expenditure by oi-edit to deposits of a sum due on a con¬ 
tractor’s bill, which sum is retained as a security deposit. 

These transactions shall bo entered item by item in the register of adjustments Form 
No. VI, whence the totals pass into the abstraot registers of receipts and expenditure. 
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72. The method of entry m the legift^ of adjustments is as foUowB :-> 

In ease (ij, the adjustment shatl be made hy entering the amount ip, the spao^ for 
“ Adjustments hy addition ” in the oolumn for the head to which the amount is to be added, 
and again in red ink in the space for “ Adjustments by deduction ” in the oolumn for the head 
from which the amount is to be deducted. Both entries will be made on the receipt side if the 
amount is to be transferred from one head of receipt to another, and both will be made on 
the expenditure side if tlie amount is to be tranrforred from one head of expenditure to 
another. 

In case (2), the adjustment shall be made by entering the amount in the space for 
“ Adjustments by addition ” in the oolumn of the expenditure side for the head to which 
charges on account of the particular expenditure incurred are to be taken, and on the receipt 
side m the space for “Adjustments by addition” under the head “ Advances recovered.” A 
corresponding entry must of course be mode on the receipt or credit side of the advance 
ledger Form No. XV of the person by whom the expenditure was incurred, and to whom the 
amount adjusted was originally ^dvonood. 

In case (3), the adjustment shall be made by entering the amount on the expenditure 
side in the space for “Adjustments by addition” in the oolumn for the heal to which the 
balance of the charges of the bill from which the deduction has been made lias been taken, 
and on the receipt side in the spaces for “ Adjustments by addition ” under “ Deposits 
received.” 

73. Adjustments made by deduction in the abstract registers shall always be written in 
rod ink. 


Monthly, Quabtbkly and Annual Accounts. 

74. Registers of monthly receipts and expenditure shall bo kept in Forma Nos. VTI and 
VIII, and shall be compiled from the abstract registers. The monthly account in Form No. IX, 
po.sted from the monthly registers, shall be despatched to the Accountant-General, Bengal, not 
later than tlie 20th day of the month following that for which the accounts are due. 

70. The quaiterly and annual accounts sliall be posted from the monthly account and 
shall bo in Forms Nos. X and XI. The annual account shall bo aooompaniod by a schedule 
setting forth the sums expended on each work under— 

40 —Cm I Works — 

Original works — 

1. Civil buildings. 

2. • Oommimications. 

3. Misoollaneous public improvements. 

Water-supply and water works — 

1. New tanks and wells. 

Drainage works. 

These details shall bo obtained from the register of work.s which shall be carefully com¬ 
pared every month with the register of monthly expenditure Form No, VIII. 

7G. Thequaiierly aooount shall be published by Ipdging a copy, signed by the members 
of the Finance Committee and countersigned by both Ciiairman and Vico-Chairman, in the 
office of Magistrate and Collector of the district. The annual account shall be publi.shed by 
lodging a oopy,'signed and oounteralgned os above, in the office of the Magistrate and Collector 
of the district. 

77. The quarterly and annual accounts shall be published as provided in the lost preced¬ 
ing rule not more than one month after tlie close of the period to which they respectively 
relate. 


Advances and Deposit.s, 

78. All moneys advanced to officers or employes of the District Board, or to contractors 
or other persons (whether on ocooimt of the permanent advaaot' or otherwise), shall, in tlio first 
instance, bo charged to the head “ Advano.'s ” in the abstract register of expenditure and 
entered in the advance ledger Form No. XV. A separate aooount sliall be opened in 
tills ledger for oaoh person to whom an advance has been given, and this aooouut shuTWi!,)- 
qpedited with the amount of payments made, and of adjustuients made, in the manner pre- 
Boribed in ease 2 of rule 72. 

79. All sums of money received by way of security deposit from oontractors or other.s, 

and all sums received which are not tlie property of the District Fund, and liavo been placed 
with the District Board for a temporary purpose only, shall b > credited to t!io head “ Deposits 
received” in the abstract register of roooipts Form No. IV, and sliall be entered on the 
credit or receipt side of the deposit ledger Form No. XVII. A separate aooount shall be 
opened in this ledger for each iwrson by whom a deposit is mode ; and this aooount riiall be 
debited with amount of repayments mode, and of adjustuients made, in the manner pre¬ 
scribed in . 

80. Each separate aooount in the ledgers of advances and deposits sliall be specially 
reviewed by the Ohairraan not less often than once a quarter. At the close of every month 
a list in Form No. XVI shall be prepared of outstanding advances, and* a list* of outstanding 
deposits in Form No. XVIIL 
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Bents of pounds, fbsbibs and lands, and other beoeipts the demand fob vthich is 

FIXED BEFoTTEHAND. 

81. Printed and substantially bound registers oi receipts on account of pounds, ferries, 
&o., the demand for ■which is fixed beforehand, shall be opened each year in Form No., XII, 
in which specimen entries have been made for guidance. 

A sufficient number of pages shall be set apart for the index, which shall show— 


Serwl number. Name of pound or ferry. Name of leaaae. Page of regiater. 


82. On the agreement with the lessee being signed and the security deposit paid, the 
aooo^tant shall enter the serial number, name of poimd, &o., in the index of the register, 
and shall fill up entrie.s 1 to 9 at the heading of the page assigned to it in the volume, and 
shall post the amount deposited as security in the deposit ledger. 

83. lie shall thfsn lay the agreement, the register, the deposit ledger, and the pass-book 
before the Chairman, who shall— 

(ff) Initial the entry in the index to the register. 

(i) Carefully compare entries 1 to 9 in the register with the agreement. 

(r) See by reference to the pass-book that the deposit lias actually been paid. 

(d) Initial the enti-y in the deposit register, and also the memorandum of 
srcurity deposit reedved, at the foot of the register, and sign the certi¬ 
ficate below entry No. 9 at the head of the register. 

84. The accountant shall write up monthly the entries of progressive demands, payments, 
and outstandings in those r. gisters, and on the 7th, or nearest woiking day of each month, 
shall lay before the Chairman or Vice-Chairman, the pound and ferry registers, the abstract 
register of receipts, and the pass-book, and the Chairman shall then take up the registers and 
examine the account of each pound or ferry for the previous month as follows :— 

(ft) lie shall cheek tho receipt by reieronoo to the entries in the pass-book. 

(6) Check the entries in the register with the entries in the abstract register 
of receipts in the column “ Rfiit of pormds or ferries farmed out.” 

(c) See tliat tho progressive demand, progressive receipts and outstandings 

have been corrootly written up, and place his initials in column 8. 

(d) Satisfy himself, by reference to the index, if necessary, that no pound or 

foiTy aocormt is missing from the register. 

85. Tlie Chairman or Vice-Chairman shall then prooeod to deal witli anears and out¬ 
standings, and •when action is taken by letter of demand or by rcmis.-.ion or otherwise, he slmll 
call for the register and record the action taken in column 9 and placo his initials in 
column 10. 

86. Tho soeurity deposit, which usually amounts to ono-fourf.h of the annual rent, will 
ordinarily bo taken in satisfaction of tho demand for the Inst three months of the year and shall 
be transferred by adjustment from “ deposits” to “pounds ” and entered in the pound register 
on tho last day of the year. 

87. If any pari of the deposit has been taken as a fine for non-fulfilment of contract, the 
balance may bo taken in port satisfaction of tho demand during the last tlirce month.s of the 
year, and if on tho 31st Maich tho deposit or balanoe of depo.-.it will more than cover the 
demand, tho balance will be refimdod in cash to the lessee. But in no case may any sum be 
removed from deposit and tranferred to another head except under the orders of the Chairman 
who shall at the time initial both the deposit lodger and tho memorandum of tho security 
deposit at tho foot of the register. 

Audit. 

88. The Finance Committee appointed under section 55 of tho Act shall audit the accounts 
of the District Fund before they are submitted to the Accountant-Grenoral, and shall certify 
the result and the coiTcotnoss of the account as audited by them. The cortificato shall be that 
given on the fust page of tho monthly account, form IX. 

89. Tho accounts of the DiSrict- Fund shall be examined and audited by the Fyaminer 
of Local Accounts in Bengal as far as possible not less often than once in twelve months. 

90. In auditing the accounts, the Examiner shall see that they have been kept and are 
presented in proper form; that tho i)ariiculai' items of receipt and expenditure are stated in 
sufficient detail; and that the payments aro supported by adequate vouchers and authority. 
He shall examine whether all sums received, or which ought to have been roooived, are 
brought into account, and also whether the expenditure is in all cases such as might 
lawfully be made. Ho shall also reduce such payments and charges os aro exorbitant; and 
slmll surchaTge moneys not duly accoimtcd for, or lost by negligence, upon the person 
who ought to account for the same, or whose negligence or improper conduit has caused the 
loss; and shall disallow and strike out such payments as aro not authorised by law or compe¬ 
tent authority. 

91. ^ The reports of such examinations shall be forwarded by the Aoeoimtont-Oeneral, 
Bengal, to the Commissioner of the Division who shall forward it to the Chairman of the 
District 'Board through the Magistrate of tho district, if ho is not the Chairman, and ^e 
Chairman shall be bound to remedy any defects or irregularities that may be pointed out by 
the Aooountant-Qoneial-or the Examiner.

113. On the issue of the authority in Form XXVI for the pa 3 ^ent of pension, it 
should be entered in a register in Form XXVII. On appearance of a pensioner nlniming 
pension, his personal marks should be oheoked, and his signature to the receipt for pension 
compart with thAt given in the register and the pa 3 mient noted on the back of the order in 
Form XXVJ, which must be presented every time payment is claimed. 

114. A pensioner, who is unable to appear in consequence of bodily illness or infirmity 
may receive his pension upon the production of a life certificate signed by some well-known 
and trustworthy person approved by the Chairman. In such oases, the disbursing ofiicer, who 
is personally responsible for any pa 3 mientB wrongly made, must take all possible precautions to 
prevent imposition, and must, before the first payment of each year, require proof not only 
of the existence of the pensioner, hut also of his inability to attend in person to receive 
payment. 

115. If a pensioner ora person entitled to gratuity dies, payment of any arrears actually 
due may be m^e to his heirs, provided that they apply within six months after his death. 
Even if the pension or gratuity has not been sanctioned before the death of the officer, the 
payment may be made under special sanction of the members of the District Board in meeting. 
If an officer dies before actually retiring, or being discharged, his heirs have no claim to' any¬ 
thing.

116. If a pension remains undrawn for more than six months, it ooases to bo payable, 
and if the pensioner afterwards appears, the Chairman before resuming payment is to satisfy 
iiimself that the claimant is the identical pensioner, and that he could not draw his pension 
owing to oiroumstanoos to be fully explained.

Local Boards. 

92. The Btatement o^ rMuirements and estimate of probable expenditure to be submitted 
bjr the Local Board to the District Board under section 61 of the Act shall be in Form 
No. I, and shall be accompanied by full explanatory notes for each head of account in 
respect of which the Local Boai d has been empowered under section 101 of the Act. 

93. The District Board shall forward to e^ Local Board subordinate to it an extract 
of BO much of the budget estimate of the District fHind, as sanctioned, as relates to the 
matters under the control and administration of the said Local Board. 

94. The District Board shall from time to time make allotments of funds to each Local 
Board subordinate to it for expenditure on the matters under their control an administration. 

96. In making any such allotment, the District Board shall send an intimation to 
the Sudder Treasury Officer, who will advice the officer in charge of the treasury or sub¬ 
treasury at or near the head-quarters of the Locsd Board ooncemed of the amount allotted to 
stioh Local Board.^ 

96. On receipt of such intimation, the officer in charge of the treasury or sub-trensury shall 
place the amount of the allotment to the credit of the Lo^ Board, and shall enter it on the 
receipt side of the pass-book of the Local Board. The Local Board shall obtain funds by 
drawing cheques against the amount of the allotments thus placed at its credit from time to 
time. These cheques shall be signed by the Chairman or Vice-Chairman of the Local Board 
if their amounts be below Es. 100; otherwise they shall be signed by both Chairman and Vice- 
Chairman. 

97. Moneys paid into a sub-treasury on account of the District Fund shall not be 
credited in the pass-book of the Local Board; but shall, when incorporated in the Sudder 
Treasury account, be credited in the ‘pass-book of the District Board. The Local Board diall 
send an account of such payments to the District Board not less often than once a month. 

98. The Local Board shall keep a cash-book in Form No III. On the receipt side 
shall be posted the allotments made by the District Board from time to time ; and on the 
expenditure side shall be posted details of the cheques drawn by the Local Board against the 
amount of those allotments. 

99. The cash-book shall be closed and balanced on the last day of each month, and 
signed by the Chairman of the Local Board; and an authenticated copy thereof, supported 
by vouchers in original, shall bo sent within seven days to the Chairman of the District Board. 

100. The transactions of the Liocal Board, as exhibited in the authenticated copy of 
their cash-book, shall be scrutinized and passed by the Chairman of the District Board, and 
shall be at once incorporated in the cash-book and other accounts of the District Board. 

Miscellaneous. 

Middle Vernacular School-bills. 

101. The following procedure is to be adopted in cases where it is found inconvenient to 
require that the fees and fines realized in middle vernacular schools should be remitted to the 
treasury, and where consequently they are allowed to be retained in part payment of the 
expenses of the school. As this pi^ioe necessitates the opening of a special register, and 
entails an appreciable increase of work in the account Branch of the office of the District Board, 
it idiould not be adopted unless the remittance of school-fees to the treasury is resilly a matter 
of considerable difficulty. 

Each bill as it is received shall be entered in a register in Form No. XXI. 

The cheque for the net amount may be distributed in the cash-book and abstract register 
among the detailed heads “Masters,” “Servants,” and “Contingencies,” as may be found 
most convenient, e.g. in full payment of any head or heads '^i^oh it will cover and in part 
payment of another. 

The register shall be totalled monthly, and will enable the correct distribution of the 
charges os they finally stand to be verified at a glance. The credit to “ Fees and fines ” and 
the equivalent ohaig^es made by adjustment will then pass on through the adjustment register 
to the abstract registers in the line “ Add adjustments.” 

Unpaid money-orders, 

102. A register in Form No. XXII shall be opened for money-orders which the Postal 
Department refunds to the District Board owing to tiie payee not being found. 

The register will serve the double purpene of providing a means of watching that these 
refunds are brought to credit, and, in case of the payee afterwards making application for 
the money, of ascertaining whether the sum is due from the Di^riot Board or from the Postal 
authorities. • 

Meeord qf service. 

103. A servioe-book in form No. XX, printed in English and the vernacular, shall be 
supplied at bis own cost to every* employ^ holding a substantive appointment on the perma¬ 
nent establishment of a District Board. It shall be kept in ouBtod)* of the Chairman, whose 
signature as well as that of the employ^ on the first page sh all be attested every five years. 

The service-book is a contemporary record of the employ&i official life, including leave of 
every description, every period of suspension from employment, and 'every other interruption 
of servioe, with full details of its duration. Every entry relatingdhereto shall be written 
acrOBS the P^[^ attested ly the Chairman, or Vioa-Cboirman, or the S>;pretary. 

104. Tne Chairman or Yioe-Choirman is primarily responsible •that every necessary 
. entry is mode, espedidly in regard to leave or suspension, but it is also the duty of each 
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employ^ to remind the Chairman, Vioe-Ohairman, or Seorotarj, when 
and to aeo that his own servioe-book is properly written up and attest. It snoma be 
fully explained to each employ«5 that, unleas-ne does so, there may be a dimoulty hereafter 
in Terifying his servioe when his claim to pension shall come to bo investig^ated and oonsidered. 
Servioe-Hijodcs shall be introduced and kept up, whether rules for the grant of pensions and 
gratuities have been framed or not. 

At the time of preparing the pay bill for March in each year, a detailed statement 
of the permanent establishment existing on the Ist April should be prepared in Form XXIII 
and transmitted to the Aooountant-Oeneral direct not later than the 15th April. In prepar¬ 
ing, the statement the following instructions should be carefully observed: — 

(a) The name, dosiiination, and pay of every officer, clerk, or menial servant bolding a permanent 

appointment, whether on duty, or absent on leave, or under suspension, should be distinctly 
shown. 

(b) The date of birth, of appointment to present post, and of promotion to present pay of each 

person should be entered in the appropriate columns of the statement; the date of birth 
by Christian era should be given, and if the exact date is not known, the approximate 
date or year should be stated. 

(c) The name of any person acting in an appointment, as well as the acting allowance paid to him, 

should be shown in the column “ iiame of Incumbent ” beneath the name of the absentee 
for whom he is officiating. 

{d) If the acting incambent holds a permanent appointment upon another establishment, the fact 
should bo stated. 

(e) A. detailed statement in Form XXTIIA should bo given at foot of the original return 
Form XXirifi, showing new names of officers which are not found ui the return of the 
previous year, and when these new names include those of persons who have entered the 
service of the District Bo.ird for the first time, their ago and health certiflcateH should be 
attached to the statement. Columns are also provided in Form XXII i A for information 
required in regard to the names of officers which appeared in Form XXIIIU of the pre¬ 
vious year, but are now omitted, as also regarding unieers who have beeu on leave, other 
than privilege leave, or under suspension, during the previous year. In the caso of any 
who have been under suspension, a note is required stating wlietner it has been expressly 
• declared that the period of susjiension shall count as service qualifying for ]>cusion. 

If any person on the establishment is a Gowrnment pensioner, or is not the servant of the 
IHstrict Board solely, tho fact should oe noted m the statement. If he be an officer 
transferred from tho pensionable aervioe of Government, lor whose pension contribution is 
paid, a note should be entered against his name to the effect “ Contribution paid to Govern¬ 
ment for pension.” 

When oompleted in aooordonoe with the preceding instructions, tho statement sliould be 
carefully checked with tho servioo-books, as it will bo tho authority by which hereafter 
pension claims will be tested by the Aooountant-Q-enoral. 


Appli<alion for Pension o> Qratuity where rules for the grant of the same luive been framed 

and sanctioned. 

105. When an officer applies for an invalid pension or gratuity, ho should lie referred, 
if his age be less than 60 years, to the Medical Officer in charge of tho civil station of the 
district for medical examination. After he has been declared by the Mediojvl Officer to bo 
unfi t for further service, he must not be retained in active service, pending a decision on his 
application for pension. Sjrvica after the date of the medical certificate does not count for 
pension. 

100. Alter the medical oertifloato of incapacity for further service has been received, on 
application for pension or gratuity in Form XXlV should be drawn up, and tho aiiplioant’s 
service detailed in page 2 of the form verified from office records, and tho result of the veri¬ 
fication noted in the column jirovided for tho jiurpose. 

107. In the case of pensions or gratuities other than invalid, tho applicant’s sorvioes 
should be verified, and the form of application filled up in the same way as in the gum of 
invalid pension, when application for pension or gratuity is made by the applicant. 

1 OS. The Chairmarf should certify on tho application, whether the character, conduct, 
and pa.st services of tho applicant aro such as to entitle him to tho favourable oonsideration 
of the District Board. If the application is for pension oa the superior scale, ho must enter 
all periods of leave, BUS|)ension, &o.^which are not reckoned as servioe. He must also record 
his opinion whether tho service claimed has been established, and ahould bo admitted or not. 

109. The application in Form XXIV, with the applicant’s service-book, his last-pay 
certificate, the medical certificate of incapacity for further servioe (if tho application is for on 
invalid pension), and the documents relied upon for the verification of the service claimed, will 
then be forwarded to the Aooountant-Oeneral, who will return the papers with a oertifloato 
as to whether the service claimed has been duly proved, and whether the pensioQ applied 
for is admissible under the rules. 

110. Tho application with the ■ Aooountant-Oeneral’s oertifioate and other papers will 
next be laid before the members of the District Board in meeting for sanction. 

111. After the close of each quarter, the Chairman should submit to Government, 
through tho Acoountant-General, a statement in Form XXV of the pensions and gratuities 
sanctioned during the quarter. Where this statement is blank, a simple intimation to 
effiict will suffice. 

« PaytnesU of Pensions and Gratuities granted under sanctioned Rules. 

112. When the payment of a pension or gratuity shall have been sanctioned by the 
District Boaid, the amount, if it be gratuity, may be paid in a single sum; but if it be pension 
it shall ordinarily be paid monthly to the pensioner in person at the nffinp of the District 
Board on an authority issued in Form XXVl.

Act III (B.C.) of I88.t for the working of the I’atna Tramway, and that it is intended at the end of one month 
from the date of the imblicatiou of tho bye-laws to move the Local tlovernmenl to condrm them.

Bye-lawi under SecHoa 26 of the Tramway Art. 

1. No ear shall be driven at a greater pace than seven miles an hour; on all sharp curves and down steep 

inclines cars shall not be driven at a greater pace than four miles an hour. • 

2. A clear sjiaco of at least oO feet shail be kept between suooeasive cars, ekeept tft stations or tornoBts, 
nnless it may be uoeessurj to approach nearer in order to avoid uollisiou or prevent injury. 
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3. No two esn proceodnit in opponte direoticms ghsll stop abreast of one anothert and so block the street. 
They shall stop so as to hare a obar oistanee along the line of 50 feet between them. 

4. At the intersection of narrow streets ears shall not be driven at a greater speed than fire miles an hour, 
and they shall be stopped so that at most the rear platform only shall remain opposite the interseeted street. 

6. For the breach of any of the above four rules, the driver and conductor shall each be liable to a fine not 
exceeding Bs. 20. 

8. The driver shall at all times be responsible for seeing that the line is clear of obstructions, and if there is 
any risk of collision, or the line is in any way obstructed, the car shall be stopped till the line is clear of obstruction. 
The penalty for infringement of this rule shall be a tine not exceeding Rs. 20. 

7. If a procession be passing along the street, the driver shall stop the car till it has passed ; for breach of 
this nfte the conductor and driver shall be each liable to a fine not exceeding Us. 10. 

8. During the Moharrum or any other festival, on which a large crowd shall be expected to assemble, it shall 
be lawful for the District Superintendent of Police by written order to prohibit the running of the cars upon 
specific sections of the line daring specific hours ; for infringing this bye-law, the conductor shall be liable to a 

of Bs. 20. 

9. The purdahs or other side arrangements on the cars shall be so arranged as not to project beyond the 
foot-board, flap about, or otherwise interfere with the passing traffic. 

10. No horse, that is not thoroughly broken in shall be used in any tram-car. 

For any breach of rales 9 an’d 10 the Company and conductor shau each be liable to a fiue not exceeding 
Bs.20. ...... 

11. Every conductor and driver shall wear a distinguishing badge in such way as to bo fully exposed to view, 
and shall state bis number to any passenger asking for it. Penalty for breach of this rule shall be a fine not 
exceeding Ks. 5. 

12. The cla.sscs of cars enumerated below shall not carry more than the number of passeugors stated opposite 
to each class;— 

1 Horse car, 4 rows of benches ... 24 

1 Ditto, longitudinal ... ... ... ... 24 

2 Horses car ditto ... ... ... ... 40 

In the event of passengers in excess of the above numbers being carried, the conductor shall be liable to a fine 
not exceeding Bs. 5. 

13. Any person may secure for himself as many seats as he wishes by paying doable fare for each extra seat 

14. Every iiasseuger has a right to cause the car to be stopped for the purpose of leaving it, and if there 
is room in the car, every intending passenger has the right to cause the car to be stopped for the purpose of getting 
into it. 

The conductor shall, under the above circumstances, be bound to stop the car as soon as possible after being 
required to do so by any passenger or intending passenger. For breach of this rule, he shall incur a penalty not 
exceeding Bs. 6. 

16. On the occurrence of any accident causing serious injury to person or property, it shall l>o the duty of 
the Company to report the matter at the police-station within the jurisdiction of which the accident may have 

occurred, or at the nearest police-station, whichever may bo most convenient, within ouo hour of such accident 
and to give the police full and prompt assistance in tlie prosecution of any enquiry which they may institute For 
neglect to comply with this regulation, the Company shall be liable to a ^nalty not exceeding Ka. 'Jo. 

16 . If in connection with such accident any person receives any serious bodily injury, it shall be the duty of 

the conductor to make arrangements to send such person to hospital with the least possible delay, nulcss his friends 
desire otherwise and agree to take charge of him. .If the conductor omits to make such arrangements, he shall 
incur a penalty not exceeding Bs. JO. 

17. No conductor or driver shall use abusive language to any of the passengers or intending passengers ok 

behave in an insolent manner or misconduct himself in any other way in the performance of his duty. Penaltv for 
breach of this rule shall he a fine not exceeding Bs. 10. ■' 

18. Every car running after sunset shall carry two bright lights, one in front of the car and one at the back 
and the horses shall also be provided with belts. The penalty for infringement of the rule, either by the driver 
or conductor, shall be a fine not exceeding Rs 2(i. 

19. Cars reserved for females shall hare a distmgnishing mark. 

20. A conductor, charging or asking for more than the rate fixed in the table of fares shall be liable to a 
penalty of Bs. 20.

A Bill to amend the Indian Paper Currency 
Act, iStij. 

Whereas it is expedient to authorise an in- 
crease of the amount which may be invested 


in securities of the Government of India out 
of the coin and bullion received for currency 
notes under the law relating to the Government 
paper currency; It is hereby enacted as 
follows: 


I. Section 19 of the Indian Paper Currency 

Act, 1882, shall be read XX 

tiot’^ 9 ."Act XX% 1882 .' as words " sixty 

millions ” the words 

“ eighty millions " were substituted. 


STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

The minimum circulation of currency note.s being now more than fifty per cent, in 
excess of the minimum in 1870, when by Act XV of that year the amount of the currency 
reserve which might lawfully be Invested in Government securities was raised from forty 
millions to sixty millions of rupees, it is considered that power may now with safety be 
taken to raise that amount from sixty millions to eighty millions of rupees. 'The present 
Bill raises the legal limit from sixty millions to eighty millions of rupees, and if it is passed 
the increase of investment will be made at such limes and in such manner as may appear 
to the Governor General in Council to be most expedient. An increase of the amount 
invested by twenty millions of rupees will increase the public rev^|^ue by eight lakhs of 
rupees yearly.

MEOIOAL INSTITUTIONS FOR THE YEAR 1889.

1 . The year 1889 was not remarkable for any groat increase or decrease in 
the recorded mortality; but it is necessary to bear in mind that changes have 
been recently made in the boundaries of the Suburbs, and that the figures 
relating to this area cannot be accurately compared with those for former years. 
The number of deaths from cholera in Calcutta and Howrah was far less 
numerous than in 1888, and in the Suburbs the decrease in the figures has been 
so large as to justify the belief that, even allowing for the change in boundaries, 
there was a real and substantial decrease in the actual prevalence of the disease. 
The mortality from small-MX, which in the years 1886, 1887 and 1886, had been 
trifling in comparison with that of fomior years, suddenly increased, though 
not sufiiciently to cause serious anxiety. The death-rate from all causes in the

The increase in the number of in-door patients, although distributed 
among all the charitable institutions, except the Mayo Hospital and its 
dependencies, was very considerable in the Campbell Hospital, which is resorted 
to by paupers, and is attributed by the Inspector-General of Civil Hospitals to 
the high price of food-grains which prevailed in Calcutta and the surrounding 
districts for a great part of the year. The falling oft* iu the number of out¬ 
door patients amounts to 37,d50 in the Mayo Hospital, and is said to be? 
due to the operation of a new rule under which the institution is closed on 
Sundays. Dr. Hilson takes exception to tliis practice, and remarks that it 
should not have been introduced without, the sanction of Government, as it 
is likely to lead to great confusion in the jireparation of annual statistics. 
This no doubt is true, but the point is not one in which the Government need 
interfere with the discretion of the Governors of the Mayo Hospital. Jn 
Howrah there was a decrease of 910 iu the attendance of out-patients. In 
reference to the action of the Superintendent of the Howrah Hospital in 
refusing medicine and medical attendance to well to-do out-patients, the 
Inspector-General observes that, “although some such restriction on the attend¬ 
ance of people of this class is much to bo desired, the change should not bo 
introduced without the sanction of Govcrimieiit, and, if made at all, it should 
be applicable to other charitable medical, institutions in Calcutta.” In this 
connection the attention of the lnsp(!ctor-Gen(!ral will bo drawn to the orders 
of Government contained in circular No. 1, dated the 1st .January 1880, 
directing tliat, in the case of liosjiitals and dispensuri(3s at tlie Presidency and in 
the Suburbs, where there are druggists’ shops, and where advice and medicines 
can be obtained otherwise than at charitable institutions, out-door relief shall 
be, as far as possible,.restricted to those whoso circumstances do not admit of 
their seeking and obtaining it elsewhere on payment. These orders ore moreover 
applicable to other hospitals in Calcutta and its suburbs. 

3. Only 31,338 women and 51,439 children were treated in the various 
institutions to which the report refers iu 1889 as compared with 36,030 women 
and 59,404 children in 1888. This falling off i^ undoubtedly duo in no small 
measure to the very successful management of the Lady Dufferiii Hospital by 
Mrs. Foggo. The death-rate in all Hospitals, excluding the Eye Infirmary, 
rose from 124 to 12G, the rates for the Campbell and Howrah Hospitals, where 
paupers are treated, and into which many moribund and incurable cases are 
admitted, being, as usual, very high. Though the general death-rate was slightly 
higher than in the preceding year, which again shpwcd a slight increase on the 
years 1887 and 1888, it was still much below tljc average of the years 1879— 85. 

4. Whatever lomi , of treatment was, adqptcd in cholera cafes, about 
half the patients died, a^d the Lieutenant-Governor regrets to. leam that, the 
experiments made with the mew xomody, salol, which has boon tried with success 
by Dr. Nicholson in Patna, were not followed by encouraging results. Casca 
of enteric 'fever still continue rare in Calcutta, and remittent feyer appears to be 
on the decrease. 

5. There were 1,143 admissions for Venereal diseases, against 1,004 in jUb^e,. 
previous year. In commenting on these figures, Dr, Ililsop observes 

“ It should bo home in mind that the figiu’es represent only the in-door 
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Iwspitals or in the out-door department of the other hospitals. Hitlierto the 
system of classifying these affections ha6 been extremely faulty, owing to the 
absenee from the printed returns of any heading for venereal diseases other 
than those in group A, and tho consequenee has been that a large proportion 
of cases have been entered under other headings, and have not been taken into 
account when estimating the prevalence of venereal disease. This circumstance 
was pointed out during tho year to the Government of India, with the result 
that the insertion of a heading as above mentioned has now received official 
sanction, and in future it will bo possible to draw more correct conclusions 
regardingthe extent to which those affections are prevalent.” 

6 . The number of important surgical operations in the Calcutta institutions 
rose from 1,719 in 1888 to 1,926, and tho minor operations from 20,264 to 20,983. 
There were 80 deaths after operation, the rate of mortality being 39 per inillc 
(including tho eases left over from the previous year) as compared with 46 

g )r millo in 1888. The Lieutenant-Governor agi-ees with the Inspector- 
eneral in considering that these results are satisfactory evidence of tho skill of 
the operators and of tho care taken of tho patients. 

7 . On tho subject of entrusting a larger number of surgical operations to 
House Surgeons and senior students. Dr. Hilsori observes:—“The Medical 
College Hospital is designed primarily for the treatment of thti sick, hut it is 
also intended for the practical instruction of natives in medicine and surgery, 
and it seems to mo that more opportunities of performing operations might be 
given to tho House Surgeons and advanced students. To tho want of such 
opportunities is to bo traced in some measure the small amount of surgical work 
performed in Bengal by Assistant Surgeons after they leave the College and 
begin to practise in the districts. I know it has been urged that House 
Surgeons and senior students in tho large English Hosj)itals are only allowed 
tho privilege of operating on patients to a v(!ry liurited extent, and that tho 
high reputation wdiich the Medical College Hospital at present enjoys might 
suffer if a different course were followed, and many operations were performed 
by inexperienced and unskilful hands. To this it may be replied that India is 
not England, that the Indian student requires a more practical training than his 
English confrere to fit him for the active duties of his profi'ssion, and that thei'O 
is no necessity to entrust him with other than tho more simple operations, which 
might bo satisfactorily performed under the immediate superrision of the senior 
officers of tho surgical wards. At tho Mayo Hospital, Lahore, tho Assistant 
Surgeons and senior students are allowed to periorm a considerable number of 
the major operations every year, and this system of training the students and 
enabling them to acquire confidence in their own capabilities does not seem to 
detract in any way from tho usefulness and reputation of that institutiim.” 
Sir Steuart Bayloy w'ould commend these observations to the careful considera¬ 
tion of the Medical College Council. 

8 . In tho Eden Hospital 2,43.5 w'omen and children were treated against 
2,668 in the previous year, showing a decrease of 233 cases. Owing to want of 
accommodation when tho building was under repairs, many applicants had to be 
refused admission. Of tho 2,436 patients treated, 832 were Europeans and 
1 603 natives. Tho deaths among tho fonner amounted to 29, ami among the 
latter to 56. Tho number of confinement cases fell from 513 in 1888 to 497 ; 
the mortality among this class of patients being 18 against 20 in 1888. The” 
very few cases of ■ septicaemia which occuiTod in the Ho8j)ital show that 
antiseptic precautions were carefully enforced in all cases of labour. Tho import¬ 
ance of these precautions has been fully impressed on the nurses, and it is hopeil 
that no pains will be spared to eliminate this dangerous and fatal disease. The 
steam laundry sanctioned for this institution is not yet ready for use, oiving to 
some delay in fitting it with the requisite machinery. Certain alterations mqde 
by Dr. Joubert in tno classification of obstetric and gynsecological oj)eratiou8, 
are likely to produce some confusion in the annual returns, but appear, at the 
same time, to be unavoidable, as, in the absence of any recent orders on the 
subject, difficulty is often experienced in the classification of these operations. 
With a view to ensure one uniform system in the different Jiospitals, the 
In8pect«)r-General suggests that the classification sanctioned in tho liesolution 
of flie Government of India, No. 129, dated tho 2l8t February 1877, should be 
revised, The Lieutenant-Governor agrees in these remarks, and will consult 
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the Inspector-General of Civil Hospitals with a view to form^ating the 
alterations which may bo recommended to the Government of India. 

9. In the Ezra Hospital 1,438 out-patients and 236 in-patients, most of 
whom were Jews, were treated during the year. Of the in-door patients 
153 wore cured, 43 relieved, 26 otherwise aischarged, and 3 died. These 
figures show that the benefits conferred by this institution are fully appreciated 
by the Jewish community. 

10. The Lieutenant-Governor is glad to find that the nurses employed in 

the hospitals continue to discharge their duties thoroughly and well, and has 
read with groat pleasure the high praise accorded by Dr. Hilson to the 
ladies of the Clewor Sisterliood in speaking of the indefatigable services 
rendered by them in supervision and in tending the sick. Four permanent 
nurses were appointed this year to the Eden Hospital, as it was considered 
dangerous to rely exclusively on temporary nurses, many of whom do not 
possess sufficient experience in the work. Twelve European and Eurasian 
nurses passed their examination, two of them with great credit. , 

11. The invested capital of the Calcutta institutions shows a decrease of 
Es. 8,500; securities to the value of Rs. 12,000 were withdrawn, and applied 
to the construction of a new moribund ward in the native department of the 
Howrah Hospital. The total income during the year, including the opening 
balance, amounted to Rs. 5,21,390; of this sum Rs. 3,46,858 were contributed 
by Government. The total expenditure, excluding the amount invested, was 
Rs. 5,01,970, against Rs. 4,27,082 in 1888. The increase w’as mainly due to a 
large expenditure on buildings and repairs in the Campbell Hospital, while the 
increase in the amount contributed by (government is due to the entire cost of 
the Police Hospital having been met from Provincial Fxmds. The Inspector- 
General remarks that the Calcutta Municipality contributed nothing towards 
the Mayo institutions, and that it is time to consider whether, in view of the 
fact that Govemnient has undertaken all charges on account of Calcutta Police, 
the Municipality should not relievo the Government of its contribution towards 
the medical charities of the city. It has already been pointed out to Dr. Hilson 
that the entire relief afforded to the Municipality by the reduction of police 
estimates is hypothecated to the improvements of the Suburbs, and that, so far 
as this argument is concerned, it affords no ground for asking the Municipality 
to undertake all charges on account of tlie medical relief of the town. 

12. The thanks of Government are due to Dr. Hilson for his careful and 
interesting report. 

Okoer —Ordered that a copy of the Resolution, with a copy of the Report, 
be submitted to the Government of India for information. 

Ordered also that a copy of the Resolution, be forwarded to the Inspector, 
General of Civil Hospitals for information and guidance; that a copy of the 
Resolution, and of the Report, be forwarded to the Chairman of the Calcutta 
Corporation and to the Commissioner of Police, Calcutta, for information, and 
that a copy of the Resolution bo forwarded to the Governors of the Mayo 
Hospital and to the Commissioner of Burdwan for information.

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RESOLUTION ON THE INLAND EMIGRATION REPORT FOR THE 

YEAR 1880. 


GENERAL DEPAETMENT-INLANIJ EMIGRATION. 
Calcutta, the 31«/ Juhj^ 1890.

The Report of the Superintendent of Emigration, Calcutta, No. 937, dated 30th. April, 
1890, on Inland Emigration for the year 1889. 

Emigration to Assam is now conducted on throe different systems, which 
. work on lines so distinct that it is convenient to deal 

■oil rat r» cmigran s. Separately witli the facts and figures as to each set 

forth in the report. That first established, of transmission by contractors, 
contemplates full supervision by Government over the character of recruiters, 
the exerjution of labour contracts, and the sanitary arrangements for the journey. 
Under it 1,835 labourers were engaged during the year 1889, of whom only 1,442 
actually started, a number small by comparison wdth the results obtained on the 
rival systems, but considerably greater than that returned for the previous year. 
The iucroa.so is attributed by the Superintendent of Inland Emigration to the 
opening of a now depot; and it is also to bo remembered that there has been a 
reaction among exporters of labourers in favour of increased control by Govern¬ 
ment in this department. Eighty-two recniiters wore licensed during the year, 
a nuiTiber which appears large, as the majority of the emigrants engage in the 
24-Pergunnahs and Rurdwan, where they are strangers, having in all probability 
been really recruited in their own districts by men who have not taken out 
licenses. 3’\vo licenses were cancelled for very sufficient reasons. The number 
of desertioiis is considerable (1B8), as also that of discharges from depot (132), 
and they suggest that the original work of selection was not performed wdth 
sufficient care in the interest of employers. The mortality—4 persons in depot, 
or *27 per cent., and 3 j)ersons on the journey, or '17 per cent.—is not excessive. 

It is, indeed, clear that under this system every sanitary precaution is taken, and 
that in this respect it w'orks satisfactoi’ily, whatever its drawbacks in other 
directions. The contractors’ coolies, whether bound for tlie Surma Valley or 
for Assam Proj)er, follow the Goalundo route only. 

2. In the case of labourers cugag(id by garden sirdars, the employer is 

Sird.ri cooiioa primarily res])onsible for the character of the 

. ir ..ri coo recruiter, and the arrangements for healthy depots 

are loss elaborate ; but Government superrises the execution of labour contracts 
and the general arrangements for the journey. The number of labourers 
engaged by garden sirdars was 10,822, against 12,225 in 1888, a decline which, 
as the Sui)crintendent observes, is undoubted due to the exceptional facilities 
afforded by the system of Assam contracts. The number of desertions is not 
known, or the total mortality, as the rule requiring the return of the way-bills 
which would afford information on these heads, is still very generally neglected. 
But such way-bills as have been received back from Cachar and Sylhet show 
that the losses on that route have been very groat, 80 deaths having occurred 
among 2,564 emigrants, being 3’97 per cent, of the whole. This Government 
is at present in correspondence with the Assam Administration on the subject erf-w 
effecting improvements on the sanitary supervision over emigrants to the Surma 
Valley. 

3. The great majority of the emigrants proceed under tlio free system, 

^ . that is to say, without supervision on the part of 

oomigran . State. Of theso, 44,401 arrived during the 

year in Assam, making, with the members of the classes referred te above, 
a total of 67,058. The emigrants classed as “free” in the Bengal returns 
generally execute contracts under Act I of 1882 on entering Assam. Of 
28,948 of this class of emigrants who passed through Dhubn, all but 780 
made such engagements there. A certain amount of sanitary supervision is now 
exercised over emigration of this class under Bengal Act I (B.C.) of 1889, and 
the opinions expressed as to the working of that measure are all favourable. 
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The present report, though it does not show any outbreak of cholera, such as 
that which occurred on the railway route to Dhubri in 1886, still bears witness 
to a heavy mortality on that line, which indicates the necessity of ino^ased 
precautions. 

4 . The Superintendent notices the fact that a rule was introduced 
during the year to ensure the provision of a cooked meal for emigrants at 
Parbatipore, a matter to which the Lieutenant-Governor attaches great importance. 
As has been indicated by the Magistrate of Kungporo, the rules on the subject 
of the food to bo supplied on the railway journey are not enforced with sufficient 
strictness, the agents do not seem to be always aware of their responsibility in 
the matter, and the subordinate medical officers who inspect at certain stations do 
not notice instances of neglect. Since the close of the year a rule has been 
passed definitely imposing this duty on such officers. The Superintendent 
notices the following satiitary measures among others adopted during the year:— 

“ The supervision of the medical establishments provided for coolies at 
Kurigram and Kaunia was entrusted to the Medical Officer in charge of the 
Eastern Bengal State Railway. In the early part of the year the Lieutenant- 
Governor had under consideration the circumstances connected with the outbreaks 
of cholera among emigrants on their way to Assam and the means best calculated 
to .check such epidemics. 

In addition to the arrangements already sanctioned, viz.— 

the remedying of the sanitary defects of the depots at Raneegungo and in 
Chota Nagpore; 

tlib construction of a cholera shed at, and the deputing of medical estab¬ 
lishment to, Kurigram ; 

the transference of the medical agency from Magra to Naihati; 

arrangements for the proper treatment of emigrants travelling by rail; 

report by telegram of cases of cholera on the railway line, and at 
Goalundo for cases occumng on steamers, 

it was further ordered that the private dei) 6 t 8 in Calcutta and Rancegunge be 
inspected and sanitary defects remedied ; that arrangements be made at 
Rancegunge for the disposal of the dead; that a cholera hospital bo built at 
Rancegunge, and a medical officer bo deputed to the Raneegungo and Sealdah 
Railway stations to examine emigrants and prevent those infected starting, and 
to ascoitain the dep 6 t from which the infected coolies came. 

Similai’ inspection and medical assistance to the sick were afterwards ordered 
at Parbatipore, and it was arranged that the number of coolies to bo despatched 
from stations on the East Indian Railway should bo limited to 320 daily; that 
the carriage of coolies by goods train be discontinued, and the conveyance of 
coolies in goods wagons bo not allowed until suitable wagons had been approved 
of by a Committee. 

The Resolution of the 3rd September, 1889, sanctioned— 

( 1 ) The posting of a Civil Hospital Assistant to the charge of the coolie 

dep 6 t at Raghunathporo in the Manbhoom district. 

(2) The construction at Raghunathporo of 9 cholera mat hospital and the 

sinking of a n^onry well. 

(3) The adoption of similar measures at the municipal town of Jhaldah in 

Manbhoom. 

(4) The placing of the A ssistant Surgeon of the Giridih sub-division in 

charge of all the coolie depdts there, and the construction at that 
place of a- cholera mat hospital, also to be in charge of that 
officer ; an extra allowance of Rs. 20 being granted him on this 
account during the recruiting season. 

(5) The adoption of similar arrangements at the sub-division of Govind- 

pore, an extra allowance of Rs. 10 being likewise granted to the 
Civil Hospital Assistant during the recruiting season. 

( 6 ) The appointment of the Assistant Surgeon at Sara on a special 

allowance of Rs. 20 per mensem, with a compounder on a salary 
of Rs. 8 per mensem, to suporvise the sanitary arrangements of 
rest-houses there. 
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A Committee having been formed to consider the question of the use of 
goods wagons for the conveyance of coolies, certain pattern wagons with improve¬ 
ments in ventilation and as to inlet and exit for passengers were inspected at 
Kaunia and f»ronounced suitable for coolies, and the use of such wagons was 
sanctioned. 

A uniform fee of eight annas jjer head was directed to be charged for the 
treatment of sick coolies of all classes in railway hospitals. 

In November last the inspection at Goalundo before embarkation of all casual 
coolies proceeding to Assam by the Assistant Surgeon of Goalundo, and the 
adoption of the arrangements as regards duration of halt and food, which were 
prescribed for coolies proceeding via Dhubri, was ordered.” 

5. The general working of Act I of 1882 has to bo separately reviewed 
during the current year, under the orders of the Secretary of State, and it 
therefore seems unnecessary to comment on this subject at present. Surgeon- 
Major Comins, the Superintendent of Inland Emigration, has administered 
the department with much discretion, and the successive Commissioners of Chota 
Nagpore (Mr. Stevens and Mr. Grimley) have given much attention to the subject, 
which is of great importance in that division. Mr. Skrine, Magistrate of Rung- 
pore, also deserves mention for his attention to the sanitary requirements of 
emigrants passing through his district.

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ADMINISTRATION REPORT OF THE METEOBOLOOIOAL 
DEPARTMENT,. 1889-90. 

The following report is published for general information.

In accordance with the orders of Government the reports submitted during 
the past two years have given information regarding the more important 
changes and working in the department, the full details being reserved for the 
triennial report, which it is now my duty to prepare. The information given 
by Mr. Pedler, in his reports for the two past years, regarding the changes 
carried out in extending the Storm Signal Service, and also regarding the 
extensive system of changes effected by Mr. Eliot at the commencement of 
1889, has been full and complete, and as it is therefore unnecessary that I 
should repeat the information, I shall confine my attention to the details con¬ 
cerning the ordinary working of the department. 

The department was under Mr. Pedler’s charge during the past year, with 
the exception of the period between 5th August and 29th October, when he w’as 
on leave. During these months 1 officiated for him. 

The system of work commenced in 1889 has been maintained, and as the 
changes and improvements then carried out were very thorough, the work of 
the department has gone on smoothly throughout the past year, and no change 
of any sort has been required. 

One observatory, viz., that at Tezpore in Assam, had to be closed during last 
year. On the 16th March 1889 the observer reported that the lock of the cage 
containing the thermometers had been broken open and all the thermometers 
stolen. As tliis observatory liad nor, been working satisfactorily for some time, 
it was decided by the Meteorological Reporter to the (Tovcrnnieut of India not 
to issue new thermometers, but to close the observatory. 

On the other hand, a now observatory has been started at Mozufferpore in 
Bengal. In June 1889 it was represented that regular meteorological obser¬ 
vations from this station would be of great service to tlie indigo-planting 
community, and after duo enquiry on this point, Babu C. C. Ohatterjee was 
deputed to select a site and make other arrangements to establish a regular 
meteorological observatory at Mozufferpore. The best available site was 
selected, an observer appointed and trained, and with the assistance of the 
Executive Engineer, Mr. Norman, the shed^ &c., were constructed. The 
Magistrate kindly consented to act as Superintendent of the Observatory. 
When everything was read^, Mr. Pedler visited Mozufferpore, and, as he found 
all in a very satisfactory condition, ordered the commencement of the regular 
work of observation. The first report received was on the 3rd April 1890.

Akyah —Was visited by Mr. Eliot in November 1887 to decide on the question 
of removing the observatory to a better site, made necessary by the erection 
of the new telegrapli office building close lo the thermometer shed. No very 
satisfactory site was available, but as it was very desirable to retain the obser¬ 
vatory at the telegraph office, a new position about as far from the new 
telegraph office as the observatory was from the old office was chosen. The 
anemometer was continued at the old site, but the staging was raised to a 
height of about 36 feet above the ground. 
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Arrah —Was visited by Mr. Pcdler on 25tli March 188S. The instruments 
were all in good order except the barometer. A set of conij^arativo readings 
made with a stmidard taken from Calcutta showed that the barometer was 
working sluggishly, though tluj correction had searcoly changed. Another 
barometer \tas supplied, and the old one sent back to Caiciitta for verification. 
The observer was well qualified for his duties, and the goneml condirion of the 
observatory very satisfactory. A second visit was made on tlni Lith and Hth 
March I8b0 chiefly for the purpose of haviiig the observatory ti ansfon ed to the 
Telegraph office, as the observer was unable to take the observatio)is at S a..\i. 

A new site for the therinouieter shed was selected, and it had the advantage 
of being more open than the previous po-'^ition. ddie new site for the wind 
instruinents, however, w’as not quite so good. Observations were first taken 
in the new positions on 1st April 1889. 

Buukoora —Observatory was inspected on 21st to 23rd Augu.st 1887 by the 
head clerk, and again on the 4th A])ril 1880 by lilr. I’ecller. At the time of the 
first visit the observatory wa.s in a very unsatisfactory condition, the instru¬ 
ments being nearly all out of order, and the observer ignorant of the rules laid 
down for his guidance. The instruments "were ])ut light .so far as was possible 
at the time, and the local overseer of road cess kindly undertook to see that 
the wind vane was jiroperly set, and tlic Magi.slrate, that the observer made 
himself aequainted with his instructions. 

Tlio second visit was made shortly before 8a..m., the hour for taking the 
observations, and the. observer was found to attend ]nuictually. The obser¬ 
vatory was in very good order, all tlie instruments being clean, and ])roperly 
set, with the exee]jtion of the wind vane, which Avas not quite pov))ondicuhir. 
The observer Avas slow in reading the barometer. 'I'he observatory was every 
way in a nmeh better condition than at the jirevious visit. 

Ilurrinttitl —Observatory visited on 4th January 1888, was found to bo in 
very good order. The observer read the instruments quickly and correctly, and 
kept then) clean. 

^ Beihmiqmre —Was visited on the 12tli August 1887. The observatory and 

instruments were in satisfactory order. 

BhagtiJjiorc —Observatory has been insjuatfed four times during the past 
three A'cafs, tAAU) of the visits being A'cry reeent—in Augu,st of last year by 
llabu 0. C. (.'hatterjee, Inspector of Observatories, and again by l^Ir. Eliot in 
December. When insjiected on 9th and 10th August 1887 the instruments wore 
found to be dusty, but otherwise in good condition. 

In Auguist 1889 the shod Avas found to be in Avant of repair, and an 
estimate A\'as jirepared for sanction. Couiparativo readings of the barometer 
Avere taken during the two days, with fairly .satisfactory results. The thermom¬ 
eters were in good order, but the rain-gauge, aiiemonuder, and wind A'ane 
Avere all unsatisfactory. The rain-gauge was not horizontal and only 0^- inches 
aboA'e the ground, to I'emedy which a level masonry platform Avas ordered to 
be maJe. 'I’lic wheels of the anemoinetor were Avorn and the Avind vane was 
not Avorking smoothly. Both instruments were rej)luced by new ones. When 
the observatory AA’as started in 1883 there AAere sumo low trees in tliC neigh¬ 
bourhood of tbo wind instruments, and these were found to have grown so as to 
interfere Avith the free circulation of the air. At the instance of the Inspector 
the landlord kindly consemted to have the trees cut down. When inspected.,^ 
by Mr. Eliot in December the trees hud been removed and the exposure? was 
quite satisfactory. In other respects the observatory was satisfactory, the orders 
given in August having been carried out. The observer is intelligent, but not 
Amry careful and his x’oadings ax-e hence occasionally doubtful. 

" Observatory, inspected on IGtb Juno 1888, was in A'ory good order, 

various improvements having been made on the shed and a masonry platform 
made for the rain-gauge. Comparative readings taken with tlu? Calcutta 
standard showed a very slight error in the station barometer. 

Burdioan —Observatory was inspected on 13th August 1887, and again on 
13th January 1888. On both occasions the instruments were in good order, 
and repairs, found necessary on the first visit, were carried put before the 
second. A new barometer had been supplied shortly before Mr. Pedler’s visit 
on 13th January and comparative readings taken by him- shewed that the 
correction hud not varied. Further inspection Avas not considered necessary 
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till August 1889 when Babu C. C. C'liatterjee went for the purpose of changing 
the positions of the instruments requiring good exposure, viz., the wind instru¬ 
ments and the rain-gauge. Arrangements wore made for altering their positions, 
and the other instruinopts were inspcjcted and found in very good order. 
Con)parativo readings of the barometer and thermometers were also taken. 
Objection was afterwards taken by the Civil Surgeon to the position fixed for 
the wind instruments as being too near tlie edge of the root of the registry 
offica^building. He suggestecl that they should bo fixed over one of the central 
walls, and to ensure that there would be no loss of exposure, Mr, Pedler went 
on the ]9th January 1890 to examine the proposed sites. As he had no objec¬ 
tion to the central position, the pillars were erected and the instruments removed 
there on Slst January. The height of the anotnomcter has been increased 
from 16 feet to 24 feet, and it can be easily reached for reading and oiling. 
The exposure is not altogether satisfactory, but it is the be.st that can bo got 
in the neighbourhood, ^j'he fence made round the thermometer shod also 
encloses the rain-gauge, whhdi is at least five feet from the fence. 

Buxar —Was visited by Mr. Pedler on 2-‘jrd October 1888. The wet bulb 
thermometer had been broken the day before, but otherwise the thermometers 
were in good order. The barometer was not so satisfactory, the mercury in the 
cistern having become oxidised, and in the tube above the column the mercury 
was found to have evaporated and adhered in small drops to the glass. Being 
a Fortins principle barometer, the evaporation did not affect its accuracy, but 
the possibility of condensation of mercury' in this wa}' is of the greatest import¬ 
ance in the use of instruments constructed on the Kew jn'inciple, as any 
readings taken from one in such a condition w'oukl bo altogether worthless, a 
considerable unknown error being introduced. The anemometer w'us working 
well, hut the wind vane, one of the Uoorkee jaittorn, was working very heavily, 
chiefly from want of oil. The rain gaugo was rusty, holes having been eaten 
right through the outer tin case. 

Chittagong —Has not been inspected .since 1887, when Mr. Eliot found all 
the instruments in good order. I'hc observer continued to give satisfaction . 
until the last year, when Mr. Toeho", the present Ttdegraph Master, took 
over charge of the Chittagong 'Tidcgiuph Ofiiee, who, considoring his otlier 
duties required all his time, gave uvi'r charge tf) Mr. Mackenzie, a tele¬ 
graph signaller, on the Jst of April 1889. According to the orders of tho 

Director-General of Telegraphs, the signaller ought to have a tliorough 
knowledge of tho methods of reading the instruments and of preparing 

the code telegram, but Mr. Mackenzie has, throughout the period during 

which he has hold tho appointment of observer, made numerous mistakes, 
and, on tho occasion of stormy weather in tho neighbourhood of Chittagong 
in October of last year failed to be of tho slightest assistance from his 
ignorancic of the method of framing the telegram by means of the storm 
signal code used in forwarding additional observations. These observations 
were of the greatest importance, as any action taken in warning tlio port of 
Cbittagong would have largely depended on them. Tiiis is only one of several 
cases that have lately occurred wheu the permanent observer has given over 
charge before his succcssor^has acquired tho necessary facility in reading 
instruments, or a competent knowledge of the working of an observatory. In 
some cases no fault can be found with the out-going observer, as his relieving 
officer may have come from a distance, and time not been available to give full 
instruction, or to see that ho had previously acquired tho requisite ■skill. This 
excuse cannot be applied in tho Chittagong case, as Mr. Mackenzie had been 
a signaller there for some time, and had either from ignorance or carelessness 
disobeyed tho order of tho Director-General of Telegraphs. 

In connection with this, I may mention that during the monsoon season 
last year, the Serajgunge observer went on leave, and his successor was so 
unqualified for the work and so unwilling to do it, that in the absence of any 
opportunity of instructing him, the observatory had to be closed until the 
permanent observer’s return. 

Later at the very end of tho year 1889-90 there was a change of observers 
at Diamond Island, and the new observer supplied information so out of 
agreement with tho other stations that there was no hesitation in rejecting all 
hts observations. Unfortunately, wdiile ho was still on duty, tho first storm of 
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the present season occurred in the near neighbourhood of that station, and 
knowing the character of his work, I was at a loss to say whether the storm 
was severe or not. 

I have mentioned these three instances which have all occurred within 
six months to shew the risk of a partial failure of the storm warning system 
from a man of incompetent knowledge having to take overcharge as observer. 

I understand that quite recently the Meteorological Reporter to the Government 
of India has been in communication with the Director-General of Telegraphs 
with a view to have the order revived, viz., that signallers make themselves 
thoroughly acquainted with the work so as to be able at short notice to 
assume the responsibility of supplying correct information. 

Chupra —Was visited on the 25th January 1888 by Mr. Eliot. The ob.sor- 
vatory was in every way satisfactory, except that the observer had taken the 
readings by Madras time instead of loom time. The correction for local 
time was given him, and the rain-gauge removed from the compound of 
the Road Cess Office to that of the circuit-house. The next visit made was 
by Mr. Pedler on the 24th March 1889, when he found the observatory 
in a disgraceful condition and the observer very careless in the perform¬ 
ance of his duties. The instruments were found to be more or less out of 
order and the records very badly kept. Arrangements were then made to 
transfer the observatory from the Public Works Department to the Telegraph 
Department, and in September of the same year the Inspector of Observ¬ 
atories was sent to see the observatory started under the superintendence 
of the I’elegraph Department, the Telegraph Master becoming observer. 

A new shed had been built on the grounds of the Telegraph Office, and 
some minor defects in it were pointed out and remedied as far as possible. 
The barometer was removed from the Collector’s room to the signal-room, and 
the difference of level of the two positions ascertained. It was also arranged that 
the old observer should continue on duty for one month, so as to allow sufficient 
time for the telegraph master to become thoroughly acquainted with his duties. 

C!Mnt7/aA—Observatory was inspected by Babu C. C. Chatter]ee in January 

1888. The permanent observer was away without leave, and the acting one 
did not understand his work. Ho was thoroughly drilled. The shed was in 
a shaky condition, but was repaired shortly after. The instruments were all 
found in good order, any small defects noticed being removed by the Inspector. 
But the position of the shod having been found faulty, another on a better site 
was built and comparative observations carried on for a year up to 30th April 

1889. The observations from this observatory,' more especially those of the 
barometer, are, however, frequently found to be erroneous. 

Dacca —Was visited twice—by Babu C. C. Chatterjeo on 12th January 1888 
and by Mr. Pedler on 5th February 1889. The instruments wore found in 
excellent order on both occasions, and the observer has in every way given 
satisfaction. The rain-gauge has given some trouble. At first it was apt to be 
flooded by the river, and Babu C. C. Chatterjee had it removed, but in its new 
position some neighbouring trees and the telegraph buildings sheltered it to 
such an extent that Mr. Pedler had to fix a new site. 

Darjeeling —Observatory was in a satisfactory condition when visited by 
Mr. Pedler on 28th to 31st March 1888. The new Beckley’s anemograph had 
just been erected, and the first difficulties got over, so that Mr. Pedler expected 
valuable results from the instrument. Though the wind velocity portion or* 
the apparatus was working very freely at that time, it was very much out of 
order when the observatory was next inspected by Mr. Gilliland about the 
middle of October 1889. It worked only with winds of over ten miles an houf, 
and the adjustment of the direction recorder was also unsatisfactory. The 
part of the instrument exposed to the weather had suffered to such an extent 
during the previous eighteen moqths, that it had to be dismantled and thoroughly 
cleaned. The anemometer, wind vane, sun thermometers, and the barometer 
were also found to be somewhat defective, and were put right as far as possible. 

DAwiff—Observatory inspected 21st March 1888 and 22 nd to 24th October 
1889. At the time of the first visit made by Mr. Pedler, the instruments were 
in good order with the exception of the anemometer, wind vane, and anemo¬ 
graph. The velocity part of the anemograph was working very freely, but that 
giving the direction record worked very heavily, and was sb adjilsted that the 
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direction given was the opposite of what it ought to have been. The defects 

were remedied, but as the anemograph house was undergoing repairs, it was 
impossible at that time to have the instruments thoroughly cleaneif. 

During the past year nearly all the observers in North Bengal wore 
changed, and the new men being not thoroughly instructed in the reading of 
the instruments, advantage was taken of the October college vacation to send 
Air. Gilliland to find out to what certain small errors, which were daily 
apparent, more especially in the readings of the barometer, were due. I'ho 
oDSfervatories which urgently required this visit were Julpigoree, Rungpore, 
and Dhubri, and as these observatories are in the same part of the country, 
the observations taken at one frequently corroborated those of another thougli 
all the readings were unreliable. I may state that the errors usually made are 
of two kinds, one from careless reading of the scale, wliereby the correct 
graduation is not tak^n though the instrument bo properly adjusted ; second, 
where the instrument is badly adjusted, but the reading otherwise correctly 
taken. Tho first is entirely due to carelessness on the part of the observer, 
and is generally punished by a fine, the second probably to ignorance, and it 
was to remove errors of the second kind that these observatories had to be 
visited, it was found that none of these observers knew how to lower the 
vernier until it was just touching the column, and that they wore also not in the 
habit of keeping the eye in a horizontal line with the top of the mercury. 
These faults are of the greatest importance because they occur so frequently in 
the case of new observers, and are only found out after the observer, who has 
given o*nr charge, has left the station, so that there is no possibility of 
removing the errors except by sending soijae «)ne from the head office. These 
remarks, though given under the head of Dhubri observatory, are equally appli¬ 
cable to Julpigoree, Rungpore, and some others. Though these errors were 
of daily occurrence during the monsoon, it will be soon in a table given below 
that very few errors of the other kind, that is the result of carelessness, have 
been made by the observer at Dhubri. 

Dinage/>ore—Yiaited on r<Jth June ISSS The observatory was in good 
order, and the observer punctual in taking observations, but being at that time 
lately appointed, he was unable to read the barometer with accuracy. The 
inettiod of adjustment was fully explained to liim, and a series of readings 
taken which shewed that the error of the barometer had not altered. 

Observatory was inspected on tho 17th January 1888, and 
twice in 1889—on the 22nd March and 23rd August. The observatory re* 
mained a voluntary one till the Ist January 1889 when an allowance of 
Rs. 10 a month was made, though this was not full remuneration for the 
observations supplied according to tlie ordinary rate of pay^ment of observers 
in the department. Just before the first visit the shed had been dismantled 
and the thermometers removed to a room in the hospital, and they remained 
there till very recently when a new shed was finally erected. During this 
interval the thenuomeror readings were worthless, as they gave the temperature 
of the room and not that of the open air, and they have therefore been rejected 
in forming averages, 'riie instruments were generally found to be dusty, but 
the barometer, though old, was capable of giving accurate readings. 

I’urreedpore—Ohaerv&tOTf, Tjsited on the 16th January 1888, was found to 
be in fair condition, but the observer was in want of itristruction on the adjust¬ 
ment of the barometer. 

frya—Observatory, when inspected from 2tith to 29th January 1888 by 
* Mr. Eliot, was in fair condition. I’be rain-gauge and anotuomoter wanted repair 
or renewal, but the theruioineiers were in good condition. 'J’he chief object of 
the visit was to find out the cause of the discrepancies in the barometer read¬ 
ings, and after a series of comparative readings it was found that the correction 
w’as ‘016 inch instead of ‘003 inch, as obtained at Aliporo. When next visited 
on the 24th October 1888, it was necessary to make arrangements for moving 
the instruments nearer the new cutclierry. I'he wind instruments were fixed 
on the highest part of the roof of tho cutcherry parapet, and the thermometer 
shed was placed in an open space near the treasury guard. Tho instruments 
were all found to be in good order. In September 1889 the observatory was 
again found to be in good condition, except tuat the barometer tube had become 
loose iu the case, but the error resulting was inappreciable. 
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JETo^an^A-^-Observatory was ixupeoted on 10th April 1889 mainly for the 
purpose of ammging for the mounting of the new Beckley’s anemograph. The 
mKtrunaents, records, and thermometer shed were all in excellent condition. 
“Arrangements were made in consultation with Dr. Moorhead and the Public 
Works Department subordinates as to strengthening the anemograph house to 
receive the* new instrument.” .Though all preliminaries were then seen to, the 
work was n»‘ver carried out by the Public Works authorities, and as a Beckley’s 
anemograph was lately urgently required at Allahabad, Mr. Eliot ordered the 
transfer of the one at Hazaribagh, so that no further ancmograms will be 
received from this station. 

Jeaaore —Observatory was inspected three tiroes, and on each occasion was 
in fairly good order, but when visited by Mr. Pedler on the 8th February 1889 
the observer was twelve minutes late in arriving to take the observations, a 
matter of considerable importance, as at 8 A m., all the meteorological elements 
are rapidly changing. 

t/a/joiyom—Observatory, when inspected by Mr. Pedler in March 1888, was 
in a most unsatisfdctory condition, the fibserver having taken leave without 
informing the Calcutta office, and left his duties to be performed by a man 
very ignoiant of the methods of adjusting and reading the instruments. On 
Mr, Pedlcr’s recommendation the observatory was transferred to the local post 
office, and with the consent of the Postmaster-General, the Postmaster was 
appointed observer. Babu C. C. Chatterjee was sent in June of the same year 
to train* the new observer and to select the most suitable positions for the 
thermometer shed, the barometer and the wind instruments. A change of 
observers was made in the following year, and from that time very unsatisfac¬ 
tory reports were made for the reason already stated in connection with 
Dhubri observatory. After Mr, Gilliland’s visit the barometer readings were 
more satisfactory, but those of the maximum thermometer have still been 
unreliable from tlie observer’s failing to understand the method of setting the 
instrument after readuig. 

Krishnaghur —Observatory was inspected twice during 1888, and was found 
in 8atisfa<;tory condition. 

Maldah —Was visited in December 1887, the readings reported being un¬ 
reliable. 'I’he instruments were in very bad order, and the observer unable 
to read them with accuracy. He received full instructions as to the method of 
procedure, and has continued since then to give more satisfaction, but, as shown 
by the table given below, he is not one of the ino^t careful observers. 

Midrapoie —Had to be visited in May 18b7 because of the very low readings 
of the barometer. The instrument was found to be in bad' order, but the 
observer was also very careless in his adjustment. He benefited by the instruc¬ 
tion then given, so that further inspection visits have not been considered 
necessary, but tliere is still a certain amount of carelessness shown in his returns. 

Motiharee —Observatory was in a very satisfactory condition when visited 
by Mr. Pedler in January 1888 and March 1889. The object of the second 
visit was to arrange for the handing over of the observatory to the Civil Surgeon 
from the 1st April 1889, his clerk becoming observer. The instruments wore 
in the same excellent order as when previously inspected, and Mr. Pedler has 
recorded that “ Mr. Clarke the Supervisor, Public Works Department, must be 
thanked for the general cure he has shewn in the charge of the observatorv.”. 
As the new observer was not well qualified for the work of observing, a third 
visit was made by Babu C. C. Chatterjee, who gave the required instruction as 
to reading the barometer and wind vane, and saw that the instruments were 
thoroughly cleaned and oiled. . 

Mymmmngh —Observatory was inspected on 14th January 1888 and 3rd 
February 1889. The instruments were in fair condition on both occasions, 
but the observer had, ouch time, difficulties which could only have been 
removed by verbal instruction. 

Noakhallg—Ymted from 5th to 7th January 1888. The observer was found 
to be reading the baronieter too low from wrong adjustment of the vernier. 
The instruments were in fair order, with the exception of the wind vane and 
anemometer, which were replaced by new ones. 

Nga Domka —Observatory Vas inspected in August 1887 by Babu C. C. 
Chatterjee. The observer read his instruments quickly and cdrrectfy. Most of 
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the instruments had been well kept. The Inspector remov^ all defects, and the 
new instruments wanted were supplied immediatel|^ after his return to Calcutta. 

-Observatory has been inspected three tames—in Maroh and October 
1888 and September 1889, The instruments were in good order, except where 
they had become unserviceable from wear, in which cases new ones were 
supplied. On the occasion of Mr. Pedler’s visit in October 1888, the observer 
was more than half an hour late in arriving to take the observations,- and as the 
records at the telegraph office shewed that the telegrams to Simla were invari¬ 
ably late in being sent for despatch, the observer was fined. 

Pumeah —Observatory was inspected in December 1887, August 1889, and 
March 1890. When first inspected the observer took the readings quickly and 
and correctly, but the observatory was not in good order in several important 
particulars. 

ILampore Beaulenk —^Was visited on the 19th June 1888. The instruments 
wore m very bad order, from want of attention on the part of the observer, the 
thermometers being unserviceable, and the wind instruments working with a 
great deal too much friction from want of oil. He read the barometer very 
slowly and with doubtful accuracy. During the past year the results have been 
more satisfactory, and very few careless errors have been discovered. 

Paneegunge —Observatory was inspected in August 1887 and in January and 
October 1888. I’he instruments were mostly in good order, and the observer 
was found to read the instruments quickly and correctly. 

Bungpore —Inspected in June 1888, October 1889, and March 1890. • During 
the first year the observatory was in a most unsatisfactory condition, the observer 
shewing great want of punctuality and bfing very careless in keeping the in¬ 
struments in order. As the shed was very near the post-office, the Postmaster 
was appointed observer, hut when the observatory was next visited by 
Mr. GilKland in October 1889, tlie observer was found to be reading the baro¬ 
meter'very inaccurately, not altogotlier from carelessness, as he was very willing 
to learn but because lie had failed to understand from the Vade Mecumy the 
method of correctly setting the instrument. As far as time would permit, he 
was drilled in setting and reading, and when Mr. Pedler inspected the obser¬ 
vatory in March last, he found the observer read only a few thousandths of an 
inch too low, probably owing to somewhat defective vision. 

It will be seen from the preceding remarks that in many cases the defective 
observations are not due to carelessness so much as to an imperfect knowledge 
of the duties, for which the observer cannot be said to l>e blameworthy, unless 
he has had previous opportunities of direct instruction. The only way of intro¬ 
ducing improvement is to have an officer who may be in a position to go to any 
observatory when required, and to stay there instructing the observer till there 
can be no further doubt as to his being able to read all tiio instruments with the 
utmost accuracy. 

In addition to these errors arising from ignorance on the part of observers, 

. frequent careless errors are made by some. These 

rron m o leira ions. generally discovered by comparison at the head 

office, and from the records, I have arranged in the following table the 
observatories according to the number of errors made during the past year, 
partly to show how careless some observers are, and partly to show which 
observers are making every effort to give satisfaction

To make the observers more careful, a system of fining has becm employed 
for some time, and the observers who have been most frequently punished 
during the year ending March 1890, are those at Balasore, Burrisaul, Chitta¬ 
gong, Chupra, Comillah, Gya, Noakbolly, Pooree, and Rungpore. The observer 
at Comillah was fined sixteen times, at Balasore eight times and most of the 
others five times. 

Most of the inland stations have been inspected some time during these 
three years, but it has been impossible to visit the stations on the coast. The 
observations, however, have been carefully watched, and any errors made imme¬ 
diately brought to the notice of the observers, so that those who are in the 
habit of taking careless readings are at once reminded that more care is neces¬ 
sary. A condition of high efficiency is maintained, as shown by the accuracy 
with which the movements of storms in the Bay can be followed. In connec¬ 
tion with Chittagong observatory, I have shown from what cause the greatest 
risk of failure in supplying accurate information arises, and that it is in a fair 
way of being removed. 

In past years the condition of the lines connecting Diamond Island and 
False Point with the mainland has been the subject of comment. During the 
year 1889-90 them was no serious stoppage at either station, but the weather 
was never very stormy during the monsoon season, so that they wore not put 
to the same test as in other years. The telephone lino between Hookeytollah 
and the False Point Lighthouse has been thoroughly overhauled, and the 
telephone replaced by Morse instruments which will soon be in use. Though 
the telegraph authorities think it unlikely that the line will, even now, be able 
to stand the strain of very stormy weather, there is no doubt but that it will 
now bo much more reliable.

These stations liave generally despatched their returns with great regu¬ 
larity. There were, however, a few exceptions. Piplec submitted no returns 
throughout the year. Sorah, Balasore, Azimgunge, Patkabari, Bogra, and the 
more outlying stations in Purneah, Mozufferpore, Lt)hardugga, and Singbhoom 
were late on severtil occasions. 

With a view to obtain daily meteorological observations from the pilot- 
■p., ,. 1 brigs cruising at the Sandheads, Mr. Pedlcr, with 

assistance of Mr. 8. II. Elsm, devised and 
issued a special code by means of which the meteorological observations taken in 
the pilot-brigs can be reported by a single hoist of four flags displaj'cd in passing 
Saugor Island Lighthouse and thence telegraphed to the Meteorological Office. 

These telegrams have been received with fair regularity. The observa¬ 
tions seem to have been taken from different instruments and probably by 
different persons from time to time, so that the pressure reported is not very 
reliable, especially as there has sometimes been difficulty in ascertaining to 
what day tne observations belong. A list given below shows the number of 
telegrams received each month since the system was started.

An additional weather signal for the a])proaches to the port of Calcutta and 

for the port itself, called the cautiomrij sinnal, has 
au wnary igna . been introduced amongst the existing weather signals 

by a notification issued on the 29th June J889. 

During last year the Madras Port authorities represented to OovcrniTient 

the desirability of receiving daily information 
o^er Vadnw'^ telegram to Tort vveatlier passing over the Buy, and in 

consequence the duty has been entrusted to the 
Calcutta Meteorological Office. With a view to give the fullest information 
regarding the whole Bay, Mr. Pedler devised a special meteoruhigical tele¬ 
graphic code, a manuscript co 2 )y of which was sent to the Presidency Port 
Officer, Madi'as, on the 28tli March 1890, and the first telegram giving such 
information commenced from tlie 4th April 1890. 

The regular reports which are issued by this 
Department are— 


Weather reports. 


\ttt .—Monthly reports of the meteorology of Bengal and Assam which 
are also illustrated in a few cases with maps drawn by hand repre¬ 
senting tlie actual rainfall, the variation from the normal, and 
the rainfall expressed as a percentage of the normal fall. Copies 
of these maps were also regularly supidied to the Sanitary Com¬ 
missioner, Bengal. 

2nd .—Weekly reports of the meteorology of Bengal and Assam, and 
particularly of the rainfall of Bengal. 

Both the monthly and weekly reports hdve been published regularly 
throughout the y«!ar in the fJaleutta Gazelle. The date of publishing of the 
monthly reports has been in almost every case that of Ihc second Cazette after 
the close of the month in question, while each Gazette has dealt with the 
weather statistics of the week uj) to and including the Friday previous to its 
issue. 

Two other general repoi-t.s of the meteorology of Bengal are also prepared 
—the first is the meteorological summary for the whole year prepared and^sub- 
mitted to Government in July for incorporation in the Bengal Administration 
Beport. It was illustrated by maps showing the actual rainfall of the year, and 
its percentage variation from the normal. The second general report deals 
with the meteorology of the monsoon season only. Inis was prepared as 
Ubual, and it appeared in the Calcutta Gazette of 18th December 1889. A few 
copies of 'maps representing the actual monsoon rainfall, its variation from the 
normal, and the percentage of the actual rainfall as compared with that of 
normal years, were also prepared for submission with tliis report. 
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The Daily Bengal Report, which is published during the monsoon season, 
was issued regularly from the 27th of April to the 2nd of November. It dealt 
with the observations of 42 stations, and it was issued to 101 Government officers 
and to lo private subscribers. 

The Bay of Bengal Daily Weather Report of the Storm Signal Service was 
issued regularly throughout the year. Tlie usual time at which the report is 
printed and ready for distribution is between lO-'iO and 11 a m., and it contains 
the observations made at 8 a.m. at 25 stations in India and Burma, and at 
two stations (Galle and Trincomallee'' in Ceylon. Iii the latter case the obser¬ 
vations are taken at 9-30 a m., and they consequently cannot be included in the 
report for the same day, but appear in that of the d%y following. The report 
is prepared and issued mainly to give infornuuion as to the state of the weather 
in the Bay of Bengal and over the surrounding coast areas, and to enable the 
Storm Signal Service to bo worked effectively by the Reporter. 

This report was supplied free to 43 Government officers and 23 subscribers, 
paying at the rate of Ks. 2 a month. The receipts from subscribers during the 
year have covered the cost of printing the reports in this office and of distributing 
them. There was a small balance at the end of the year 1889-90. This 
amount was kept in hand to meet urgent demands for repairs to the litho¬ 
graphic presses, &c. 

Previous to 1st January 1890 during the monsoon months, May to Novem¬ 
ber, a daily chart was prepared showing the meteorological conditions obtaining 
over Bengal as communicated to the Calcutta office from the various observ¬ 
atories by telegram. But since the Ist January 1890 five separate charts 
graphically showing the various meteorological data are being prepared, and 
this work will be continuous for the whole year in future. These charts are 
drawn by hand and filed in the office for reference. 

Special work .—A special report was prepared by Mr. Pedler giving a full 
account of the cyclonic storm in the Bay of Bengal of 21st to 28th August 
1888. It was submitted to the Meteorological Reporter to the Government of 
India on 3rd August 1889, and published by the department as “ Cyclone Memoir, 
Part II,” in March 1890. 

There has been no change in the office establishment during the past year. 

Under the very efficient superintendence of Babu

opinion I have formed during the few months the office has been under my 
charge enables me fully to endorse the very favourable expressions which 
Mr. Pedler has recorded in previous reports.

SUMMARY OP THE METEOROLOGICAL A.ND RA.INFALL OBSERVATIONS 
TAKEN IN BENGAL, AND OP THE METEOROLOGICAL OBSERVA¬ 
TIONS TAKEN IN ASSAM, FOR THE WEEK ENDING FRIDAY, THE 
1st Oi' AUGUST 1890. 

Thr important features of tlio weather of the past week lijivo hoon the very heavy 
continuous rain in the northern districts, moderate general rain in the south of the pro^unco 
with the exception of Orissa, and the very cool weather for the season which lias prevailed in 
all districts. At the commencement of the week gradients were steep over tlie Bay with 
A strong monsoon hlowiiie, and ships arriving iu port reported fresli to strong breezes with 
heavy rain squalls The cuiTent from the Bay was conSnod to the eastern districts, as 
for several days a steady westerly wind was blowing over the western lialf of the province. 
The interaction of these two currents evidently causod the phenomenal rainfall wliich 
has been reported from Bohar and North Bengal throughout the week, as amounts began 
to diminish when easterly winds recommenced and the Bay current was allowed to take its 
normal course up the Gangetio plain. Pressure has been generally above the normal, 
and changes linve rarely exceeded a twentieth of an inch. At first there was a general 
small defect above a twentieth of an inch in Bohnr only, and then the ordinary wind 
circulation prevailed, except tliat directions were south or south-west in North Bengal and 
over the whole of South Behar, but the usual easterly winds continued at the western 
stations of N(<rth Behar. A brisk rise of pressure on the 27th over the western districts dis¬ 
placed the area of lowest pressure towards the east, and the inrush of westerly winds 
booamo general, very heavy rain being received in East and North Bengal and Behar. 
Pressure continued rising on the 28th, but a general slow fall on the 29th, increasing in 
amount towards the north-west, gave a more normal distribution, and easterly winds set in 
over North Bengal and North Behar; the rainfall at tho same time, though still heavy, 
bemnning to diminish in quantity, except in tho west of North Behar. On the 30th pressure 
fell briskly in Orissa and slowly over the rest of the province, a very uniform distribution 
resulting over the western half of tho province, but iu the Bay and East Bengal gradients 
were still steeper than usual. Wiuds had an easterly tendency except in Chutia Nagpur 
aud Orissa, where slow indraught was taking placo towards the north-west corner of the 
Bay. Rainfall was very light except in the Darjeeling HRLs aud tho west of North 
Behar; but even there amounts were only moderate. From tho 30th till tlie end of tho 
week a steady increase of pressure continued, normal monsoon winds were blowing in all 
districts, and temperature, though generally below the normal, was rising; while rainfall had 
ceased in Lower Bengal and was light, though general, elsewhero. 

P) •<s8Hre —Has never differed much from tho normal, and has been more frequently 
above than below. Tlie weekly means are henoe above the normal at all stations, the differ¬ 
ence being largest in South-West and East Bengal and Assam, where it is from two to three- 
hundredths of an inch. In tho other districts it is generally between one and two-hundredtbs 
of an inch. The only occasions of changes greater than, a twentieth of an inch were on 
the 27th, when it rose about •07 inch in the western districts; on the 28th at a few stations 
in the oast of tho province; on the 30th in Orissa, where pros.sure fell 'Ob inch; and on the 
31st, when there was a rise of '06 inch in Assam. 

Tcmpmtturr —Fell steadily during the first throe days, rose on the 29th, again fell on 
the 30th, and then rose till the end of the week. Olmuges have generally been moderate 
and fairly regular, aud the distribution has been everywhere largely below the normal. The 
mean defect for the week in Behar is 3’6®, in Assam 3‘3", in North Bengal and Chutia Nag¬ 
pur 2'4“, in East Bengal PS“, and in Orissa and South-West Bengal P6''. 

Rttiufuil —As compared with the normal, has been very lioavy in North Bengal and 
Behar, moderately heavy iu East Bengal and. Soutli Beluir. about normal in South-West 
Bengal and Chutia Nagpur, and considerably below the normal in Orissa. Iho fall in North 
Bengal is exactly double the normal, and in North Behar nearly two and a half times tho 
normal; while in East Bengal, though the average fall is as heavy as in North Bengal, 
excess is only 1 ‘5 iuohcs. Rainfall in the south-west corner of the province, and especially., 
in Orissa, has been rather scattered, but elsewhere rain bos fallen at almost every station on 
every day of the week, as sho'wn by the average number of rainy days being G^5 in all dis¬ 
tricts except Orissa and South-West Bengal. In Orissa the he.aviest fall was 3'() inches at 
Cuttack; in South-West Bengal a few stations received from 5 to 8 inches, but generally fal^s 
were between 2 and 5 inches, the heaviest bein^ Berhampore 11^4 and Jhenidah 9^5 inches. 
In Furreedpore and Dacca falls were under 5 inches, but eBewhere in East Bengal they were 
generally between 5 and 10 inches. Chittagong received 22 and Cox’s Bazar Br4 inches. 
In North Bengal falls were between 6 find 10 inohes, except iu Jnlpigoreo, Cooch Behar, find 
the Darjeeling Hills. Siligoree and Darjeeling received about 22, Bhagatpore and Kurseong 
16-6, Buxa 15, and Diuhatta 14 inches. The falls in North Behar wore nearly always 
between 6 and 8 inohes, Bagaha and Burhurwa, in the Chutnporun district, receiving more 
than 12‘inohe8. In Shahahad and Gya falls were generally under 5 inches, and in the other 
districts of South Behar between 5 and 7 incmes; while in Chutia Nagpur amounts were 
more irregular, ranging from 2 to 8 inches.

Lights on Cape Everard. 

The British Admiralty has given notice (No. 342 of 1890) that on Ist July 1890 the 
following lights would be exhibited ;— 

Cape Kvi iard principal light is a double flashing white light with sectors of red light 
showing a double flash every thirty seconds, and elevated 185 feet above the sea. The white 
light is visible seaward through an arc of 188°; the sectors of red light illuminate arcs about 
1^ miles seaward from the coast liue, both eastward and westward of the light-house.

8. During the Moharrum or any other festival, on which a large crowd shall be expected to assemble, it shall 
be lawful for the District Superintendent of PoUce by written order to prohibit the running of the oars upon 
specific sections of the line during specific hours; for infringing this bye-law, the conductor shallbe liable to a fine 
of £b.

18. Any person may secure for himself ns many seats as he wishes by paying double fare for each extra seat. 

14, Every passenger has a right to cause the car to bo stopped for the purpose of leaving it, and if there 
is room in the car, every intending passenger has the righi to cause the ear to be stopped for the purpose of getting 
into it. 

The conductor shall, under the above circumstances, be bound to stop the car as soon as possible after being 
required to do so by any passenger or intending passenger. For breach of this rule, he shall incur a penalty not 
exceeding Bs. 6. 

16. On the occurrence of any accident causing serious injury to person or property, it shall be the duty of 
the Company to report tlie matter at the police-station within the jurisdiction of which the accident may have 
occurred, or at the nearest police-station, whichever may be most convenient, within one hour of such accident, 
and to give the police full and prompt assistance in the prosecution of any enquiry which they may institute. For 
neglect to comply with this wgubition, ^e Company shall be liable to a penalty not exceeding Bs. 

16. If in Ci'nneotion with such accident any person receives any serious bodily injury, it shall be the duty of 

the oonduotor to make arrangements to send such mrson to hospital with the least possible delay, unless his friends 
desire otherwise and agiye to take charge of him. If the conductor omita to make such arrangements, he shall 
incur a penalty not oxoeedina Rs. 10. 

17. No conductor or driver shall use abusive language to any of the passengers or intending passengers, or 
behave in an insolent manner or misconduct himself in any other way in the performance of his duty. Penalty for 
breach of this rule shall be a fine not exceeding Rs. 10. 

18. Every car running after sunset sball carry two bright lights, one in front of the oar and one at the back, 
and the horses shall also bo provided with bolls. The penalty for infringement of the rule, either by the driver 
or conductor, shall be a fine not oxcooding Rs 20. 

19. Cars reserved for females shall have a distinguishing mark. 

20. A cund\ictor, charging or asking for more than the rote fixed in the table of fares shall 1>e liable to a 
penalty of Bs. 20.

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STATEM£NT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

Th^ rate of dijty on salt is much higher in Cis-Indus than in Trans-Indus tracts, and 
it has been found necessary to maintain a chain of posts for the prevention of the smug¬ 
gling of salt from the latter tracts into the former. This chain of posts is known as the 
Indus Preventive Line, and legislation in the terms of sections 6 and 7 of the Inland Cus¬ 
toms Act, 1875 , such as is proposed in the accompanying Bill, is deemed essential to the 
efficiency of the Line.

important feature in the formsTierewith prescribed is that the 
the tax collector’s daily register, and the progress register, 
pj.Qy^KMi|p|]^g fQp transactions of two years only. The Lieutenant- 
GovernW*Sntirely concurs with the Accountant-General that it is necessary 
to enforce greater punctuality in dealing with municipal taxation. In many 
municipalities the accounts are now four or five years in arrear without any 
excuse or justification. It commonly happens that the executive is in arrear 
with texation, and that the outstandintfs cannot be clearly ascertained and 
proved from the registers, and the audit therefore for practical purposes breaks 
down, a certified list of outstandings being obtained and accepted as the basis 
of audit. This unsatisfactory state of things is due principally to laxity in 
management, but also in some measure to certain imperfections which experience 
has detected in the taxation accounts. The object of the revised forms and 
procedure is to remedy these defects. 

4. In the Lieutenant-Governor’s opinion not more than one complete year 
of arrears should ever bo allowed. Taxes should always be collected or remitted 
with far greater promptitude than is now done. Municipalities which, like 
Banchi and Kurseong, work in a business-like manner, never have more than 
two quarters’ arrears, and very often not more than one; and if municipalities 
generally avail themselves of the means provided in sections 120 to 129 of the 
Act, there is no reason why taxation should ever bo allowed to fall into arrear 
for a long period. 

5. Tlie revision of assessments in municipalities is also a very important 
duty which the Lieutenant-Governor desires to take this .‘opportunity of 
impressing on Municipal Commissioners. In some municipalities this duty is 
properly discharged, but in too many it is entirely neglected. Mr. Atkinson 
rightly points out that the new rules and forms should be accompanied by 
a revision of assessments, and the Lieutenant-Governor trusts that the immediate 
attention of Municipal Commissioners may bo turned to this question, so that 
the revised assessment and new forms may bo introduced together without 
delay. 
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APPENDIX A. 

Procedure to be adopted by Municipnlities m Bengal for the collection of taws «po» occupiers of 
holdings, rates upon the annual value of holdings, latrine rates, lighting rates and water rates. 

Gknehai. outline oe the Taxation Accounts. 

1. The munioipality is divided into taxation oiroles, and these are sulwlivided into 
mohallas, streets, roads, &o., aooording to oonvenienoe. 

A oomploto and separate set of registers is maintained for each circle, and from the circle 
registers the results are compiled for the whole munioipality. 

Circh Accounts. —The Demand liegistere show the demand to be made against each 
rate-payer. The totals are brought on to Abstracts. Subsequent remissions in respect of the 
next demand are entered in the Remission Eegisters, whence the details pass into tlio Demand 
Eegisters, and the totals into the Abstracts in correction of the demand previously shown 
therein. Additions to the demand are similarly treated through the Enhancement Hegisters 

Bills made out arc registered and are satisfied by rayment or remission in whole or in 
part, payments being posted into the Bill Eegisters from the sircar’s daily oollootion accounts 
and remissions from the Eomission Eegisters. ’ 

Compilation of the municipal accounts. —The total municipal demand is compiled from the 
circlo abstracts into an abstract for the whole munioipality, and passes into the tax-darogali’s 
daily register for the quarter concerned. There will be as many of these tax-darogah’s 
daily registers in use as there are quarters in respect of which there are bills outstanding ^ See 
rule 47. 

Against each quarter’s demand are written up daily (a) the payments in respect of that 
demand taken from the several sircar’s collection accounts; (5) the remissions from the Eemis- 
sion Eegisters; and (c) the outstandings. 

Lastly, the daily registers ore abstracted and a monthly progress statement is worked out 
for each sircar, so that the outstandings for each quarter can be checked and compared with 
the undelivered receipts in the hands of the collecting agency, and all arrears can be promptly 
dealt with either by enforcing payment or remitting the amounts. ^ ^ 

N.B .—It will be observed that the Eomission Eegisters, the sircar’s daily registers, and 
the monthly progress statements provide for transactions relating to the current and previous 
year only. Except under very special and unusual circumstances, taxation should never bo 
allowed to fall into arrears extending over more than one complete year, and municipalities 
which deal promptly with taxation seldom have more than two quarters’ arrears or three at 
most. 

Eules 61 to 66 below prescribe the procedure to be adopted by the Municipal Commis- 
sioners in watching the taxation accounts, in reporting upon arrears and in clearing the 
registers. 

Division of the Municipal akea into Cibcles. 

2. The munioipality shall bo divided into collecting circles by a calculation based on the 
area of gpx)imd to be traversed and the number of bills to be delivered. Each circle shall be 
numbered, and to each circle shall bo appointed a sircar. The collecting oiroles should bo as 
compact as possible, and so ^ranged as to distribute the work of tax collecting evenly among 
the sircars. No collecting circle shall contain more houses than can be visited by one sircar 
during the working days of a month. 

3. The circles having been determined, and the assessment list, or the valuation and 
ratii^ list prescribed by sortion 112 of the Act having been published, the registers of the 
municipal rates and taxes shall be opened. 

4. Whenever a munioipality levies a house-rate upon owners, and also a rate or rates 

upon occupiers for water, latrines or hghting, a double set of registers shall be opened i.c. one 
set for owners and the other for occupiers. • > • 

6 . The prooedi^e of oiwning and maintaining both of these sets of registers is alike. 

For the sake of brevity therefore the procedure as regards owner’s house-rate only is dosorihed 
in the following rules. But the rules apply equally to the house tax and to rates leviable from 
occupiers. 

6 . Similarly, to avoid duplication the specimen forms annexed have been drawn out and 
headed as for owner’s house-rate only, but with slight and obvious verbal modifications they 
are equally adapted to the house tax, and to the water, latrine, and lighting-rates which are 
leviable from occupiers, and the necessary additional columns must of course be introduced 
when more than one tax or rate is levied from occupiers.

28. An estimate shall be made of the number of forms likely to be required for a year’s 
ooimmption, and arrangements shall be made with the Superintendent of Government 
Printing at Calcutta to supply the bill forms printed in English, or in the vernacular, 
or both, the complete yearns supply being conseoutively numbered, and stitched in books of 
convenient size (say each containing 100 forms). 

The full year’s supply need not of course be obtained at once, but by means of two or more 
indents, so as to ensure the year’s supply agreeing very_ closely with the actual requirements. 

29. The surplus forms, which will be very few in number if proper care be taken in 
making the estimate and indents, shall be destroyed by the yice'Chairman at the end of each 
year. 

30. On receipt of the forme from the press, they shall be counted under the supervision 
of the Vioe-Ohairman or Secretary. On the fly leaf or cover of each book shall be noted the 
number of forms it contains attested by the initials of the person who counted thorn. 

31. The Vioe-Ohairman shall keep the bill forms in hie personal custody and under 1S»ok 
and key. He shall draw up written inrtructions prescribing in minute detail tho procedure to 
be adopted in registering the receipt and issue of the forms, in supervising the issue of forms 
to the bill writers, and in proving that they deliver back every bill form which they have 
been entrusted to fill up, and in proving the issue of the completed bills to the siroarS. 

^ 32. The Vioe-Ohairmon shall be especially and primarily responsible for preventing the 
pre^ration of fraudulent bills, ae well as for closely and constantly watching and ^ enforcing 
the prompt realisation or obtainin^the speedy remission oi all bills which bear his simature. 

33. The bill forms shall he filled up from the Demand Registers, and the Vioe-Ohairman 
shall issue written instructions regarding the oompanson of the Bills with the Demand 
Begister before they are brought to be signed. 

34. The bills shall be signed or stamped with a /ae simile simature by the Chairman, 

Vioe-Ohairman, Secretary, or the Commissioner for the word to which tl\e bills belong, and the 
signing officer shall satiety himself that the comparison of the bills with the Demand Begister 
has been carefully made. . ' « * 

36. If a,/ac simile stamp be uBod, it shall always be kept in the personal custody of the

37. As-stated in rule 8, the sub-divisions of each Bill Begister will be identical with 
those of the oorresponding Demand Begister. 

38. Faoh sub-division shall be totalled every quarter under the initials of the Yioe-

42. U the tax be not paid upon presentation of the bill, the sircar shall separate the bill 
from the receipt and serve the bill in the manner prescribed in section 356 of the Act. He 
shall at the same time, whenever possible, inform the assesses on what date he will again 
demand p^ment. 

43. The sircar shall return to the Municipal Office either every day, or^ if so permitted by 
the Vice-Chairman, every alternate day, and shall deliver to the tax-darogah all the monev 
he has oolleote<l, together with his daily register duly written up in Form I, and the bill 
books relating thereto. 

44. The tax-darogah shall then check the sircar’s account by comparing the amounts shown 
in the register with the bill book counterfoils from which the red receipts are missing. 

He shall then total the register and see that it corresponds with the mono^ delivered 
to him by the sircar. If all is in order, he shall initial the register in token of havmg received 
the money. 

45. If the sircar takes his doily register with him on his rounds, he shall be provided with 
two copies, which he shall use alternately, and he shall leave one copy in the office to enable 
the tax-darogah to post his books. 

46. The entries in the Siroors’ Daily Registers shall then be posted into the Dill Demsters, 
and the tax-darog^ shall post the total amount received from earn sircar into his cash-book 
as provided in Part I of .the Account Rules. 

47. The tax-darogah shall then post his Daily Registers of Collections, Remissions and 
Outstandings in Form J.

The progress atatements for «aoh oiiole Aall be verified by the Vioe-Chainnan or 
Seoretaiy and the Aooountsnt, and shall be laid before the CommissionerB each month at 
their or^ary monthly meeting held vmder seotion 38 of the Aot. 

5% It will be unnecessary to compile the drole progress statements into a combined 
statement for the whole munioipwty every month, but it shall be done at least twice a year, 
and as often^as the CommissionerB may require it. 

53. The progress statement of eaoh oirole shall be carefully sorutinisod by the Cmnmis- 
si oners at their monthly meeting. Whenever any‘progress statement jdiows outstandings 
extending over three oomplete quarters, the Commissioners shall cause a detailed list to m 
prepared of the bills outstanding for more than a oomplete half-year. 

54. This list shall be prepared, oirole by oirole, feom the Bill Begistors by a (derk unoon- 
nooted with' the taxation d^artmen^ if possible, and shall be verified by oomparison with the 
undelivered receipts by the Secretory or other officer nominated to the duty. Ii the oirole totals 
do not agree with those shown in we progress statements, a Committee shall be appointed 
to audit the taxation aooounts and to reoonoile the difEerenoe. If this difierenoe be not 
reoonoiled within fifteen days, the Munioipal Commissioners shall submit to the Magistrate 
a report stating the amount of the difEerenoe, the causes to which it is attributed, and the steps 
taken to reoonoile it. 

55. The Commissioners shcdl prooeed to deal with the outstandings either by ooUeoting 
or remitting the amounts. Every year, in the month of June, the Commissioners shall 
submit a taxation report through the Magistrate to the Commissioner the Division 
in the form of a oomhined progress etat^ent for the whole municipality, and if there ore 
outstandings extending further haok than the first quaiter of the previous year, full oxjfiana- 
tion shall be given as to why these taxes have neither been oolleoted nor remitted, bm the 
Commissioner of the Division shall forward these explanations to Crovemment with his 
remarks. 

56. The outstandings mentioned in rule 55 wiU be dealt with os a separate urrear account 
and worked entirely from the lists, i.e., in the month of June, in preparing this list of old 
outstandings from the Bill Begistets, the letter A in bine pencil shall be entered in the Bill 
Registers against eaoh bill tronaferred to the anear list, and the total amount tra&slened shall 
be noted at tho foot of the oirole progress statement oonoemed. 

All subsequent realisations or remissions of the biUs so transferred shall be entered in the 
list only, and not in the Bill Begisteis or Bemission Registers, whioh provide for the onrrent 
and last yearns transactions only. The siroars aball set araot separate pages in tlieir ooUeotion 
register or note-book for the entry of these airear ooUeotionB. «<^The genend registers will 
thus be wholly cleared, and shall not be used for the reoard of what have become praotioally 
dead aooounts. 

Second seevice or Bills, Notices op Demand and Disteess Waebants. 

57. On the first day of thq second month of the quarter, tho siroar shall ag ain take round 
the undelivered leoeipts, together with notices of demand, whioh shall in the into rval have been 
attached to the reoetets by the tax-darogah. If the demand is then not paid, the notices of 
demand shall be len with the assossees, and the undelivered receipts shall be returned to the 
tax-darogah for the preparation of distress warrants with a note of the date on w^h the 
notices of demand were served. When fifteen days shall have elapsed after the delivery of 
a notioe of demand, the siroar shall prooeed with* a warrant of distress, and if the demand as 
well as the fee preseribed by law for the warrant expenses be not then satisfied, he ^all make 
an attachment of the defaulter’s property, preparing on inventory of all goods and ehattels 
so attached,* and proclaiming a notioe of side by b^t of drum. 

Bills paid at Oppiob. 

58. In tbe event of any unpaid bill, of whioh the counterfoil and red receipt are in the 

custody df the tax-darogah being brought to the Munioipal and there satisfied, the 
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tax-darogah sliall deal with the traasaotion preoiwlj as the oolleoting siroar does in ordinaiy 
course, entering the amount in tiie Siroar^ Daily Ben^r, and noting the fact that the bill 
has been paid at office in the remark oolnmn as provided in the form. 

OoLLBCTlON OF TaXES AT THE MUNICIPAL OfficE. 

59. An alternative prooedure is suggested, the distinctive feature of whioli oonsists in the 
refusal to permit the sircars to ooUeot any money. Their duty will be strictly limited to 
serving the bOls and notices of demand upon the assesses in the manner prescribed in the 
preceding rule's. But each bill will oontain a caution ag;ainst the pajrment of any money to 
the server of the bill, and a direction to the rate-payer to proceed to toe Municipal Office and 
pay the amount of the bill there. 

60. At toe end of each week the serving peons will bring back the bill-books and receipts 
to the Municipal Office with a certificate that every bill missing from the book has been 
properly served upon the assessee. 

61. The tax-darogah, assisted by a sufficient number of clerks, should remain in the Muni¬ 
cipal Office at a counter during certain fixed hours of each day, and upon presentation of a 
bm by a tax-payer he should receive the amount and hand to the tax-payer the corresponding 
red receipt. 

62. The amount so received should be entered in a Daily Beceipt Begister, Form I, 
one suoh register being used for each kind of rate or tax. A separate register or set of 
registers should of course be supplied to each receiving clerk.

QUARTERLY INSPECTION OP THE KIDDERPORE DOCK WORKS. 

Dated Calcutta, the Slat July 1890. 

From—M ajor A. D. McAbthob, b.b., and W. Connan, Esq., 

To—The Secretary to the Government of Bengal, Public Works Department. 

Adverting to the orders of the Government of Bengal, communicated with 
your letter No. 1874M. of the 19th instant, we have the honour to report that the 
13th quarterly inspection of the Dock Works was made on the 26th instant. 

2. The usual tabular statement and the index plan showing the work 
done during the quarter, ending 30th June last, and the total amount executed 
from the commencement which have been prepared by the Superintending 
Engineer of the Dock Works, are already with Government. The present 
state of the various works under construction is reported in tlie following 
paragraphs:— 

Sixty feet Lock. —This work is completed with the exception of the river¬ 
side revetments; about 13'7 per cent, of excavation and 2*6 per cent, of 
masonry work still remains to be done. The hanging of the riverside gates is 
almost completed. 

Eighty feet Entrance. —The hanging of the gates is finished, and, with the 
exception of the riverside revetments, the work is almost completed. About 
21*0 per cent, of-excavation remains to bo done. 

Double entrance to Dock No. 1.—The work is almost completed, the gates 
being hung, and the completion of the erection of the swing bridge only 
remaining. 

Tid^ Basin. —The quay wall foundation has now been completed, and 
only a small quantity of the superstructure remains to be done ; about 7*4 per 
cent, of masonry still remains. 

Graving Dock. —All foundations are in; earthwork completed and only 
4'3 per cent, of masonry remains to be done. The foundations of the engine- 
house and chimney shaft are also in. 

Government Graving Dock. —Earthwork completed, foundations all in and 
two-thirds of the masonry done. 

Dock No. 1.—The quay wall foundations and masonry all completed, with 
the exception of coping ; 3,771,383 c.ft. of excavation is completed, and about 14*0 
per cent, remains to be done. Considering the state of the yrork, it is expected 
that the earthwork will be completed during the current quarter. 

Boat Canal. —During the quarter the excavation of this work was proceed¬ 
ed with, and about 1,978,618 c.ft. of earthwork executed, thus leaving only 26’1 
per cent, of excavation to be done. The lift-lock is finished with the excep¬ 
tion of gate erection. Main pumping station is well in hand. The bridges 
are practically complete with the exception of the approaches. The foundation 
of the Chetla H&t lock is in a forward state. 

Subsidiary Works.—The chimney, shaft and engine-houses are complete, and 
the engine erected. The accumulator tower is bordering on completion and 
the erection of the accumulator almost complete. The jetty heads to the en¬ 
trance are well in hand, and good progress has been made with the foundations 
of six cargo sheds. 

Expenditure. —The total expenditure up to end of the quarter under review is 
reported to bo Rs. 1,85,97,963, of which Rs. 1,59,95,278 represent outlay on 
works and Rs. 26,02,685 on account of land. • 

Sanitary. —The health of the workpeople was not so satisfactory as in the 
previous quarter. The average number of coolies employed was 7,579, among 
whom there were 19*0 deaths, thus showing a death-rate of 29-30 per annum. 

General Remarks. —Wo are of opinion that fair progress has been made 
with the works, and that so far as we have been able to judge from a quarterly 
inspection the character of the work was satisfactory, and the. quantity of the 
work done was all that could be desired, promising completioq at an early date.

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SUMMABY OF THE METEOROLOGICAL AND RAINFALL OBSERVATIONS 
TAKEN IN BENGAL, AND OF THE MBTEOEOLOGICAL OBSERVATIONS 
TAKEN IN ASSAM, FOR THE MONTH OF JULY 1890. 

Thb cliief peoaliaritiee in the weather of July haw been— 

1. The uniformly low pressure whioh obtained during the greater part of the month, 
the only oooasion when excess continued for any oonoideraole time being during the last 
week, when there was excess of from two to four hundredths of an inch in the southern 
districts, and of less than two hundredths in North Bengal, Behar and Ohutia Nagpur. The 
mean defect for the month was generally between '01 inch and *02 inch in Lower Bengal, 
and between *02 inch and *95 inch in the northern districts. 

2. liow temperature has prevailed. The month commenced with almost normal tern* 
porature, but after the first week there was always a considerable deficiency, especially in the 
northefh half of the province, where unusually heavy rain has been falling. Defect increased 
towards the end of the month, and during the last week varied from 1*6“ in Orissa to 8'6° 
in North Behar. The mean defect for the month is therefore considerable, being between *6“ 
and 1° in Lower Bengal and about 1*6° in the northern half. 

8. Ordinary monsoon weather has prevailed with practically no intervals of disturbed 
weather. Rain has fallen in Orissa and South West Bengal on about the normal number 
of days, but in Behar and North Bengal the number is from four to six above the average, 
while the amount of rain received has been very largely above the normal in the Northern 
districts, especially over the Himalayas, and considerably above in the other districts, except 
Orissa and South-West Bengal. 

4. The absence of the small cyclonic storms whioh usually form during the rainy 
season has been very marked, one depression occurring at the beginning of the mouth and 
another very unimportant whirl about the middle. 

Cychnie, ntorm from June, 2%th, lojuly, 2nd .—^The depression began to form on June, 28th, 
and then appeared as a local shallow low pressure area over Orissa and South-West Bengal, 
the lowest pressure within it being 29*585 inches at Balasoro. Westerly winds were blowing 
at Cuttack and False Point, and the easterly element in directions h^ become more pro¬ 
nounced in. South-West Bengal, while rainfall was only light and local in Lower Bengal. 
On the following day pressure fell briskly everywhere; the cyclonic circulation became more 
distinct and the centre was still over the land between Balusore and Ouloutta. After this a 
somewhat rapid deepening set in to the south-east of the depression, the largest changes being 
in Arakah, and a trough of Ioav pressure extended from the Bay in a northerly direction. 
The centre was to the east of False Point and south of Saugor Island, and stormy weather, 
with heavy rain squEdls, prevailed over the northern half of the Bay, but over the greater 
part of Bengal rainfall had almost ceased. On the Ist of July the storm had developed, 
the greatest difference of pressure from the south-east to north-west of the Bay being nearly 
half an iuoh Gradients were therefore steeper, and a slow westerly motion was taking the 
depression towards the Orissa coast, so as to pass near False Point. The storm area crossed 
the coast during the evening of this day, and after the passage of the centre, when pressure 
at False Point fell to 29 09 inches, a southerly gale blew at all the coast stations. A very 
rapid rise of pressure followed immediately afterwards, not only in the north-west of the 
Bay, but over the whole of Bengal, and from being largely below the normal an excess of about 
two-tenths of an inch accumulated in 28 hours. From about 9 v.m. on the 1st, when the 
storm centre was near False Point, to 8 a.h. on the 2nd, pressure rose about half an inch, and 
in the eastern districts of Bengal the rise amounted to nearly two-tenths of an inch. These 
rapid changes of pressure seem to have had an important influence in jtreventing the in-rush 
of moist southerly winds, which usually follows depressions of even less intensity than this 
over the western districts of Bengal, as a westerly current commenced and shortly became 
general over the whole province, comparatively fine weather prevailing from the Srd to 
the 5th. 

After the rapid rise of pressure, whioh continued till the 4th, a slow steady fall set in 
over the whole province, and lowest pressure being in North Bengal and gradients tatliher 
steep, strong south-westerly winds blew at the head of the Bay and in Lower Bengal. 
Westerly winds blew for a day or two in the northern districts, but by the 7th easterly 
directions again prevailed, in consequence of the displacfiment of the area of lowest pressure 
towards the west. From this'•date till the 18th ordinary monsoon weather was 
unbroken, and is noteworthy only because of the weak moMoon uhich blew in the 
west of the Bay, while in East and North Bengal and Behar very heavy rain fell almost 
without interruption. Falls wore usually heavy in the Darjoeling Hills and adjacent plains 
from the 14th to the 18th, with the exception of the 16th. The absence of rain in the 
western districts was probably duo to the comparatively dry westerly current which had been 
blowing from' entrol India, generally extending as far east as the centre of Bouth-West Bengal, 
aud on the 17th as far as Rungpore and Dhubri. 

From the 19th till nearly the end of the month conditions were influenced by the 
shallow depression whioh, commencing to form in the north-west corner of the Bay on that 
day, moved towards the mouth of the Hooghly, and thence in a north-westerly direotion over 
Ohutia Nagpiu: On the 20th the centre was close to Saugor Island, and pressure was under 
29'4 inches; on the 21st the area of lowest pressure lay to the west of Burdwan and was 
almost unooanged in intensity from the previous day; while by 8 a m on the following day 
it had paS!^ed out of the province and lay well to the west of Hazaribagh and Gya. It 
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remained in the North-Western Provinoes till the 24th when it filled up, the trough of low 
pressure at the same time closing up towards the Himalayas, and a steady south-westerly 
current blew over the whole province, giving heavy rain in all districts. On the 28th 
pressure fell briskly, and the distribution becoming more normal and uniform, easterly winds 
again set in and continued till the end of the month. 

Strength of the momoon .—The strength of the monsoon current blowing from the Bay 
over Bengal from year to year can only be judged by the wind velocities at the coast stations. 
In the table below are given the moans of the actual daily wind velocities for July 1889 
and 1890, compared with the normal values for the same month at representative stations on 
or near the coast lino from Akyab to Gopalpore, at which wind observations have been taken 
for a sufficient length of time to give reliable averages. It will bo seen that the only 
stations where velocity is under the average are Oliittagong and Calcutta, and that the 
difference for these two is small while at all the others, except Akyab, there has been a large 
excess, amounting at Gopalpore to 110 miles per day and at Saugor Island to 96 miles. The 
strength of the monsoon current during this year has so far, therefore, been considerably 
above that of average years.

Pmswre.—-Changes wore very large at the beginning of the month, and on the l.st a 
defect of nearly a quarter of un inch had aooumlated in the neighbourhood of the depression. 
On the 2nd a very rapid rise was general in all distriots except South Behor, exceeding ‘2 
inch in parts of Assam*and East Bengal and ’15 inch in Orissa, South-West Bengal, and North 
Bengal. On the 3rd the rise was still more rapid in Orissa and Ohutia Nagpur, and varied 
from ’22 inch to *28 inch, but in the other districts it was much smaller and practically zero 
in North Bengal and Assam. On the 4th a very rapid fall prevailed, the resulting distribu¬ 
tion being almost normal. As these rapid changes counterbalanced each other, the mean 
pressure during these days did not differ much from the normal, and as ordinary small 
oscillations followed till the middle of the month, large differences from the normal did not 
again occur. A rapid fall occurred on the 17th, followed by a slow steady rise for some days, 
alter which small upward and downward changes rarely exceeding a twentieth of an inch, 
alternated till the end of the month. The moans for the month are very nearly normal in 
East Bengal, and below tho normal in the other distriots by amoimts varying from one to 
four hundredths of an inch. 

Temperature—I)unng the first five days was two or throo degrees above tho normal 
over the greater part of the province, but after that it has been almost without a break, 
considerably below in the northern distriots, and slightly below in .Lower Bengal except in 
Grissa and the adjacent part of South-West Bengal where, owing to the more scattered rain¬ 
fall, temperature was at times slightly in excess. Defect in North Bengal and North Behar 
was very large at times, and during tlie last week the day temperatures were unusually low, 
the difference from tho normal maximum temperature being at times very little under 1()‘, 
while defect in mean temperature was from 4° to G®, On the 28th maximum temperature at 
Purneah was 10° below the normal, at Patna 9'8®, Arrah 9‘1“, Rungporo 8‘9°, and Chupra 
8'6°; on the 29th at Arrah 9'1“, Buxar 8*7“ and Chupra 8’5“ ; on tho 30th at Durhhimga. 
Motihari, Patna, and Buxar defect was 8° or more, i he monthly moans, in oonsequeaoe of 
these steady low temperatures, are largely below tho normal in all distriots except in 
Orissa and South-West Bengal, where defect is, however, over half a degree. Defect in 
South Behar is 1-6°, in North Behar, Chutia Nagpur, and Assam 1’4°, and in East and North 
Bengal •9°. 

Rainfall —Has been unusually heavy in all the northern distriots, and moderately lllSavy.^ 
in Chutia Nagpur and East Bengal, but in Orissa and South-West Bong-il the falls have 
been very nearly normal, defect being nearly half an inch in tho former and excess only 
•2 inch in the latter, with an average fall of about 12 inches. The average falls in the other 
distriots are very uniform. North Behar receiving 21-45, East Bengal 19-87, North Bengal 18, 
South Behar IG'28, and Chutia Nagpur 16*1 mohes. Excess is largest in Nortli Beliar’, 
amounting there to 9-1 inches, and in the other distriots it varies from 4-26 inches in South 
Behar to -12 inches in Chutia Nagpur. The distriots where the amounts reported Jrom the 
various stations show the greatest diversity are North Bengal and Bast Bengal, falls at the 
hill stations in the former rising to more than 70 inches, while in the plains one or two 
stations report about 10 iuohes. In East Bengal the range is from 10 inches to a little 
over 50 inches. 
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The oompariBon of the actual rainfall of the seven meteordlogioal divisions of the 
province is most aosarately shown in the form of a peroentaga. The figures representing the 
rainfall for the month oaloulatod in this way are inoladed in the table below under the heading 
of July. This table gives a condensed. summary of the rainfall statistics of the present 
year up to date for each division, the first seven oolumtis giving the actual rainfall m each 
month expressed as a percentage of the normal, while the eighth column shows the actual 
rainfall for the first seven mouths expressed os a percentage of the normal for the same 
period. It will be seen that, with the exception of East Bengal in June and Orissa in July, 
the rainfall during the monsoon season has been considerably in excess, and that, notwith¬ 
standing the very deficient rainfall during the early part of the year, the average amount 
from the beginning of the year has been exceeded in all districts by 2 to 4 per cent, in 
liower Bengal, 9 per cent, in Ghutia Nagpur, 17 per cent, in North Bengal, and 40 per cent, in 
Behur.

With the exception of the south of Orissa and the south-east corner of East Bengal, 
actual falls have generally increased from the south towards the north. Over a band of 
country, inolnding the south of Ohutiu Nagpur, Balasore, the greater part of Miduapur 
and the 24-Pergunnah8, Howrah, Hooghly, and Jossare, falls have been under Id inches, and 
in the other parts of these districts between 10 and 20 inches, frequently about i 5 inches. 
In Chittagong amounts vary from 83'8 at Satkanya to 51’28 inches' at Cliittagong station, 
in Chittagong Hill Tracts and Noakhnlly from 20 to 25 inches, hut Hurrishptir reports 40 2 
inches. Eli^wbore iu East Bengal falls are generally between 15 and 20 inches, iuoreosing 
in the Mymensingh district where the heaviest fall is 29*9 inches at Durgapur. In Pubua, 
Bogra, Itaj'shahye, Maldab, Dinagepur, and Kuugpur falls are between 10 aud 15 inches, but 
in Jnlpigoree, Cooch Beliar, and the Darjeeling Hills rainfall has beeu unusually heavy, 
Kurseong receiving 71*4, Silliguri 69 6, Buxa 60, Darjeeling, Bhagatpur and Kalimpoiig 
between 50 and 60, Jnlpigoree, Fallooatta, and Matabbonga more than 40 inches. In 
North Behor amounts have been very uniform, very rarely under 20 inches, aud over 26 at 
Kaliaganj, Soopool, aud Bagaba only. In South Behar falls are generally between 12 aud 
.18 inches, the stations receiving more than 20 inches being Arr^ 28, Gya 21*6, Biokram 
22*5, Jamui 21*5, Qogri and Bongaon 28 and Kolgong 21 inches. 

Itainf'all has been deficient over a very small portion of the oountVy, and as iu those 
districts where these relatively light falls have been recorded, others considerably above the 
normal have ooourred, the means are below the normal in Orissa only. The districts where 
there is either a small excess or deficient rainfall are Orissa (defect large in Balasore) ; 
Miduapur, 24-Pergunnahs, Howrah, the greater part of Burdwan, Nuddoa, Khoolna and 
JCsBore in South-West Bengal; Baokergunge, Eurreedpore, and Dacca in East Bengal; 
Bogra and Rungpore in North Bengtd; Singbhoom and Monbhoom in Cbutia Nagpur. 
Oil the other hand, excess is more than 6 inches at scattered stations in Lower Bengal 
and South Behar, fr<im 5 to 10 inches at almost all stations in North Behar, 12*87 inches at 
Buxa, 15*4 at Jnlpigoree, 18*9 at Matabhanga, 26*29 at Kalimpong, 28*27 at Darjeeling, aud 
36*78 at Silliguri. 

The following table gives full data fcHT the oomparison^of the actual and normal rainfall 
for July in all distnets. The firs^olumn gives the normal rainfall, the second the actual 
district rainfall as determined from uie weighted rainfalls oi the^onth, the third expresses 
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t^e peroeuta^e of actual to noroxal rainfall, aud the fourth the excess or defect per cent.

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SUMMARY OP THE METBOBOLOGIOAL AND RAINFALL OBSERVATIONS 
TAKEN IN BENGAL, AND OP THE METEOROLOGICAL OBSEEVA- 
TIONS TAKEN IN ASSAM, FOR THE WEEK ENDING FRIDAY, THE 
8th op AUGUST 1890. 

Thb features of interest in the meteorology of the past week are— 

1. The high pressure which has prevailed throughout, gi^ng an average exoeas of nearly 
a tenth of an inch m the east and north of the province, of a little over a twentieth m part 
of South-West Bengal and Ghutia Nagpur, and about four>hundre<lthB in Orissa. 

2 Thh general low temperature, which, however, was more pronounced at the begin¬ 
ning and end of the week, a rise taking place during the partial break of the rains which 
spread over the province. 

3. The scattered rainfall in Lower Bengal during the first few days and later in the 
northern districts. 

4. A shallow depression, which, notwithstanding the prevailing high pressure, remainecl 
for some days, without causing any unsettled weather, in the neighbourhood of the Orissa 
coast. 

At the commencement of the week pressure was rising, and rainfall had almost 
ceased in Orissa, Chutia Nagpur, and South-West and East Bengal with the ex¬ 
ception of Nuddea, Dacca, and M 3 maiensingh, but in North Bengal and Behar 
very heav^ rain continued to fall. With tho steadily rising pressure which continued without 
a break tall the middle of the week, the monsoon current grew weaker in the northern 
districts, and rainfall rapidly diminished in amount, while wind velocity was generally below 
the average. The shallow depression in the north-east corner of the Bay first appeared on 
the 2nd to the south of Qnpalpore, where a northerly wind was blowing, and apparently 
without deepening it kept that position till the 4th, the cyclonic circulation including the 
winds in its vicinity only. Pressure remained over 29’6 inches, but on tho 6th a slow fall was 
general in tho west of the Bay, when pressure, still lowest at Oopalpore was slightly under 
^t amount. On the 7tb the depression h^ passed away, but a small whirl still appeared 
in tho north-west corner. This moved over the north of Orissa, rain becoming general in the 
southern districts, but it was still very scattered in Behar and North Bengal. Though there 
was a partial break in the rains, temperature remained low except about the 6th, when a slight 
excess obtained except in Behar. After rainfall again set in towards the end of the week, 
temparature again fell, and on Friday was below the normal by small amounts in all 
distnots. 

Frcast/rc—Rose steadily during tho early half of tho week, hut on the 5th a brisk fall 
oconrred in Assam, East Bengal and North Bengal, and a slow to moderate fall elsewhere, 
after which slow downward changes continued in the western districts and a slow rise else¬ 
where till tho 8th, when a brisk rise in the north-west corner of tho Bay gave a more 
normal distribution there; the small depression which had existed for some days completely 
disappearing. The largest excess was on the 4th, when it varied froni ■! inch to *16 inch 
over nearly the whole of Bengal, but was less than ‘1 inch in Ghutia Nagpur, Orissa, and 
Assam. 

Temperature —Though not so low as in previous weeks, has on an average been largely 
below the normal in Behar, slightly below in Chutia Nagpur, North Bengal, and Assam, and 
almost normal in East Bengal, South-West Bengal, and Orissa. During the break in the rains 
in the early part of the week, there was an upward tendency in Lower Bengal, resulting in a 
small exoess there, but as heavy general rain continued to fall in Behar, there was still defect 
of more than 6°. Mean defect for the week in North Behar is 2‘1°, in South Behar 1*8°, in 
North Bengal and Assam '6°, Ghutia Nagpur *4°, and in the other districts temperature has 
been practically normal. 

Rainfall —Ajb stated above, had become very light and scattered in Lower Bengal at 
the beginning of tho week, but heavy fidls were still being received in Behar. The break, 
however, gradually spread over tho province, and by the middle of the week general light rain 
was falling in tbe lower districts, and scattered showers in North Bengal and Behar. 
Scattered rain continued to fall -in Orissa, South-West Bengal, Ghutia Nagpur, and East 
Bengal, from the 2nd to the 5th, after which general light rain fell till the end of the week. 
In the northern districts general rain fell from the 2nd to the 4th, and then the break com¬ 
mencing, scattered showers were received till the 8th with the exception of the 7th, when 
fairly ^neral rain fell. The mean amounts for the week ore all below tho normal except in 
North Behar, where there is excess of I *3 inches Defect is about 1-3 in^es in Orissa, E|^ 
Bengal, and Chutia Nagpur, ‘9 inch in South-West Bengal, ‘7 inch in North Bengal, and 
about half an inch in Souto Behar.

The barometer is about 8 feet 
higher at Alipore, and, other things being equal, reads therefore *008 lower. The diurnal range of 
temperature ia alao greater at Alipore, and the mean temperature apparently about 0-6 hi gher 
finally, the thermometer which furnished the record of temperatnre at the Surveyor-Oeneral's 
OfBee during 20 years and upwards ia found to read 0*6 higher than the Kew standard thermometer 
which ia the standard of referenoe at the present Observatory. '
